Legal steps are beginning this 
week to obtain a greyhound rac- 
ing track inside the city limits of 
Pelham. 

A legal advertisement, appear- 
ing on page B-9 of this week's 
issue of the Reporter, is the first 
step in the process of seeking a 
legislative act which would per- 
mit a vote on the issue. 

The advertisement must appear 
in four consecutive issues as a 
notice to the general public that 
legislators will be asked to in- 
troduce a bill allowing a vote by 
residents of Pelham. 

On previous occasions, such 
bills have been advertised, but no 
local legislators have introduced 
the bills in the legislature, so no 
local vote on the question has 
ever been held in Shelby County. 

Last year the Pelham City 
Council voted in favor of holding 
an election on the issue, but 
without an act of the legislature, 
it was not possible to hold the 
election. 

Several years ago, a move was 
made to establish a county-wide 
dog track, but that move also

Murphy urged the adoption of 
a standard personnel policy for 
all county employees, and the 
commission took steps to develop 
one. But the heads of various 
county departments made it clear 
they did not want their authority 
to hire and fire stepped on, and 
sought rulings from the attorney 
general.

After weeks 
of discussions, and final agree- 
ment on an architect, the plan fell 
by the wayside because general 
agreement could not be reached 
about which departments could 
be located in the limited space of 
the proposed new building.

The incident occurred when 
Davis went to her home with a 
deputy and another officer to 
serve an arrest warrant for her 
brother. 


Alexander had pled guilty to 
the assault charge Oct. 14. 

Vickie Duke was the other 
woman sentenced. She had pled 
guilty to 3rd degree burglary on 
September 14 of last year. 

Danny Alexander, another 
defendant who pled guilty to 3rd 
degree burglary that day, was 
given a year’s sentence in the 
state penitentiary. 

A three year sentence was im- 
posed on an inmate who escaped 
from the Shelby County jail. 
Randy Kish pled guilty to 3rd 
degree escape on November 9, 
1981. 

He also pled guilty to the 
felony possession of marijuana 
and received an additional three 
years for that crime.

Name your candidates for governor

If you are keeping a record of 
such things, you can feel safe 
now in taking the name of Joe 
McCorquodale from the list of 
**possible’’ candidates for gover- 
nor and placing his card in the 
‘almost certain’’ file. 


McCorquodale’s announce- 
ment lust week that he will not 
seek another term in the House 
was for all practical purposes an 
announcement that he will be 
running for another office 
instead---governor of Alabama. 

In vacating his House seat 
from Jackson, the 61-year-old 
McCorquodale will be leaving 
behind an enviable record. He 
has served in the lower chamber 
during four decades---from the 
1950s to the 1980s—-and shares 
with Rep. Pete Turnham of 
Auburn the title of senior 


member of the Legislature. He is 
the only man in state history to 
have served two consecutive 
terms as Speaker of the House. 

McCorquodale’s announce- 
ment was not the only develop- 
ment at year’s end in the upcom- 
ing governor’s race. Montgomery 
Mayor Emory Folmar, who 
aspires to be the state’s first 
Republican governor since the 
Reconstruction, was acting more 
and more like a certain can- 
didate. 

Folmar, who has a wearisome 
schedule of 22 out-of- 
Montgomery speaking 
engagements scheduled this 
month, was meeting with key 
supporters and reportedly was 
trying to recruit other candidates 
to join him on the Republican 
ballot in the 1982 elections. He 
has even approached several in- 
cumbent Democratic of- 


Doug Ellison was sentenced to 
serve 30 days of a3 year suspend- 
ed sentence.

Shelby County license inspec- 

for Bobby Joiner gets a lot out of 
his job. For instance: dog at- 
tacks, threatening phone calls, 
fong hours, headaches--all this, 
plus $13,000 a year to boot. 
- Even if some of Joiner’s 
*‘clients’’ complain from time to 
time, the county coffers certainly 
don’t. . 

Since the County Commission 
hired Joiner in March of 1980, 
revenue from the sale of business 
license and mobile home tags has 
increased by an _ estimated 
$49,000. 

In his first year of inspections, 
the sale of various business, or 
privilege licenses alone increased 
from $21,295 to $27,094. Last 
year these sales increased to 
$29,635. 

But the main reason Joiner was 
hired was to enforce the sale of 
license tags for mobile homes. 
Last year 1,926 such tags were 
sold, an increase of 813 over the 
1980 period. 

If Joiner discovers a mobile 
home without the proper tag, a 
$25 late fee is usually involved, 
bringing tag prices into the 
$40-$80 range. Although exact 
figures were unavailable from the 
court house, an estimate of $50 
per tag means Joiner’s efforts 


brought the county $40,000 in 
revenues which otherwise might 
not have been collected. 

As one might surmise, not 
everyone is overjoyed to see 
Joiner in their place of business 
or at the door of their mobile 
home. 

“A lot of them get mad. They 
curse and holler and snort, but 
they’ll usually go on down (to the 
court house) and buy the tag 
because they know they have to,”’ 
he says. ‘‘All they’re doing is 
paying a tax on their homes like 
everyone else.”’ 

Joiner says that most people 
with whom he has dealings are 
nice. Those that do cause him 
problems, however, make him 
truly appreciate the cooperation 
most people give him. 

A 16-year employee of the 
county, Joiner ran a grade-all 
before bidding for and receiving 
his present position. 

‘I didn’t know grits about 
nothing when I first started,’’ he 
says. 

Since he’s the county’s first 
license inspector, no one else here 
knew much about the position 
either. To learn the ropes, Joiner 
spent time traveling with the 
Talladega County inspector. 
Since then, his job has been a 
learn-on-the-run experience. 


One thing he’s learned is to let 
people speak their piece, then go 
on about his business. 

“If you let people speak what’s 
on their mind, get it off their 
chest, and just listen to them, 
whether it’s pleasant or not, then 
ordinarily they’ll try and work 
something out with you,’’ Joiner 
explains. 

Another thing he’s learned 
while on the run is about dogs: 
don’t mess with them unless you 
absolutely have to. 

Once, while ringing the 
doorbell to a man’s trailer on 
highway 26, three German 
shepherds charged around the 
corner with pants seats on their 
minds. Joiner was cornered. 

As the dogs closed in on him, 
he leaped from the porch to the 
roof of his nearby car. While try- 
ing to keep the pack at bay witha 
canister of spray mace, he finally 
managed to scramble through the 
car window to safety. 

“IT went back and called the 
fellow on the telephone--that’s 
what I did,’’ Joiner says. 

Especially in the first year, 
Joiner ran intoa lot of people 
who did not know they were re- 
quired to buy yearly tags for their 
mobile homes. Most of them 
eventually cooperated, but one 
man in Pelham told Joiner ab- 


Governor starts plan

On January 7, 1981, the Office 
of Civil Rights, Department of 
Education, delivered a letter of 
finding to me on behalf of 
Alabama state government, ind- 
icating there were vestiges of 
racial segregation in our institu- 
tions of higher education. The 
letter stated that operation of 
Alabama State University in 
Montgomery and Alabama A & 


M University near Huntsville 
(both ‘‘Traditionally Black In- 
stitutions’’) meant that our state 
still had a system of s egregated 
education in our universitites and 
colleges. 

Now a year has passed, fin- 
dings have been updated, and a 
plan to end the ‘‘vestiges’’ was 
almost submitted to the Depart- 
ment of Education in 
Washington. Since I had been

of citizens to come into the city. 
He noted that Dunway and Bux- 
ahatchee had come in after 
previous annexation attempts 
had failed. Though he was disap- 
pointed he noted it was not the 
end of the world. 

Other councilmen also took the 
election outcome with good 
grace. 

The council said that anyone 
whose property adjoins the pre- 
sent city could petition to come 
into the city within 30 days, and 
their legal fees would be absorbed 
by the city. ; 

In other action at the meeting, 
the council accepted petitions 
from 21 families south of town to 
be annexed. The new city limit 
will go down highway 31 about 
1% miles south of the Mental 
Health Clinic, on the west side of 
the highway. 

Councilmen also accepted a 
petition from four families east 
of town who wanted to join the 
city. 


These families live on highway 
25 across from the Union 76 sta- 
tion, and their land adjoins the 
Buxahatchee Country Club, 
which is already in the city. 

The council also heard a report 
from Tommy Moon, assistant 
fire chief, who said there were 
four fires the department attend- 
ed last month. Mayor Prichard 
commended Moon and the 
department for their fine work in 
extinguishing a serious industrial 
fire at Allied Products. 

Councilman Doug LeSueur 
reported that the heavy weekend 
rains resulted in a big overflow of 
water east of the railroad tracks 
near highway 25. He asked per- 
mission to go ahead with install- 
ing a 42 inch pipe or culvert to 
correct the situation. 

In a final piece of business, the 
councilmen heard Jim Johnson 
describe an apartment complex 
his company wants to build in 
Calera. The company will con- 
duct interviews of citizens later 
this month to determine if there is 
a need for the building. 


directed to develop a comprehen- 
sive plan, all state operated 
universities and colleges were a 
part of the plan. 

Two weeks ago, after a long 
conversation with Secretary of 
Education Terrell Bell in 
Washington, I was given an op- 
tion: either submit the plan or ask 
that the whole matter be transfer- 
red to the Justice Department 
and start fresh with development 
of a new plan. I opted for the lat- 
ter. 

As I have stated many times 
before, I have always been com- 
mitted to seeking ways to im- 
prove the quality of higher educa- 
tion in Alabama. That could hap- 
pen in a variety of ways, the most 


important being that we look at 
the quality of education we are 


offering, rather than the quantity 
of universities and programs. 
In previous legislative sessions 
I have developed several ideas for 
legislation which would allow all 
of us in government, and you the 
taxpayer, a way to determine if 
we were spending our education 
dollars efficiently and effectively. 
After I get the budgets underway 
in January, I will probably look 
at this kind of legislation again. 
But back to the issue at hand. 
Once the transfer is made from 
the Department of Education to 
the Justice Department, we can 
expect an orderly negotiation 
process to begin which will lead 
to a plan to end what the federal 
government perceives as racial 
segregation in higher education. 
We have spent the last year col- 
lecting data and developing the

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solutely that he would not pur- 
chase a tag for his trailer. 
Joiner later returned to issue 
the man a citation, only to find 
he had lived up to his refusal. To 
prevent buying the tag, the man 
had sold the mobile home. 
Another irate and _ tagless 
trailer owner called the court 
house and left the inspector a 
rather unfriendly message: he 
threatened to shoot Joiner if he 
came back on his property. The 
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man left no name, but no one 
Joiner revisited paid him any 
buckshot compliments. 

As a tip, Joiner says mobile 
home owners who are set up on 
their own property can at least 
defray the $4.50 cost of the tag by 
assessing their trailer along with 
their land. Most people are con- 
fused about this, however, Joiner 
says. :

= the Commission turned over 
the operation of the county 
shelter to the Humane 
iety in April, but cities in the 
county failed to give the Society 
any financial support. The opera- 
tion was improved by the end of 
1981, but the hoped-for expan- 
§ions had not taken place, for 
financial reasons, 


> All county departments felt the 
@ffects of the closing of the 
GETA program which had pro- 
Vided federal funds to hire dozens 
of workers. By October nearly all 
the workers had been terminated. 
The County Commission did not 
Have the funds to continue the 
positions, but was forced to 
replace four of them at the coun- 


wy: jail. 


> As a means of catching the at- 
téntion of the Shelby Memorial 
Hospital Board, the Commis. 
sioners decided to appoint five 
m@w persons to the board when 
five terms expired in March, 
=The new board members 
helped carry the day for the com. 
mission in the fall when the com- 
Tiission needed two of the four 
mills of ad valorem taxes that had 
e@rlier gone to the hospital. 


“The mission was not ac- 
complished however, without a 
months-long hassle. The At- 
ney General gave two rulings 

om the matter, reversing his: first 
décision “With the secoiid. “The 
cbunty attorney served as a 
mediator in the final showdown. 

he matter was decided with the 
hgspital ‘contracting’ with the 
céunty for health services such as 
the landfill and the health depart- 
ment. 

=The hospital, which changed 
its name to Shelby Medical 
Center in mid-year, enjoyed a 
pfosperous 12 months, with a 
sffong financial sheet at the end 
ofits fiscal year, September 30. 
*Directors voted to buy a CAT 
s@inner to aid in diagnosing 
vatious ailments. 

=The Phase [I construction was 
completed at the hospital and a 
formal dedication was held on 
December 13. The three-year 
c@pstruction cost about $13 
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million and added 40 beds, mak- 
ing a total of 210 beds at the 
facility. 

In late fall, the hospital's direc- 
tors voted to apply for a cer 
tificate of need to state health 
agencies to build an entirely new 
hospital on highway 280 to serve 
the growing population there. 

But several other medical 
groups also petitioned for new 
hospitals, including Baptist 
Medical Center, and a private 
Riverchase group. Brookwood 
Hospital, which draws from 
Shelby County, served notice it 
wanted to add several new beds. 
State hospital officers resorted 
that there is no need for addi- 
tional beds int he area, and a 
fight over the matter seemed to 
be shaping up at the end of 1981. 

When a committee from Vin- 
cent failed to get fast action from 
the county hospital and the coun- 
ty commission on a medical clinic 
for Vincent, the group jwent 
ahead on its own and built the 
clinic. They entered into an 
agreement with Baptist Medical 
Centers to staff it. In less than 
five months from the start of 
construction, the building was 
opened and put to use, serving 
more than 25 patients per day. 


The County Commission faced 
budget troubles again when it 
made up the new budget by the 
deadline of October 1. They 
found out after making it up that 
the State Law Enforcement Per- 
sonnel Board had raised the pay 
of troopers at the last minute. 
thereby raising the county 
deputies’ pay. The item came to 
well over $100,000 and shot the 
county budget full of holes. 

An error by an accountant also 
reduced the amount of revenue 
sharing the county was to receive, 
but some fast catch-up work may 
restore the funds in late 1982. 

The several-year hassle over 
property reappraisal, which had 
kept the county’s treasury much 
smaller than expected, was finally 
resolved as the old year went out 
and the commission was happy 
about it. 

In a federal court, Shelby 
County was awarded $200,000, 
plus $68,000 it had withheld, 
from the company that had 
bonded the defunct Jacobs Com- 
pany. Jacobs was the company 
that had been responsible for the 
reappraisal program in Shelby 
County. 

Hundreds of Shelby County 
landowners, whose taxes had 
been misfigured, or whose pro- 
perty lines had been mis- 
reported, drew some comfort 
from the federal court’s decision. 

Columbiana’s Chamber of 
Commerce pushed for a new 
highway linking Columbiana 
with Pelham, and won initial ap- 
proval of the long-planned road- 
way. Funds to survey and build it 
will come from the state’s oil 
windfall tax money. 

The state legislature re- 
districted the state, and Shelby

Looking back through 1981 


County was one of the places 
where the boundary lines were 
changed the most. The county 
will now have a representative in 
the House from the west- 
northwest side of the county. The 
district will have only a very small 
section of Jefferson included. 
This is a considerable change 
from the past when the district in- 
cluded a large part of Hoover and 
Vestavia. Other district boun- 
daries were not changed very 
much in the county. 

Oak Mountain State Park saw 
a change of directors late in the 
year, with Phil Easterwood 
replacing John Meredith as park 
director. 


Cities 


The high cost of providing ser- 
vices caused most Shelby County 
cities to re-examine their services. 
When Montevallo decided to 
discontinue fire and police pro- 
tection outside the city limits, a 
group in Dry Valley asked the ci- 
ty to annex the area. But when 
the election was held in mid-year, 
the annexation was defeated by 
78 to 67. Several property owners 
whose property adjoined the city 
have since requested and received 
admission to the city. 


Calera and Alabaster sought to 
annex large areas, also. 

But legislators failed to in- 
troduce bills allowing elections 
for those two towns at first. 


It took two more sessions of 
the legislature for Calera’s acts to 
pass. However residents of South 
Calera voted down the annexa- 
tion in the fall, and the residents 
north of town turned it down as 
the New Year began. 

Alabaster was re-drawing its 
proposed annexation lines at the 
end of the year, but groups from 
two areas south of the city 
jumped the gun by announcing 
plans to create their own cities. 


Private volunteer fire and 
rescue services were being im- 
proved in some areas to serve 
people whose city services were 
withdrawn. Aldrich set up its 
own fire department, and Al- 
mont created a legal fire district. 

The chief argument used by 
those who did not want their pro- 
perty to be annexed to cities was 
the zoning regulations of the 
cities. 

Others, especially subdivision 
residents with little property 
other than a home and a small 
lot, preferred to be in a city for 
the police, fire and rescue protec- 
tion. Arguments raged all year. 


Columbiana raised its sales tax 
by one percent to meet inflated 
costs, and other cities tried cost- 
cutting measures. 

Pelham started its long awaited 
sewer system. 

Bids were taken for a new post 
office in Wilton, which was serv- 
ed most of the year by a mobile 
post office unit. 

Wilsonville’s city council talk- 
ed about annexing Sunrise Cove, 
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but dropped the idea when 
several residents protested. 

Harpersville and Vincent look- 
ed forward to more residents and 
increased business activity as pro- 
gress in four-laning Highway 280 
proceeded throughout the year. 

Cable television moved rapidly 
to serve Montevallo, Calera and 
Columbiana during the year, and 
additional service came to 
Alabaster and Pelham. 

North Shelby County had its 
problems with two cable com- 
panies competing to serve them. 


Business 

The opening of the Shelby 
County stretch of Interstate 65 
from Hoover to Alabaster on 
May 20, was a major watershed 
for government, business and 
lifestyle in Shelby County. 

The new artery took through 
traffic away from over-used 
Highway 31 and caused many 
local people to venture out on 31 
more often than they had in the 
past. ; 

On the other hand, the loss of 
through traffic hurt some of the 
county’s service stations and 
restaurants, temporarily. 

But in the long haul, leaders 
believed it would help the county 
far more than hurt it. 

The high points of business 
during 1981 included the opening 
of a major discount store, Wal- 
Mart, in Pelham on December 1. 
Earlier an Alabama corporation 
opened a Marvin’s store in 
Pelham, which specializes in 
retail building supplies. 

The Shelby Bank opened a 
branch in Montevallo; the First 
National Bank of Columbiana 
broke ground for a new branch in 
Inverness; and the First 
American Bank in Pelham built 
an entirely new building and held 
a grand opening in the fall. 

Inverness and Riverchase con- 
tinued construction on major of- 
fice complexes and a 6-story of- 
fice complex on Valleydale Road 
at the Riverchase Parkway East 
was announced. 

Alabama Power Company, at 
the Southern Electric Generating 
Company complex near Wilson- 
ville announced a major chemical 
breakthrough in mid-summer. 

Scientists at the Catalytic 
laboratories had succeeded in 


Famous 
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converting raw coal into clean 
burning liquid fuel. Earlier, the 
scientists had developed a 
method of converting the coal in- 
to liquid, but the new develop- 
ment meant that it would not 
emit sulfur and other pollutants 
into the air. It was announced as 
a major improvement. 

Receipts from sales taxes con- 
tinued to show gains in most of 
the cities, and at the county level. 
But observers thought part of the 
gain came from inflation rather 
than real gain. 

Federal policies on_ interest 
rates continued to depress the 
housing industry in Shelby Coun- 
ty. 


This in turn slowed down the 
population growth, as many 
completed houses remained emp- 
ty, and construction workers had 
to look elsewhere for jobs. 

The business slowdown 
resulted in the closing of some big 
businesses and several small retail 
outlets. 

Eagle Chevrolet and Action 
Track of Pelham were among the 
casualties. 

No large new industries were 
announced for Shelby County 
during the year, and government 
and civicleaders turned their at- 
tention to industrial development 
as a major priority for the new 
year.

Tax act affects 


Last summer, the Economic 
Recovery Tax Act of 1981 -was 
signed into law. Its provisions 
began affecting taxpayers as early 
as July 20, and will continue to 
do so for several years to come. 

Although the changes brought 
about through this legislation are 


many and varied, relatively few , 


will affect taxpayers filing 1981 
income tax returns in the coming 
months. Here is a summary of 
the changes for 1981: 
Individual Tax 
Rate Reduction 
Tax withholding rates for in- 
dividuals were reduced by 5 per- 
cent on October 1, 1981; since the 
rate reduction was only in effect 
for the final quarter of the year, 
this will result in an overall reduc- 
tion of 1.25 percent for 1981. 
Taxpayers who use the tax tables 
will not have to compute this 
amount, because it has been 
figured into the tables. 
Tax-exempt ‘‘All Savers’’ 
Certificates 
Taxpayers investing in qualify- 
ing ‘‘All-Savers Certificates’’ bet- 
ween October 1, 1981, and 
December 31, 1982, can exclude 
*from their incomes up to $1,000 
of the interest on individual 
returns, and up to $2,000 on joint 
returns. Although most cer- 
tificates will not yield interest un- 
til 1982, some credit interest on a 
monthly basis. If the taxpayer 
has access to interest earned in 
1981 on these certificates, it 
should be reported on either the 
Form 1040A or Schedule B of 
Form 1040 in a special section 
provided for this purpose.

Rollover of Gain on

If you sold your home after Ju- 
ly 20, 1981, you have 24 months 
in which to reinvest the profit in a 
can now exclude up to $125,000 
of the gain on the sale of their 
principal residence if the sale 
came after July 20, 1981. To 
qualify for this once-in-a-lifetime 
new home of greater or equal 
value, and not pay a capital gains 
tax. The 24-month period also 
applies to sales made before July 
21, if the old 18-month rollover 
period did not expire before that 
date. For example, if you sold 
your home on December 10, 
1980, you would have 24 months 
to buy another house because the 
original 18-month rollover period 
would have ended after July 20, 
1981.

The IRS reminds you that the 
capital gains tax is only postpon- 
ed, not eliminated; any gain from 
the sale is subtracted from the 
cost or basis of your new home, 
and may be taxed when you sell 
that home. 


Interest Exclusion for 
1981 Only 

Finally, although it was not 
enacted through the Economic 
Recovery Tax Act, taxpayers 
should be aware that, for 1981 
only, there will be a $200 exclu- 
sion ($400 on joint returns) of 
qualifying interest and dividend 
income. Only certain types of in- 
terest income qualify for the ex- 
clusion, such as interest from 
U.S. bank accounts, credit 
unions, savings and loan associa- 
tions, and similar institutions. In- 
terest paid to you by individuals 
does not qualify for the exclu- 
sion.

Before the issue was settled, 
most of the 13 citizens attending 
the meeting had joined in the pro- 
tests, arguments, accusations, 
and pleas that continued for an 
hour and a half.

The arguments may have fallen 
just short of bringing down the 
house, but at one point during 
the often heated discussion, the 
ceiling above the audience sud- 
denly started raining water from 
an apparently leaky pipe. 

“‘This may be the answer to 
our water problems,”’ quipped 
Chandalar resident Bob McCary 
who had the wet floor at the mo- 
ment. 

McCary may have not have 
been serious in that comment, 
but he was serious when he told 
the council: ‘‘I don’t think the 
average citizen knows how much 
this increase amounts to. When 
they find out, they’re going to be 
hostile. Alabama Power gets a 
rate increase, but they don’t ask 
for 100%!’ 


Among the vocal supporters of 
McCary’s point of view were 
Burt Carroll, Jim Latham and 
Chuck Gilpin, all of Chandalar. 

The old rates, which were 
published along with the propos- 
ed new rates in a story in the 


December 24 issue of the Shelby, 
County Reporter, had not been’ 


raised since Pelham entered the 
water business in 1965. 


‘The citizens don’t know how much this 


increase is. They'll be hostile’--McCrary 


in the summer used

When asked why action hadn’t 
been taken before now on im- 
proving the water situation, 
Councilman Ken Maynard 
responded, ‘“We’ve been working

The mayor explained the new 
rates were necessary to procure 
loans to pay for some $250,000 
worth of improvements to the ex- 
sisting system. Even with all the 
improvements, the mayor still 
could not gurantee all the water 
everybody might want during the 
summer. 

Dunaway said that during last 
summer’s water shortages in the 
city, which stemmed mostly from 
grass watering, he was told by 
numerous residents to get them 
more water ‘“‘whatever the cost.”’ 

Though he did not have the 
water board’s financial standing 
on hand, he said the utility was 
just starting to break even, and

Before all the fireworks began, 
Maynard had moved that the 
rates be passed, but an hour and 
a half later he withdrew the mo- 
tion. Maynard then moved to 
table the rate increase till the 
January 18 meeting, but that mo- 
tion died for lack of a second. 

Cleveland next moved to ac- 
cept the new rates, Councilman 
Ray Hamilton seconded the mo- 
tion and it passed 4-1.

the summer for watering lawns, 
washing cars and filling swimm- 
ing pools, many residents pay at 
least $10 or $15 extra each 
month. 

Wheeler urged the council to 
charge a flat maximum rate 
rather than base the payment on 
75% of the water charge. 

Other residents have expressed 
the same sentiments as Wheeler, 
saying it is unfair to have to pay 
the charge when the water 
doesn’t go back into the sewer. 

Councilman Cal McCune, who 
heads the sewer committee, feels 
that way too.

However, because of the 
tremendous cost of the sewer 
system, which was completed in 
1978, that charge must be made 
to pay off bond issues and for 
maintenance of the treatment 
plant and lines.

bond payments alone. 

After talking about the tor- 
nado warnings that were issued 
for the county Sunday evening, 
the council decided it would be a 
good idea to establish a warning 
system for the city. 

There are three sirens located 
in various sections of the city.

report higher use 


Pregnant women are taking ad- 
vantage of maternity clinics in in- 
creasing numbers, and better 
health is the result. 

Figures compiled by the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health’s Bereau of Maternal and 
Child Health/Family Planning 
(MCH/FP) show that 17,231 per- 
sons were served in maternity 
clinics throughout the state dur- 
ing fiscal year 1981. 

In Shelby County, 291 mater- 
nity patients made a total of 1545 
visits to the clinic. Only 30 per- 
cent of these patients were admit- 
ted during the first trimester of 
their pregnancy. However, this is 
an increase over the 20 percent 
recorded in fiscal year 1980. 

Commenting on the 
significance of the figures, Dr. 
Beverly Boyd, MCH/FP direc- 
tor, said, ‘‘We are pleased that 
more women in Shelby County 
are getting to the clinic early in 
their pregnancies. It is important 
that they receive early and regular 
prenatal care either at the clinic 
or from their private physician. 
Nutrition counseling and medical 
advice are necessary in order that 
healthy women have healthy 
babies. Also, the earlier in their 
preganancy these visits begin, the 
better chance there is to forestall 


possible problems including those 
of genetic origin.”’ 

Clinic personne! will be stress- 
ing preventive health care, which 
can lead to a healthier communi- 
ty as well as to reduced medical 
expenses for each family concern- 
ed.

‘Legal’ drugs blasted as bad dope 


eThe cheap imitations con- 
found federal Drug Enforcement 
Administration and police efforts ~ 
to deal with real drugs of abuse.

Those **100 percent legal’’ fake 
*‘uppers’’ and ‘‘downers’’ that 
the fast-buck boys are peddling 
not only aren’t legal, they also 
may be downright dangerous. 

They are illegal because they 
are made up to look like 
something they are not, and 
there’s a federal law against that. 
U.S. Marshals -- at the request of 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion and the Department of 
Justice -- recently seized so-called 
**look-alike’’ drugs at nine 
manufacturers in various parts of 
this country, netting about 15 
million filled capsules and 
manufactured tablets and more 
than 20 million empty capsules 
imprinted with counterfeit mark- 
ings. The marshals also seized 
machinery used in the manufac- 
ture of the counterfeits, including 
punches, dies, imprinters and 
presses, valued at more than $1 
million. 

Some of the phony pills are 
similar in size, shape, color and 
markings to ‘‘uppers,’’ am- 
phetamine products that can be 
prescribed legally but often are 
abused by being sold on the 
streets. The counterfeit ‘‘uppers”’ 


usually contain a combination of 
non-prescription ingredients such 
as caffeine, 
phenylpropanolamine (a nasal 
decongestant and appetite sup- 
pressant) and ephedrine (a 
decongestant). 

The counterfeiters also make 
pills that look like ‘‘downers.”’ 
That’s the street name for legal 
prescription sedatives such as 
Quaalude-300 or potent narcotic 
analygesics like Dilaudid. The 
real things are often abused 
through illegal sale and use. 

FDA can only police 
counterfeit manufacture through 
its seizure mechanism, but the 
agency also is cooperating with 
states in enacting legislation ban- 
ning the distribution of the 
counterfeit drugs. A recent count 
found that 13 states had enacted 
such legislation. 

In addition to the illegalities 
and dangers, FDA sees these pro- 
blems posed by the counterfeit 
drug products: 

They induce school children 
and others who do not usually 
abuse drugs to do so. 

*They counteract drug abuse 
educational programs by foster- 
ing the false notion that these 
products are legal and safe. 


They give the false impression 
that real amphetamines, diet 
pills, etc., are not as potent and 
dangerous as they really are.

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Denton concurs with farm bill 


Senator Jeremiah Denton 
(R-Alabama) Says he is satisfied 
with the agreement that was 
reached on the 1981 Farm Bill. 

“While this Proposal would 
not provide as much protection 
for the farmer as I had hoped, it 
is probably the best compromise 
we could have worked out in this 
time of bud get-cutting,”’ he said. 

“Farmers need the protection 
the bill provides. Farm income is 
expected to be down to $8.1 
billion this year, adjusted for in- 
flation. That’s down from $15 
billion in 1979 and $25.1 billion 
in 1973, for example. With farm 
income in a slump, this would be 
no time to undercut the farmer, 
especially since a large sector of 
our non-farm economy is depen- 
dent on a healthy farm economy. 


“Of course, this bill - or any 
other farm bill -- is not the source 
of long-term profitability for 
American farmers. Until infla- 
tion and high interest rates are 
brought under control, farmers 


will still be plagued with financial 
losses,” 


Major savings were ac- 
complished through a scaled- 
down dairy program and revised 
target prices. ‘‘In the case of the 
dairy program, the conferees 
adopted minimum support that 
should send more correct 
economic signals to milk pro- 
ducers. They also included higher 
trigger levels so that farmers 
could receive higher support 
levels if they bring production 
costs down.

Alabama deer hunting en- 
thusiasts have until sunset Jan. 25 
to bag a buck. That last week in 
61 counties from Jan. 19 through 
Jan. 25 will be a choice period to 
try for a trophy, because dogs are 
forbidden. Counties for hunting 
will be limited to those which had 
an open gun deer season closing 
Jan. 18. 

In addition, there are three 
state wildlife management areas 
that should appeal to the 
deerslayer because these 
reportedly have excellent 
whitetail populations. The 
23,280-acre area near Chapman 
and Greenville will be open for a 
gun stalk hunt for bucks Jan. 
21-23. Bowhunters may hunt 
through Jan. 25. 

At Blue Springs south of An- 
dalusia the 23,740-acre area can 
be hunted Jan. 11-13 for antlered 
bucks by gunners; bowhunters 
can go to the Jan. 25 closing date. 
There will be a primitive weapons 
hunt for hunter’s choice deer 
Jan. 15-16. Oakmulgee manage- 
ment area is the 44,500-acre 
spread west of Centreville. There 
will be a gun stalk hunt for 
antlered..bucks for Jan. 8-9. 
Bowhunters have until Jan. 15 in 
the hunter’s choice season.” Stalk

Deer hunting also involves pro- 
per handling of venison. Now, 
while I keep pounding away that 
the proper way not to prepare 
venison is soaking the meat in 
any solution, the Ala. 
Cooperative Extension Service 
puts in county agents’ columns 
what I consider atrocious advice: 

**Tenderizing: To merely 
tenderize venison, use a marinade 
such as soda water. Buttermilk 
tenderizes and draws out some of 
the wild taste. Wines, vinegars 
and spices will tenderize and add 
their flavors to the meat. 
Marinate older animals at least 24 
hours and younger animals only a 
few hours’? (To me marinating 
means disguising.) 

**Ground venison: Make sure 
15 to 25 percent beef fat is added 
to venison as it is ground. 
Without the added fat, the meat

beef chuck roast in vinegar, or 
soda water or buttermilk for 24 
hours? 

Venison handled properly does 
not need applied liquid chemical 
tenderizing. Should I kill an 8 or 
a 10-point buck, I’ll always use 
moist heat cooking methods, ex- 
cept for those tender loin chops, 
sirloin or round roasts. Or I grind 
everything into burger. As to this 
nonsense of mixing up to 25 per- 
cent beef suet with venison as it is 
ground, why load up your freezer 
with cholesterol. Suet is fat and 
that is the first element to develop 
rancidity when frozen. 

If you must, add suet when you 
thaw ground deerburger. Per- 
sonally, whenever I buy ground 
beef, I choose chuck every time -- 
I get more protein for my money. 
I don’t sacrifice flavor because 
my wife and I add chopped green 
pepper, shredded rat cheese, 
beaten egg, chopped onion, 
garlic, etc. Butter or oleo is my 
choice for extra fat. 

If I thaw a deer steak which I 
suspect might be tough, I beat the 
devil out of it with a “meat” 
hammer to get the equivalent of 
cubed steak. My mother used the 
edge of a heavy porcelain plate or 
saucer, but the chinaware you 
buy today might crackle like a 
fried crisp potato chip if you 
pounded away with it.

as beef prices continue drop 


1981 proved to be another 
“tough year” for Alabama cat- 
tlemen and the state’s vast, 
billion dollar beef cattle industry, 
according to E. Ham Wilson, ex- 
ecutive vice president of Alabama 
Cattlemen’s Association, chief 
spokesman for the industry. 


**This is the second consecutive 
year that live cattle prices have 
declined to below the cost of pro- 
duction,” Wilson reported in a 


year-end summary. ‘Continued’ 


high interest rates, high fuel costs, 
increased costs of equipment and 
supplies, and overproduction of 
pork and poultry have created an 
economic condition for cattlemen 
that resulted in less consumer de- 
mand for beef,’? he continued. 


During 1981 Alabama « cat- 
tlemen sold abcut 900,000 head 
of cattle, an increase of about 10 
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percent over 1980, Wilson said. 
The great bulk of the Cattle was 
sold through the state’s 50 licens- 
ed stockyards. 

Joe Crawford of Baileyton, 
president of the association, says 
the overall feed situation for 1982 
is good. ‘There was a good 
harvest of hay and feed crops in 
1981,” Crawford said, ‘‘and the 
mild fall and early winter will be 
a definite help to cattlemen in 
surviving the depressed price 
situation.’’ 

Crawford emphasized that 
Alabama continues to bean im- 
portant beef cattle producing 
State. ‘*Alabama ranks 20th in 
the nation in total numbers of 
cattle, ’’ he pointed out. ‘‘We 
have 2,000,000 head of cattle in 
Alabama, and even more 
significantly, we have about 
915,000 head of beef brood cows, 


ranking Alabama 15th among 
States in this important category 
and last year Alabama produced 
about 890,000 calves,’ Crawford 
concluded, 

Wilson stressed the fact that in- 
creased production of pork and 
poultry have caused the prices of 
all meats, including beef, to 
decline considerably. 

The result of this oversupply of 

meat, says Wilson, is a Bonanza 
for the consumer looking for a 
good buy. The retail prices of 
beef are lower than the past two 
years, and more and more super- 
markets are featuring specials in 
prices of various cuts of beef. 
“The smart consumer takes note 
of this,’’ says Wilson, ‘‘and 
many are taking the opportunity 
to stock their freezers while sup- 
plies of beef are plentiful and 
good prices continue.”’

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CHINS spend holidays with families

Usually, it’s a good thing to 
keep your chin up. 

But in one place over the 
holidays, CHINS were down and 
no one was upset over it. In fact, 
they took it as a good sign. 

CHINS (Children in Need of 
Supervision) is the name given to 
residents of the Shelby County 
Attention Home. The average oc- 
cupancy of the home is five to 
seven CHINS, and according to 
Outreach counselor Susan 
Johnston, residents may stay 


there from a day to a year. 
Before the holidays, seven 
CHINS were in residence at the 
home. Three of them, however, 
were recently released by the 


juvenile court to return home, 


and the remaining four went 


home while the Home closed for 
Christmas week. 


Last week, Johnston said the 


four residents had been due back 
the

child be allowed to stay home 
through New Year’s weekend. 

“A lot of these kids want to be 
home at Christmas and New 
Year’s,”’ Johnston said. ‘‘If they 
do well, they can stay with their 
families longer,’’ she added. 

“‘We hope we’re helping these 
kids,’’ she continued. ‘‘Our main 
purpose is to reunite families.’’ 

CHINS are not delinquents, 
the counselor emphasized. They 
are children from 8-18 who, for 
one reason or another, have had 
trouble living in their given fami- 
ly situations. 

Such children are referred to 
the Attention Home through 
Shelby Youth Services law en- 
forcement officers, social 
workers and sometimes teachers. 

Once a child has been placed in 
the home a detention hearing is 
held within three days to deter- 
mine if the child should stay 
there. Johnston said that when a 
Situation gets to this point, the 
child usually is returned to the 


Attention Home. 

During the next two to three 
weeks, while awaiting a hearing 
in juvenile court, the CHIN 
receives counseling from the staff 
and often from outside agencies 
such as Mental Health. If, by the 
court hearing date, the 
counselors feel the child is ready 
to return home, or to a relative, 
they make that recommendation 
to the judge and it is usually 
followed. 

Sometimes the children remain 
at the Attention Home for up to 
nine weeks, and in one case, for a 
year. 

She pointed out that in only a 
few rare cases have CHINS been 
the sole perpetrators of their pro- 
blems. Usually their problems 
come from the parent-child rela- 
tionship. 

Johnston explained that the 
main thing Attention Home 
workers strive to do is open lines 
of communication between 
parent and child. 


As evidenced by the four cur- 
rent residents, whose families 
wanted them to stay, the 
Christmas spirit apparently has a 
therapeutic effect on most family 
relationships. Counselors can 
usually see positive differences 
after the children return. 

“‘Anytime we see a positive 
change we jump on it, and work 
on it,’’ Johnston said. ‘‘We ask 
them why they feel good now, 
what caused the change. When 
we can get them to understand 
that, it’s a step in the right direc- 
tion. But they have to be willing 
to change.”* 

Johnston remarked, however, 
that apparently there’s no set pat- 
tern to frequency of problems, or 
to a given case, 

*“One day the phone rings off 
the hook, the next day we don’t 
get a single call,’’ she said. ‘‘We 
may be filled again after the 
holidays.”’ 

The Attention Home is located 
on highway 26 west, below 


Alabaster. Director/counselor of 
the home is Brenda Lee, project 
director is Pelham mayor Burk 


‘ Dunaway. The overall operation, 


which includes a staff of four and 
one volunteer, is overseen by a 
board of directors. 

Shelby Youth Services and the 
Attention Home are funded by 
LEPA (Law Enforcement Plann- 
ing Agency), but this year their 
budget was cut by 41% and 
they’ve had to rely heavily on 
donation from churches, other 
organizations and individuals. 
Johnston is afraid the federal 
LEPA funding will be dropped 
altogether next year. That will 
mean the Home will have to go to 
more fund raising projects, such 
as the golf tourney they held this 
summer at Buxahatchee Country 
Club. 

“We're willing to work to keep 
us around because we think we’re 
worth it to these children. We 
hope the rest of the community 
will see things the same way.’”’

Tax package has single table 


Approximately 1.3 million 
Alabama tax payers will receive 
their federal income tax packages 
within the next week according to 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

Forty-five percent, or 630,000 
of these will be 1040A packages, 
featuring the less complicated 
‘short form.’’ The remaining 
770,000 tax packages consist of 
four different 1040 ‘‘long forms’’ 
packages with various supporting 
schedules depending on which 
forms the taxpayer filed last year. 


Altogether, the IRS expects to 
receive 1.4 million returns from 
taxpayers in Alabama during the 
1982 filing season. 

The most significant change in 
this year’s tax package is that it’ 
now features only one tax table to 
be used by all taxpayers, 
regardless of filing status. 
Previously, there were four 
separate tables. Because of this 
change, an extra step in which the 
taxpayer subtracts $1,000 from 
gross income for each exemption, 
has been added to the computa-

St. Vincent’s joins

St. Vincent’s Hospital has join- 
ed the competition to build a new 
hospital for north Shelby-south 
Jefferson residents. 

This makes the fifth proposal 
that has been submitted to the 
Birmingham Regional Health 
Systems Agency (BRHSA) for 
consideration. Under current 
regulations, hospitals must get a 
“certificate of need’’ from ap- 
proved health agencies, before 
they can build new hospitals or 
add major equipment. 

St. Vincent’s is proposing to 
construct a 120 bed acute care 
general hospital on 40 acres it 
owns on old highway 280, just 
south of the Cahaba River in 
Shelby County. Estimated cost is 
$21,883,184. 

The other organizations, 


whose applications have been. 


reported earlier are: Riverchase 
Medical Center, 125 bed hopsital 
to cost $21,504,570; Shelby 
Medical Center, 100 bed hospital 
to cost $16,451,175; Baptist 
Medical Centers, 120 bed

Before Kennedy is tried in the 
capital case, he will be tried on a 
burglary charge on January 25. 
The burglary occurred at the 
University of Montevallo student 
union building a few weeks 
before Mrs. Orr’s death.

The board’s recommendations 
will be sent to the State Health 
Planning and Development agen- 
cy (SHPDA), which could make 
a decision on the matter at its 
February 16 meeting in Mon- 
tgomery. 

Each of the five institutions is 
expected to push hard to get the 
board’s approval. 

On the other hand, the 
BRHSA is likely not to approve 
any of them. It concluded a study 
just last fall which indicated there 
was almost no need for any addi- 
tional hospital beds in the entire 
6-county area it serves (Shelby, 
Jefferson, Chilton, Blount, St. 
Clair and Walker counties). The 
survey showed that a few more 
beds at the University Hospital in 
Birmingham could be justified 
for teaching purposes at the 
Medical School. 

The state agency (SHPDA) has 
also taken a tough stand based on 
the same study. Alan Koch, its 
director, told the Reporter last 
month he would like to see the 
hospitals actually have to prove 
that the absence of additional 
beds would post a threat to the 
public health, before approval 
was given to any of the pro- 


But political changes brought 
about by the Reagan administra- 
tion, may alter the process under 
which new health facilities are ap- 
proved or disapproved. 

For one thing, federal budget 
cutbacks may do away with the 
regional health systems agencies 
altogether. 

For another, with the mood in 
Washington to cut red tape and 
federal regulations on almost all 
agencies, the rules on granting 
certificates of need may change 
drastically. Some political leaders 
are even suggesting that all the 
regulations be dropped, that re- 
quire hospitals to show ‘‘need.”’

A month ago Phil Easterwood 
moved into the director’s office 
at Oak Mountain State Park. 

Most of the plaque and picture 
hanging nails in the walls of the 
office once occupied by John 
Meredith are still empty. The 
proverbial drawingboard, 
however, is not. 

Easterwood has plans for 
Alabama’s largest outdoor 
recreation facility: 

@ Lights will be added to the 
golf course’s driving range, and a 
second course marshal will be 
hired to keep the large number of 
golfers moving more smoothly in 
the summer. 

@A new BMX (bicycle moto- 
cross) racing track will be built 
near the tennis courts in time for 
a nationals race this May. 

ein an effort to build off- 
season business, rent for the barn 
loft at the demonstration farm 
has been discounted from the $75 
summer rate to $50. Also, new 
demonstrations, such as a pick- 
your-own vegetable garden, are 
under consideration for the farm. 

@To improve fishing, the 
lower lake will be stocked in a 
few weeks with algae eating white 
amuirs.

better tent pads and site buffers. 

@Campers will also have the 
benefit of a naturalist, and will be 
provided with slide presentations 
and other evening activities. 
Wildlife blinds are being con- 
sidered to offer visitors a place to 
observe the deer, turkey and 
other creatures which inhabit the 
park. 

@The nearly defunct infor- 
mation center at the park entrance 
will be reopened. Easterwood 
also wants better signs erected on 
1-65 and park access roads. 

@An ongoing maintenance 
program is being set up ‘‘to keep 
chipping away”’ at leaky roofs, 
problem shingles, rotting wood 
and peeling paint. Furthermore, 
landscaping is being done at 
many of the facilities scattered 
across the 9,000 acre park. 


Easterwood said that money 
for much of the work was pro- 
gramed into the maintenance 
budget for this fiscal year, but the 
exact amount was not readily 
available. 

Other funds were coming in 
through the Young Adult Con- 
servaiton Corps, a federal pro- 
gram which will run out March 1. 
All projects receiving these funds 
have to be completed by the end 
of March, Easterwood said. 

The refurbishing of the infor- 
mation center at the park en- 
trance, which will start either this 


week or next, was labled as the 
*‘most critical’? because of rot- 
ting wood. 

Easterwood said some of the 
deck planking around the center, 
as well as the entire roof will have 
to be replaced, and the cost is as 
yet undetermined. 

Bids for lights at the driving 
range are expected to run in the 
neighborhood of $14,000, and 
should be let within the next 
several weeks the director said. 
Overall camp ground im- 
provements will cost an estimated 
$2000, YACC and park funds 
have provided $400 worth of 
landscaping plants, and $250 
from YACC is paying for the 
spillway barrier at the lower lake, 
he added. 


‘“‘We have something for 
everyone,’’ Easterwood told the 
Reporter. “‘But there’s always 
room for improvement.”’ 

‘‘We’re in the business of out- 
door recreation and we want 
folks coming out here to have a 
good time,’’ he continued. ‘‘The 
potential for this park is upward, 
and can go as far as your im- 
agination can lead you.”’ 

He pointed out, however, that 
despite the improvements, he did 
not intend to lose sight of the 
natural surroundings which make 
the park what it is.

Montevallo raises gas rates 


Good news and bad news for 
residents of Montevallo.

Shelco is getting ready to move 
forward. 

Encouraged that residents re- 
jected the latest annexation effort 
by Calera, and that the vote was 
close on their last attempt at a 
fire district, Shelco leaders are 
making new plans. 


On Wednesday, the fire and 
rescue unit broke ground for a 
station house on County Road 
12. 

If the land, materials for the 
building and landscaping had not 
been donated, the cost of the pro- 
ject would have exceeded 
$60,000. 

Since Shelco has no authority 
to collect dues, the unit could not 
have afforded the undertaking. 

Two of the contributors who 
were responsible for the unit’s 
progress, were on hand for the 
groundbreaking ceremony. 

Mr. and Mrs. George White, 
who gave the unit the two acres 
of land for the station, were ask- 


ed to scoop-up the first shovelfut~ -- 


of dirt, and Dwight Boates, plant 
manager of Vulcan Materials, 
was recognized for preparing the 
site. 

The building materials were 
provided by Atlantic Wood Pro- 
ducts, a Georgia firm. 

In his opening remarks, Shelco 
President Wayne Davis said, 
‘We've fought our battles and 
now we’re ready to build.’’ 

The 40x 80 foot structure will 
be put up by Davis’ company 
without charge, and he said it 
should be ready to house the 
unit’s vehicles in two months. 

In addition to parking space, 
the station will also have a 
meeting area and living quarters 
so someone can be on duty 24 
hours a day. 

At the present time, dispat- 
ching is handled through the 
Shelby County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. 

This will be the first time in the 
unit’s 12 year existence that there 
will be a central location to house 
equipment. In the past, it’s been 
kept at the homes of members. 

When the vehicles are under 
cover, Shelco’s Chief, Lonnie 
Thompson pointed out that state 
fire insurance inspectors can give 
the unit a rating which will reduce 


the fire insurance payments of 


subscribers. 

At the present time, Shelco, 
which is a non-profit organiza- 
tion, has approximately 135 sus- 
taining members who pay annual 
dues of $85. 


With residents north of Calera 
voting against being annexed, 
Shelco treasurer Ed Neal 
estimated that somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 500 families will 
be without fire protection and 
medical rescue service. 

It’s hoped that those residents 
will contract with Shelco for ser- 
vices. 

**The only way we’re going to 
make this succeed,’’ Thompson 
told the Reporter, ‘‘is for 
everyone to participate.” 


It was noted by Commission 
Chairman Tommy Snowden at 
the groundbreaking, that Shelco 
volunteers nominated for state 


EMT awards outnumbered any . 


other unit in the county. 
“Tn his brief remarks to the 
crowd, Civil Defense Director 
Bill Tucker noted that Shelco had 
been down a long hard road. 
But he compared what the unit 
had been through to working 
with steel. ‘‘You put a lot of heat 
to it and it comes out stronger,’’ 
he declared. 


He explained that it costs the 
unit between $2,000-$3,000 per 
month to operate. 

Their only other income is a 
$750 appropriation from the 
County Commission and con- 
‘tracts with Wilton and Pea Ridge 
to provide medical and rescue 
services. 

However, negotiations to pro- 
vide services are underway with 
several industries in the area. 

In order to make a go of it, 
Shelco will not be able to make 
any free runs as the unit has in 
the past.

$500. 

Shelco’s equipment now con-

clarify their position 


Letter to the Editor: 

On January 19, 1982, an elec- 
tion will be held to decide 
whether or not to incorporate a 
new town in my area, the town of 
**Liberty’’. 

If incorporated this new town 
will block the City of Alabaster’s 
third try at annexing this area and 
the area south of ‘‘Liberty.”’ I 
would like to clarify the fact that 
the intention of forming the new 
town is not to block sub-divisions 
and others who wish to be annex- 
ed into the city of Alabaster. 

This area consists mainly of 
residents who have owned their 
land for many years and own a 
considerable amount of land. 
They do not wish to be annexed 
because of higher taxes, city or- 
dinances, and a general loss of 
freedom on their own land which 
they now have and enjoy. 

Many attempts have been 
made to stop this annexation, all 
of which did not include preven- 
ting annexation of persons desir- 
ing to be annexed. 

The first attempt was made by 
residents speaking up at an 
Alabaster City council meeting 
and asking the city to leave out 
only those opposing. This was ig- 
nored. The second attempt wsa to 


get a petition signed by opposing 
residents equaling some 90 per- 
cent of the area and presenting 
this to the city along with a map 
of the area showing how much 


‘land was involved in the opposi- 


tion as compared to the amount 
of land of those wanting to be an- 
nexed. 

Again the city ignored this so a 
third attempt was to write 
legislators and senators asking 
them not to pass the bill. The bill 
was not passed but the city drew 
up another proposal with boun- 
daries including those who were 
opposed. Legal assistance was 
then sought and a meeting 
scheduled with the mayor, and 
councilmen of Alabaster to 
discuss possible alternatives. 

An alternate plan was 
presented leaving out of the city 
only those residents opposing, 
but again this was not acceptable 
to the city of Alabaster. 

In a final attempt to secure the 
freedoms now enjoyed in this 
area, the formation of a town 
which will allow these same 
freedoms seems to be the last 
alternative.

Helena to crack down 
on landfill violations 


Yesterday was the last day of 
operations for the county’s land- 
fills in Helena and Calera. 

However, Helena officials fear 
that dumping in the area will not 
stop since the distance to the new 
landfill near Columbiana is about 
20 miles. Therefore, Mayor 
Charles Penhale and the city 
council have requested the police 
department to closely watch out 
for illegal dumping and littering. 

Calera officials, on the other 
hand, do not anticipate . any 
serious increase in illegal dump- 
ing there. 

Helena Police Chief Gary 
Carter told the Reporter that 
anyone caught dumping trash 
there would be taken to the sta- 
tion, booked on charges of 
criminal littering, and face from 
$100 to $500 in fines, plus court 
costs. 

“"We’re serious about 
thing,”’ Carter said. 

Assistant chief Ray Rollan 
elaborated: ‘‘If we - arrest 
somebody (for dumping) we’re

asking for the maximum fine,” 


which is $500. We’ll put all the 
effort we can into stopping it. All 
we can do is try to deter the pro- 
blem before it gets started.”’ 

The council and mayor have 


discussed their fears over pro- 
blems with dumping at the last 
two council meetings. 

Rollan said that illegal dump- 
ing in the area, especially after 
landfill hours, has been a pro- 
blem for some time. With the 
closing of the landfill, however, 
“it’s going to get. worse, no 
doubt. If Helena and Calera both 
don’t get on it, the cities will turn 
into garbage dumps.”’ 

But because the new landfill, 
set to open today on highway 70 
four miles east of the Old Mon- 
tgomery Highway, is within six or 
seven miles of the former Calera 
dump the police chief there said 
he’s withholding judgment to see 
if illegal dumping actually 
becomes a problem. 

“If we start getting (the trash), 
we’ll have to really get on it,’’ 
said Calera Police Chief Harry 
Deal. “But we don’t get an 
unusual number of complaints on 
dumping. We get enough dump- 
ing to be unsightly,. but.ao mere 
than that.” « .« «©

Captain Ed Lightsey last week 
announced his retirement after 28 
years service as a state conserva- 
tion officer. 

Lightsey spent 20 of those 
years in the supervisory capacity 
of captain. But that never stop- 
ped the conservation officer from 
long and late hours of patrolling 
the woods and fields. 

“It was the best job in this 
world,’’ Lightsey claims. 

An avid hunter, trapper and 
fisherman, the outdoors played a 
big part in Lightsey’s attraction 
to his career. But it was his con- 
tact with people that he liked 
most about the job. 

His work with fishermen and 
hunters from all walks of life 
took him not only into the out- 
doors, but also into courtrooms 
all across Shelby, Talladega, 
Coosa, Tallapoosa, Clay, Ran- 
dolph, Chambers, Blount, 
Cullman and St. Clair Counties. 

Lightsey not only knows a lot 
of people in these parts, but a lot 
of people know Lightsey, too. 
His position and reputation 
preceded him most everywhere he 
went. 

The bottom line to his jop ap- 
proach, however, was always the 
proper management of wildlife 
resources, a balance between en- 
vironment and sports. As such, 
Lightsey says ‘‘I don’t think you 
can chart or graph whatever good 
I might have done. You can’t tell 
that from arrest records. Our ma- 
jor concern was not to arrest peo- 
ple, but that they know the law.” 

Some people may not relish the 
memory of their first meeting 
with the conservation officer, but 
Lightsey, on the other hand, is an 
incurable optimist who harbors 
no animosity towards those he’s 
had to arrest in the past. In fact, 
he says, ‘“‘Some of my best 
friends are people I got to know 
after I arrested them.’’

Highways claim two 
in county wrecks 


A Sterrett man died early 
Saturday morning in a single-car 
accident in the Narrows.

University Hospital and listed 
Tuesday afternoon in fair condi- 
tion. 

Harpersville ambulance 
operator Jimmy Gill said Reeves’ 
car smashed head-on into the 
natural rock wall bordering the 
east-bound lane of highway 280 
through the Narrows. ‘‘It was the 
ol’ killer rock that gets them all,” 
Gill said. 

The state highway depart- 
ment’s proposal to open the new 
section of highway 280 by 
Christmas has been postponed 
and no new opening date has 
been yet announced. The new 
four-lane will bypass the 
notoriously dangerous section of 
road through the Narrows. 

Gill, who was also on the scene 
of Simmons’ wreck in Chelsea, 
said the man’s car had apparently 
flipped over several times before 
hitting a tree. No other occupants 
were traveling with Simmons at 
the time of the wreck.

Councilwoman Jessie Jones ex- 
pressed her belief that the panel 
needs to set a policy on 
employees not emptying their ac- 
counts.

“I am a believer in boards 
establishing policy. I also believe 
that any implementation by any 
group should be based upon that 
policy,’’ she said in her state- 
ment. 

She expressed dismay at the ci- 
ty’s handling of the situation 
regarding mobile homes and a 
walking bridge connecting Lester 
Street and the First Baptist 
Church parking lot. 

Mentioning the policy on 
mobile homes which is on the 
books, Jones noted that although 
it has not been enforced, except 
toward certain parties, the coun- 
cil has not voted to do away with 
it. 

The ordinance says that these 
types of dwellings only be located 
in mobile home parks. She 
pointed out however, that the 
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council allows their placement in 
other locations as long as there is 
no objection from neighbors. 

She then mentioned that a 
walking bridge was built after the 
council had complaints that the 
area behind the Shelby County 
jail was cut off from Main Steet 
after the Baptist Church built a 
Family Life Center. 

Calling the bridge, which was 
put up by a Boy Scout under the 
supervision of Scoutmaster Bob 
Hume, ‘‘a temporary measure at 
best,’’ Jones took the Planning 
Commission to task for not sub- 
mitting plans as the council had 
requested. 

She noted that the commission 
had not met more than three 
times during 1981 and not at all 
this year.

After all, with the wind-chill fac- 
tor sinking into the negitive teens, 
Vann thought maybe his house 
mighi turn a little cool. 

Cool? 

Is the man crazy, or what? 


, The answer is ‘‘or what.’ And 
in Vann’s case, “tor what” means 
solar heating. 


“Our solar heating is doing 
very well,’ Vann warmly told the 
Reporter Monday. ‘‘In fact, we 
ran the heat pump last night for 
only the first time. And we may 
have gotten through without the 
heater. I set it on the low, 
economy level.’’ 

Vann said that Sunday the 
south-facing solar panels absorb- 


ed enough of the sun’s energy to 
heat the house to 74 degrees. The 
insulation packed walls kept the 
temperature to around 64 degrees 
that night, and the next morning 
it took the sun only 30-45 minutes 
to bring the house back to 74. 

Vann, his wife Sherry and their 
two young children became the 
first family to move into 
Montevallo’s Walden 
Townhouses three weeks ago. At 
the time he knew very little about 
solar heating.

Even more pleasing to Vann is 
to be able to sit in the warm com- 
fort of his solar heat and figure 
out just how much a tax credit 
he’ll get on his federal income 
tax. He estimated it would be 
about $1200. 

Knowing that President 
Reagan wants to chop residential 
engery credits this year prompted 
Vann and his wife to buy into 
Walden before the new year. 

“When you walk in the front 
door,’’ said Vann, ‘‘and you’re 
as warm as can be, and you think 
that it’s essentially free--yes, it’s 
unique.”’

Alabama High School Athletic 
Association changes the north 
county school’s status regarding 
membership in the AHSAA. 

This change was voted upon by 
the state’s coaches last spring. It 
takes affect at the end of school 
this June. 


The rule stipulates that only 
schools accredited by the State 
Department of Education can 
play other member schools. 
Schools seeking accreditation can 
ask for time to complete the pro- 
cess and continue playing other 
schools in the meantime. Briar- 
wood is not seeking accreditation 
and will not, according to prin- 
cipal Jimmy Carroll. 


““We agreed in principle and 
practice with all the rules of the 
AHSAA (Alabama High School 
Athletic Association),’’ Carroll 
told the Reporter. ‘‘We have had 
a real fine relationship in the past 
years (with the AHSAA).”’ Briar- 
wood has been an associate 
member of the state organization 
for 12 years. Associate members 
are allowed the same privileges as 
regular members except voting 
rights. 


Carroll said the school and its

slight attendance drop 


Enrollment and attendance 
figures in Shelby County public 
schools show a slight decrease as 
the school year progresses. 

The total figures that compare 
December of 1980 with Decem- 
ber, 1981 show that all categories 
were down. 


Enrollment dropped by 44 
students county-wide. The 
average daily attendance dropped 
by 78.78, which in percentage 
terms is 94.40 for December of 


1980 and 94.09 for. December of 
1981. 


But figures for individual 
schools in the system vary 
greatly. Thompson Elementary 
school shows a drop of 52 studen- 
ts, where Elvin Hill Elementary 
has gained 38 students and Mon- 
tevallo Elementary has gained 30.

churches which has a tax exempt 
Status a8 provided for under the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fits derived from the operation of 
such racing on such charity days In- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes for such day's 
Operations shali be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted. The charity trust fund 
shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission. 

In determining profits derived from 
such racing on such charity days, 
which profite shall include all taxes 
payable to the City or any agency 
thereof for such days’ operations.

Storm ravages county 


The snow fell. Roads, trees, 
power lines and water pipes 
froze. And Shelby County slid to 
an icy halt last week. 


The few flurries that started 
falling in Calera, Montevallo, 
Pea Ridge and Moore’s Cross 
Roads just after 11 a.m. Tues- 


day, January 12, suddenly 
developed into the southern 
equivalent of a blizzard, By after- 
noon, the full force of the 


storm’s first blow had swept 
snow across the entire county. 


Few, if any people realized the 
severity of the storm and just 
how quickly roads would freeze 
and become impassable. Schools 
and most businesses were warned 
by weather forecasters to close at 
noon, but the ice storm beat them 


to the punch. 


What followed was a slippery 
rush-hour that stranded hundreds 
of motorists and sent others 
sliding into ditches, trees and 
other cars. Four school buses, 
unable to complete their routes, 
were assisted by fire and police 
personnel, as. well as by four- 
wheeling volunteers. 

Red Cross, National Guard 
and Civil Defense workers moved 
to set up emergency shelters in 
strategic locations around the 
county to house marooned 
motorists and people whose 
power and heat soon began 
flickering out. 

And all the while the snow kept 
falling, temperatures kept dropp- 
ing, and confusion continued as 
the Sun Belt residents of Shelby 
County attempted to cope with 


the alien situation. 
All during the night on Tues- 


day, tree branches, burdened 


with snow and ice, crashed to the 
ground. Especially hard hit were 
pine trees.

Alabaster 


An election set for Tuesday to 
incorporate a new town which 
would be called Liberty, was 
postponed when legal questions 
arose. 


But it now appears there may 
be no need for an election. | 

Monday’s public hearing on 
the matter was continued when 
Alabaster’s attorneys brought 
out flaws in the petition. After- 
wards, residents of the area met 
with Alabaster city officials. 

Alabaster Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ 
Rubin said that 23 landowners 
had turned over their property 
deeds to the city so that the ter- 
ritory Alabaster wants to annex 
will exclude them. 

Probate Judge Tommy 
Snowden had scheduled an elec- 
tion after receiving a petition 
signed by 30 persons residing in 
the community. 


Shelby Countians looked out 
their windows Wednesday to see 
fallen branches littering roads, 
front yards and driveways. 


As the tree branches fell, they 
took power lines and telephone 
lines with them. Thousands of 
homes in the county lost their 
electricity, and many did not see 
their power restored for several 
days. 


Homes that were heated with 
fireplaces, wood burning stoves 
and gas became refuges for 
families whose homes quickly 
turned ice cold. 

Food was cooked on summer 
barbecue grills, with the cook 
Standing in two inches of snow. 
Water was heated in pots hung 
makeshift style in fireplaces. 

Restaurant business boomed as 
soon as cars could inch along the 
icy streets. 

More snow fell on Wednesday 
and once again Interstate 65 was 
closed into Birmingham and only 
essential traffic was attempted. 

By Thursday afternoon 
warmer temperatures melted 
most of the snow and ice and 
travelers could get through on 
major thoroughfares. 

On Saturday and Sunday, 
temperatures dropped again 
around the zero mark and water 
pipes that had not already burst 
were severely tested in homes that 
had been without heat since Tues- 
day. 

Despite the hardships, dangers 
and troubles, no deaths were at- 
tributed to the snow and ice 
storm. 


As tired Alabama Power crews 
restrung the last of thousands of 


downed lines, people everywhere 
were still talking snow stories. In 
this issue of the Reporter, you’ll 
find some of those stories.

stops Liberty election 


The reason they had decided to 
incorporate was to keep from be- 
ing annexed into Alabaster. 

However, at Monday’s public 
hearing, attorneys for Alabaster 
argued that the petition did not 
have enough names on it to 
qualify for calling an election to 
incorporate, 

They asked that the petition 
for the election ‘‘be dismissed as 
defective.’’ They quoted Section 
11-41-1 of the 1975 Code of 
Alabama. 

The attorneys said that this law 
requires the signatures of four 
voters from each quarter- quarter 
section before a town can be in- 
corporated in this manner. 

According to the map and legal 
description of the land to be in- 
corporated, attorneys pointed 
out that the signatures of 84 per- 
sons should have been on the 
petition. 


The probate judge continued 
the hearing until Jan. 29. 

Alabaster attorneys have also 
asked for a public hearing on the 
request from the Saginaw com- 
munity to incorporate. 

No date has been set for the 
hearing as yet, but the election is 
scheduled for Feb. 5. 

With Alabaster once again 
having to change the boundary 
lines for the proposed annexa- 
tion, a new legal advertisement 
will have to to be put in the 
newspaper and allowed to run 
four weeks. 

City fathers are hoping the 
legislature will be in session long 
enough for the introduction of 
the bill calling for an election. 

When the legal work is finish- 
ed, Mayor Rubin said the proper- 
ty owners who want exemptions 
from the annexation will no 
longer receive city services.

Linemen work around clock

On the eve of 1963, nearly a 
foot of snow fell on Shelby 
County. In 1973, a tornado rip- 
ped a massive path of destruction 
across the county. Both incidents 
knocked out power lines and 
caused relatively bad power 
outages. 

But those outages were nothing 
compared to last week’s ice 
storm. 

At one time or another, 21,000 
county residences and businesses 
were powerless. (The figure is a 
cumulative estimate the Reporter 
was able to derive from figures 
provided by the three Alabama 
Power offices and one co-op 
which serve the county.) 

One APC spokesman with over 
40 years experience called last 
week’s power outage the worst 
he’s ever known. 


A lot of customers would 
agree. 
Radio station WBYE was 


without power 36 hours, and 
general manager Marion Jones’ 
residence in Calera was still dark 
Monday. Bank vice president Pat 
Kelly’s house in Montevallo was 
also. still powerless Monday. 
Other isolated customers, 
especially around Lay Lake and 
Shelby were still in the dark Tues- 
day and not expected to have 
electricity until later this week. 

But ‘‘basically we’ve about got 
it whipped,’’ Columbiana APC 
manager Bob Barrett said Mon- 
day. ‘‘But we can’t guarantee 
anything. The power went out 
again just today in Joinertown.”’ 

The major problem with 
restoring the power stemmed 
from the extremely widespread 
nature of the damage the ice 
storm wreaked, according to Bar- 
rett and other officials. Ice, in 
itself, caused some breakage and 
shorts. 

However, most of the damage 
was caused by frozen trees and 
branches. They may have been 
pretty to look at, but draped with 
ice and snow, they often brought 
power lines down with them 
when the frozen wood snapped 
under the weight. 

Cutting away debris and restr- 
inging lines was further 
hampered by sheer numbers. 
Damage was so widespread that 
the various power districts across 
the state, literally snowed under 
with repair work, were unable to 
assist each other for several days. 

While local tree and line crews 
worked split 12-hour shifts 
around the clock, or single shifts 
as long as 16 hours, hundreds of 
reinforcements were called in 
from Florida and North 
Carolina. By the time the rein- 
forcements began arriving on Fri- 
day, most of the main line 
customers finally had power. 


But the cold, tedious job of 
locating and restringing sub- 
feeder lines to individual 
residences still remained. As 
Outage areas were restored here 
and in nearby counties, and crews 
were able to converge on other 
trouble spots, it grew evident that 
Shelby County was at least one of 
the worst hit places in the state. 

Indeed, the hardest hit area, 
according to several AP 
spokesmen, was probably that 
covered by the Montevallo, 
district, which is spread all the 
way from Wilsonville to near 
Tuscaloosa, Out of 20,000 
customers, 14,000 lost their elec- 
tricity. Of those powerless, 9,000 
were in Shelby County. 

Former APC _ superintendent 
Gene Blankenship said that from 
an outage standpoint, the ice 
storm damage easily topped that 


caused by the 1973 tornado. 
Like many APC offic 
workers, Blankenship, now a 
project supervisor, found himsel! 
working lines last week late into 
the night on the back roads of 


Shelby County. Everybody, he 
indicated, had been called out for 


this party. 

Another high outage area was 
APC’s Alabaster district, serving 
13,000 customers in that city, and 
in Helena, Pelham and north 
Shelby’s Valleydale and Cahaba 
Valley sections.

Calera offers fire 


protection contracts 


by Marcia M. Sears 
Although industries outside the 
city limits of Calera no longer can 
get free fire protection, the city is 
offering them the service for a 
fee. 


At Monday night’s council 
meeting, Fire Chief James Miles 
submitted a sample contract and 
a fee schedule for the councilmen 
to consider. Fees range from $250 
to $5,000 per year for each in- 
dustry or business that wishes to 
contract for fire protection with 
Calera. 


The fee will depend on the size 
of the business and upon the type 
and quantity of hazardous 
materials that are stored on the 
premises. 

After considerable discussion, 
the council voted to go ahead 
with the plan by a vote of 4 to 1. 
Councilman Jeff Pilgreen ob- 
jected, saying he wanted more 
time to study the proposed fee 
schedule. But the others noted 
that letters had already been sent 
out to several industries, and 
many favorable inquiries had 
been received. The council 
authorized the city clerk to make 
additional contacts after a ten 
day waiting period, quoting the 
fees in the proposal. The mayor 
was authorized to sign contracts. 

If all the industries and 
businesses subscribe to the ser- 
vice, the city could take in fees 
totaling about $38,000 per year, 
according to assistant fire chief 
Tommy Moon. 

In other business, the council 
considered a request from Ruby 


Blackmon to change zonin; 
her property near the arimory 
from R-2 to Trailer zone. They 
heard a report from councilman 
Roy Loftin that a dedicated aliey 
runs through the middle of her 
property. This complicated the 
matter, especially for Coun 
cilman Doug LeSueur, who op 
posed closing the alley, even 
though Mrs. Blackmon said it 
had never been used in the 40 
years she had lived there. The 
matter is expected to come up at a 
subsequent meeting of the coun- 
cil.

without electricity from two to 
five days. The Shoal Creek area 
off highway 41, the last area in 
the district to have its power 
restored, was without electricity 
until Sunday, Hosea said. 

Meanwhile, in Harpersvillle 
and Vincent, some 1,500 of the 
2,500 APC customers served by 
the Childersburg office were 
powerless until Saturday after- 
noon. Manager Theo Strickland 
said the Calcis area was the last 
there to be restored. 

Reflecting on the big snow of 
’62-’63, Strickland said last 
week’s massive problems were 
the worst he’s seen in 4] years 
with APC. ‘‘I just hope it doesn’t 
happen again in my life,’ he add- 
ed 


The first area to be completely 
restored to power was between 
Vandiver and Sterrett, served by 
the Coosa Valley Electric Co-op 
out of Talladega. About 500 of 
the 600 county customers served 
by the co-op were left sitting in 
the dark when the sub-station on 
the St. Clair-Shelby line blew 
about 9 p.m. Tuesday, operation 
Superintendent Gary Wyatt said. 

Lights and electric heaters 
there started coming back on by 9 
a.m. Wednesday. The last outage 
was restored by Friday, Wyatt 
said. 

Most everyone was understan- 
ding of the situation, power 
spokesmen said. Office phones 
rang off their hooks with 
customers reporting outages, 
wondering when they could ex- 
pect power, and--of course-- 
complaining. 

“I’m glad I’m not answering 
phones,’’ commented Randy 
Goforth as he warmed himself 
after a bout of working cold lines 
Sunday night. An employee of 
R.H. Bouligny, contracted by 
APC from Pensacola, Goforth 
was one of at least 60 rein- 
forcements working from 
Chelsea to Shelby. ‘‘But 
everybody’s been pretty nice to 
the line crews.”’ 

At the phones, however, one 
man threatened to shoot out the 


windows in the Columbiana of- 
fice. A few people offered bribes 
and a few accused line crews of 
turning on certain customers 
first. 

But it doesn’t work that way, 
explained line foreman Doug 
Walton, who lives in north 
Shelby. ‘‘It’s like water--if you 
turn it on without the hose hook- 
ed up, it won’t do you any good. 
There’s no way to turn on so- 
meone on a sub-feeder when the 
main is still out.’’ 

‘People are getting anxious,’’ 
Walton said Sunday night. “But 
mostly they’re not losing their 
cool.’” 

APC’s ‘“‘game plan,’’ which 
according to Bobby Hosea and 
others, worked very well, was to 
first attack problem areas with 
high concentrations of people, 
most of which could be restored 
to power by repairing a main line. 
After the mains were in order, 
then sub lines were attacked, and, 
finally, individual sub-feeders to 
single houses. 

Montevallo manager Nolan 
Hardin said that in some cases, 
most of a neighborhood could be 
restored to power while an in- 
dividual line to a single house 
might have to be temporarily 
passed over to work on another 
line that would restore several 
customers. He said Monday that 
several individuals within a half- 
mile of his office were still 
without power. 

Furthermore, he said some 
people apparently didn’t realize 
that ‘‘the nature of the ice 
damage was so widespread. It’s 
hard to visualize the total amount 
of destruction by looking out the 
window or walking down the 
street.’’ 

But most people understood. 
Most people took the power 
Outage in stride and set out to 
cope the best they could. 

For instance, Wednesday mor- 
ning after the power went out ina 
Columbiana subdivision, one un- 
phased woman commented, 
“*That’s all right. We'll just sit in 
the house, play Atari and watch 
Tv!” 


Alabaster eyes garage sale ordinance 


Saying he had mixed emotions 
about drawing up an ordinance 
on garage sales, Alabaster Coun- 
cilman Jack Reagin presented his 
work for the council’s inspection 
Monday night. 

**This isn’t designed for the ci- 
ty to make money,” Reagin 
stressed. And he went on to say 
that its purpose is to control the 
sales for the protection of both 
citizens and businessmen. 

Some people, Reagin reported, 
have been setting up for business 
on a regular basis, and selling 
new merchandise. 

He also called attention to 
hand lettered signs announcing 
this type of sale which are left up 
till either wind or rain destroys 
them. 

Both Mayor H.A. ‘“‘Doc’’ 
Rubin and the council commend- 
ed Reagin on the ordinance. 
However, they wanted more time 
to examine it, so delayed a vote 
until the next meeting. 

The ordinance stipulates that 
sales not be held longer than 


three consecutive days and no 
more than twice a year. 

It also says that permits must 
be obtained from the city clerk. 
The fee for a garage sale is $2, 
with a $15 charge for rummage 
sales. 

However, there will be no 
charge for churches and non- 
profit organizations. 

The ordinance describes a 
garage sale as the sale of surplus 
or unwanted personal property 
accumulated in the maintenance 
or operation of a home or dwell- 
ing. 

It says that a rummage sale is 
the sale of personal property 


belonging to a religious, 
charitable, civic or service 
organization. 


Dealing with the sign issue, 
Reagin proposed that the city fur- 
nish signs with $10 being charged 
for those not returned.

On Friday morning we all got 
aggravated and several people 
called the power co. To put it 
nicely, the telephone personnel 
were less than polite. One 
neighbor said she wanted to cry 
when she got thru talking to 
them. My wife said she did not 
want to cry, she was by far too 
mad, but she would like to punch 
them in the nose. 

There is one man who has a 
business on this road. We figured 
he might have enough clout to 
help us. He said his business had 
to run all weekend to try and 
catch up, He went to Cahaba 
Heights, where he heard crews 
were working and brought a 
Power Co. employee back with 
him. 

As we had previously tried to 
tell the Power Co., they found 
one little stick, no larger than 
your finger that was lying across 
two lines. When it got wet and ic- 
ed over Tuesday night, it shorted 
the wires out and tripped a 
disconnect. It did not take them 
10 minutes to flip the stick off the 
line and plug the disconnect back 
in and give all of us power. 

We were without power, heat 
or water for 65 hours for 
nothing. Their truck Wednesday 
should have seen it.

Fortunate rescue 
ends hunting trip 


Even before the snow and ice 
storm began, two cousins had a 
harrowing adventure near Pum- 
pkin Hollow Swamp. 

John Burcham, 12, of Sterrett 
and Ron Burcham, his 15 year 
old cousin from Westover, took 
off hunting on January 11 at 
noon, when school was dismiss- 
ed. 

(Vincent schools closed early 
because the gas pressure was so 
low, the city couldn't heat the 
schools as well as private homes.) 

But as darkness started to des- 
cend, and the boys had not 
returned, their families put out a 
call for help. Alice Ellison of 


Vandiver heard the report on her 
radio monitor, and she called out 
volunteers from the Vandiver 
Fire Department. 

Before the boys were found 
some 50 to 80 men from 
Harpersville, Calera, Westover 
and St. Clair County were involv- 
ed in the search. 

The boys were ‘‘six miles from 
nowhere’’ when they were found 
about 9 p.m. near the swamp off 
Highway 55, in the mountainous 
northeast section of the county. 
They had burrowed themselves 
into pinestraw to keep warm with 
the temperature at 22 degrees and 
dropping.

In the case of Patricia Heisler 
and her daughter Carol, the 
balance was thrown out of skelter 
by a disease called candidiasis. 
The yeast ran rampant and invad- 
ed other organs. To make two 
lengthy medical histories simple, 
both of them, and especially 
Carol, became chronically and 
severely allergic to chemicals—all 
chemicals. 

They experience sometimes 
violent reactions to chemical 
preservatives in foods, water 
from a tap, gas heat, household 
cleaners, most carpets and pad- 
dings, any car fumes, perfumes, 
hairsprays, smoke and synthetics. 

** Anything modern man uses is 
useless to us,’’ Mrs. Heisler ex- 
plains from the pew in the 
Pelham council room where she 
and her daughter were still 
marooned Friday afternoon. 
‘‘Our immune systems are 
paralyzed.”’ 

Carol, now 18, blonde and 
smiling despite her physically im- 
posed exile from society, first 

developed the extreme allergy six 
years ago. 

Like most physicians, her 
former doctor in Chicago ap- 
parently knew little about detec- 
ting and treating the disease. The 
allergy chemicals he prescribed 
only made matters worse. 
Patricia indicates the best thing 
he did was to tell them to leave 
the city and all its fumes. 

began a long trek for mother 
and daughter which since August 
has bounced them across the 
country several times. Travel was 
complicated not only by having 
to leave the rest of the family, but 
by the fact that for 35 of 40 days, 
Carol could not eat anything. 

They sought relief in Fort 
Myers, Florida, but the humidity 
chased them to Orlando. A bad 
reaction there sent them fleeing 
to Cocoa Beach where they 
breathed freely until Space Shut- 
tle launch fumes ran them north 
to Wisconsin. 

Though temperatures dropped, 
they ran the air conditioner so 
Carol could breathe more freely.

League), the Heislers heard of 
Dr. Orian Truss, a Birmingham 
specialist in allergic medicines 
who had published several 
medical papers on the successful 
treatment of chronic candidiasis 
using an anti-fungal drug called 
nystatin. 

Plans for San Francisco were 
dropped. They packed a car with 
bottled air and water and drove 
to Alabama. It was Thanksgiving 
time. 

Carol was so sick by now that 
Dr. Truss had to first see her in 
the car. Unable to stay at any 
local hotels due to chemical 
cleansers, Dr. Truss recommend- 
ed a place he knew of in Shelby 
County where they could stay 
away from all such irritants. 

Gratefully, the Heislers moved 
to a wooded area in the moun- 
tains. The ongoing treatments 
and fresh mountain air began 
slowly restoring their health. 
Steve, Patricia’s husband, sent 
organic foods from Chicago and 
they bought bottled water in 
Montgomery. 

For the first time in ages, life 
brightened. The rest of the family 
was even able to join them for 
Christmas. 

Then the snow and ice hit. 

Like so many others, late Tues- 
day night the Heislers lost their 
electric power, and with it, the

Be ready for power outages

If you were one of the 
thousands .of Shelby County 
residents who went without 
power during the past week, no 
doubt you received a taste of 
what pioneer life was like. 

One of the major problems was 
not only what to eat, but how to 
cook it. This storm is over but if 
it should ever happen again, here 
are some ideas to remember. 

Always keep a supply of non- 
perishable ‘‘instant’’ foods on

CD director talks about storm 


One week after the snow 
started falling, the phone at the 
Civil Defense building in Colum- 
biana was still ringing away. 

Instead of people calling in 
emergency needs, however, they 
were now calling in damage 
estimates to property, belongings 
and businesses. 

CD director Bill Tucker said 
the second wave of phone calls 
began Tuesday after Governor 
Fob James was requested Mon- 
day night to seek federal disaster 
aid for damage inflicted by last 
week’s snow and ice storm. 

At the same time, residents in- 
side city limits were calling in 
similar estimates. However, one 
city hall worker in Pelham said 
they’d only taken half a dozen 
calls. 

Tucker said damage to trees 
and damage to Alabama Power 
facilities were not being figured 
in the estimate. And items 
covered by insurance were being 
recorded at only the amount of 
the deductible. 

“I’m not sure how accurate a 
figure we'll have (by Wednesday 
afternoon after press time), but 
wi have a figur e,’’ the director 
said.

Civil Defense director Bill 
Tucker, like a lot of people, said 
a winter storm like this last one is 
enough to last him all year. 

“I just hope it’s not true about 
what I heard,’’ he commented. 
“Someone said the worst of the 
winter is supposed to hit in 
March.”’ 

If that’s true, Tucker said he 
already knows several things he

plans to have changed concerning 
CD operations. 


eObtain authority from the 


county commission to dispatch 
highway department pickup 
trucks which sit on the lot under 
such circumstances while the CD 
needs vehicles. 

Obtain the use, if not posses- 
sion, of a federally funded four- 
wheel drive vehicle originally in- 
tended for the Montevallo FD, 
but now used by that town’s 
highway department. The vehicle 
would enable the CD to deliver 
medicine to people snowed in. 

eObtain at least three 
automatic emergency lights for 
the CD building. 

eHave the cooling systems 
overhauled on the two CD 
emergency generators. 

Besides an emergency shelter 
for 19 people during the freeze 
and power outage, the CD 
building was used as a clearing 
house to coordinate need calls 
with sheriff’s deputies and 
various volunteer fire companies 
which answered the calls around 
the county. 

Tucker praised the constantly 
running deputies for their profes- 
sional work, but it was the 
volunteer fire fighters he praised 
most highly. 

“I'd rate the volunteer fire 
departments tops in situations 
like this. They'll bust their rears 
getting things under control,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Those folks are my first 
line defense. They have the deter- 
mination to get out and do it.”’ 

Among the emergency trips 
Tucker asked the deputies and 
volunteers to make during the ice 
storm were: 


*Two Alabaster patients with 
kidney complications were able 
to keep treatment appointments 
in Birmingham, thanks to a shut- 
tle system between several agen- 
cies. 

eA 41-year old Dry Valley 
woman with a broken hip, and 
her family were stranded in their 
powerless electric home trying to 
keep warm around a propane 
boat heater. They ran out of 
disposible propane tanks. A 
deputy traveled to a highway 280 
store and obtained them. Tucker 
also located a generator. 

In the meantime, neighbors 
lent the family a kerosene heater. 
At least the thought counts. 

*In Westover, an elderly 
woman called because her heat 
was out and all her logs were 
frozen together in a lump. Joe 
Green of the Westover VFD went 
to the woman’s house and broke 
the wood loose. 

eTucker said the only call he 
was not able to dispatch someone 
to answer was to a woman on 
Dunnavant Mountain who was 
running low on candles. 

*‘We couldn’t do everything,’’ 
Tucker said. “‘But it was good to 
see people pull together.”’

A proposed $4 million water 
park in Pelham caused waves of 
controversy at Monday’s council 
meeting. 

Over the protests of the ma- 
jority of the estimated 75 persons 
in attendance, the council ap- 
proved rezoning 23 acres of land 
on highway 33 at I-65 for the 
park. Furthermore, the request 


for rezoning the land from 
agricultural to business had 
several weeks ago failed to gain 
the recommendation of the 
Pelham Planning Board. 
Nonetheless, councilmen Ray 
Hamilton, John Tanner and Ken 
Maynard, after hearing nearly 
two hours of often heated discus- 
sion from the floor, voted in 
favor of the rezoning over the 


dissenting votes of Bob Cleveland 
and Willard Payne. 

Developed by Jay Stuman and 
Robert Gafnea, the park wili 
feature a wave pool similar to 
that at Point Maillard Park near 
Decatur, as well as a kiddie pool, 
six water slides up to six stories 
high, and a 105-machine game 
room. 

Set to open in May, 1983, 


Stuman told the council the 
park’s expected first year crowds 
should generate $1.8 million in 
revenues the first year. That, 


Stuman said, will mean $36,000 - 


for the city. Subsequent years are 
expected to bring in even more 
money.

Snow brings fun, hard work to UM 


It may have been an unex- 
pected three-day holiday for 
students and faculty at the 
University of Montevallo as a 
result of last week’s ice and snow 
storm. 

It was anything but a holiday 
for much of the UM sstaff, 
however, as they worked to keep 
heat on in the student residence 
halls and other buildings, to keep 
streets open, and to make sure 
the cafeteria could provide meals 
for the stranded students. UM 
students had registered for spring 
semester classes Monday and 

Tuesday morning. 

The university provided shelter 
for several local families who did 
not have electrical power as well 
as for a number of out-of-state 
power company linemen who 
came to help Alabama Power Co. 
workers. 

The Alabama Traffic Safety 
Center at UM even provided 
space for local residents to bring 
their freezers, and Center person- 
nel patrolled area highways help- 
ing stranded motorists. 

Physical plant director 
Holland Floyd said grounds 
department chief Sherrell White 
and police chief Mark Austin met 
plumbers and air conditioning- 
heating specialists Friday to 
prepare for the zero degree 
temperatures as well as for the 
possible snow and ice storm 
weather forecasters were predic- 
ting. They decided then to keep 
heat on in campus buildings all 
weekend, a decision that resulted 
in only three frozen pipes in cam- 
pus buildings during the sub-zero 
temperatures. 

Floyd and food services 
manager Chuck Moyer met Mon- 
day to prepare for the predicted 
snow storm. 

The university cafeteria, 
operated by ARA Food Services, 
continued to serve meals through 
the week, although power was cut 
off sporadically, with five hours 
the longest stretch, Moyer said. 

Power was out during only one 
meal, and food service employees 
passed around candles they had 
used on tables during a special 
energy-conscious meal one night 


last fall. 

This time, the lights were off 
for real. 

The physical plant’s electrical 
crewmen had to rewire some of 
the circuits after the first power 
failure. They also connected a 
generator to provide lighting in 
the kitchen. 

“Monday we tried to do as 
many things ahead as possible,’’ 
Moyer said. They prepared baked 
goods and other less perishable 
foods. 

“The biggest problem was 
safety,’’ he said. ‘*With no lights 
it’s hard to see what you’re do- 
ing.” 

Food cannot be cooked, if 
cooks aren’t there to cook it, so if 
employees could nots get into 
work, UM police driving cars 
equipped with chains brought 
them in. 

Food supplies ran low, too. 
After the snow began Tuesday, 
the cafeteria did not get another 
shipment until late Thursday 
night. 

‘*We were changing our menus 
drastically,”” Moyer said. ‘‘We 
prepared what we had left.”’ 

Not only did the cafeteria pro- 
vide food for some 1,500 students 
who live on campus, but also for 
up to 150 linemen for Alabama 
Power Co, and for townspeople 
who ate in the cafeteria. Moyer 
said the linemen ate in the univer- 
sity’s banquet room. 

‘*We needed to serve them in a 
separate area because they need- 
ed to get in and out,”’ he said. 

“The university also offered 
shelter for families stranded 
without electricity and other 
utilities. First, it offered shelter in 
Myrick Hall, the campus gym- 
nasium, as coordinated with the 
Red Cross. 

The physical plant connected 
another generator to Myrick and 
brought in kerosene heaters. 

“We wanted to have one 
building with heat if we had an 
extended power failure,’’ Floyd 
said. Although campus buildings 
are heated by steam generated in 
a central plant, blowers in each 
building operate with electricity. 

Housing director Dr. Mike 


Benson said the Housing Office 
had planned to evacuate students 
to Myrick if the heat had gone off 
overnight. 

Student workers in the 
residence halls also planned ac- 
tivities to cut down on cabin fever 
* - parties, cards and other games, 
movies and free hot chocolate. 

‘*We had about 300 to show up 
for one party in Main Hall,’’ 
Benson said. 

Students also crowded 
downtown restaurants, with one 
delicatessen filled so much that 
they were reportedly sitting on 
the floor. 

Several Montevallo area 
families including some faculty 
and staff members and _ their 
families, moved into Ramsay 
Hall, the university’s conference 
center and lodge. 

Some of the UM staff and 
faculty staying in Ramsay stop- 
ped in to help prepare rooms for 
linemen from Pensacola, who 
came in early Friday morning and 
over the weekend. Some 40 
linemen were staying in Ramsay 
earlier this week. 

Five students in UM’s Conti- 
nuing Education Division truck- 
driver training program also 
stayed in Ramsay because they 
could not get home. 

Friday, UM’s Alabama Traffic 
Safety Center put out the word 
on local radio stations that it 
could offer space for local 
residents to bring their freezers. 

By Saturday morning, nine 
people had called Center Director 
J.C. Draper, and three had 
brought their freezers to plug 
them to the electrical outlets. The 
other six had electricity back in 
their homes Saturday morning. 

Not only did the Traffic Safety 
Center personnel offer the space 
for freezers, but when the snow 
began Tuesday, they equipped 
one of the UM motor pool cars 
with chains and hit the roads 
looking for people to help. 

And find them, they did. 

They shuttled medical personn- 
nel to and from Shelby Medical 
Center, took people home from 
abandoned cars, and stayed on 
the road helping stranded

BE !T ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the powers and 
duties specitied in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to execute fully and effec- 
tually the purposes of the Act. The of- 
ficial name of said Commission shall 
be the PELHAM MUNICIPAL RACING 
COMMISSION, the same being 
sometimes referred to herein as the 
Racing Commission or the Commis- 
sion. Said Commission shall consist 
of three (3) persons who shall be ap- 
pointad by the governing body of the 
municipality in which the general 
legisiative powers of such municipall- 
ty are vested.

All books, records, 
maps, documents, and papers shall 
constitute public records, and be 
available for copying, examination 
and Inspection during all normal 
business hours by any agency, of- 
ficial or persons. 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twentyone years of 
age, who shall have resided in the Cl- 
ty for the period of three (3) years next 
preceding their appointment Each 
Conimissioner shall take the same 
constitutional oath of office as other 
municipal officers, and shall give 
bond payable to the municipality in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
ed that he will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shail be 
paid by the Commission. The Com 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
public relations, and architectural 
firms tor assistance in implementing 
and enforcing its duties under this 
act. 

A member of the Racing Commis 
sion must not be a member of any 
board of directors or an officer, part- 
ner or associate or be financially in- 
terested in any race track, or race 
meeting licensed by the Commission, 
or any licensee hereunder; nor shail 
he race any dog or be financially in- 
ferested in any dog in any race 
meeting licensed by the Commission. 

The Commission shall elect by ma- 
jority vote one (1) of its members to 
serve as Chairman with a one (1) year 
term, and, the Commission shall 
meet not fess often than once each 
three (3) months for the conduct ofits 
business.

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
ofticio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to ail pari-mutue!l pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
poo! shail in no event exceed eigh- 
teen percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shall include the six 
percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the six percent 
(6%) for the use of the commission

Hospital proposals 


left standing in cold

The five groups came trooping 
in like small armies and staked 
out their camp headquarters in 
five separate sections of the 
auditorium, 

They brought briefcases bulg- 
ing with papers, they brought 
slide projectors, tape recorders 
and all the tools of modern day 
persuasion. Two of the groups 
even brought along court 
reporters to take down every 
word of the proceedings. 

They were prepared to fight for 
the prize that each of them 
sought: the permission to build a 
new hospital for north Shelby - 
south Jefferson Counties. The 
contestants were Shelby Medical 
Center, St. Vincent’s Hospital, 
Riverchase Medical Center, 
Brookwood Medical Center and 
Baptist Medical Centers. 

The Facilities and Services 
Committee of the Birmingham 
Regional Health Systems Agency 
was holding its regular January 
meeting on the 20th, and the re- 
quests from the five hosptials 
were on the agenda. 

All five groups believe there is 
a need for 100 to 125 more 
hospital beds in the area and each 
one was seeking the approval of 
the BRHSA committee, which is 
the first step in a long process 
needed to gain the right to build 
that hospital space. 

But they were all brought up 
short when the committee voted 9 
to 3 not to hear any of the pro- 
posals. 

Richard Scott, a committee 
member from Chilton County, 
made the motion not to review 
the applications, pointing out the 
State Health Planning and 
Development Agency had said it 
would not consider them. 

Scott argued it would be a 
waste of time, and the majority 
of committee members agreed 
with him. He noted that 
BRHSA’s own survey had shown 
there was no need for additional 
hospital beds in the area. As a 
result of that survey, the state 
agency had sent out a memo say- 
ing the hospitals would first have 
to prove that public health is ac- 
tually endangered without a new 
hospital in that area. 

The committee’s action came 
as a surprise and the hospitals’ 
representatives slowly packed up 
their papers and equipment and 
left. But they were preparing to 


attend the meeting of the 
BRHSA’s full board on Tuesday, 
January 26, hoping that the full 
board would agree to hear their 
proposals. 

As reported earlier in the 
Reporter, Shelby Medical Center 
has leased property on highway 
280 at Cahaba Valley road for its 
proposed hospital. St. Vincent’s 
owns 40 acres on old highway 280 
just south of the Cahaba River. 
The Riverchase Medical Center 
and Baptist Medical Centers have 
Riverchase property in Shelby 
County for their proposed 
hospitals. Brookwood wants to 
expand at its present location. 


Cookie Corps 


reported that the total cost of the 
project is $126,000. 

It was financed, 
through the FmHA. 

Talking about the new well, 
which has the capacity to pump 
150 gallons of water per minute, 
Archer said that it is going to 
make a big difference in improv- 
ing the system. 

When operations began in 
1968, the water authority served 
250 families. There are now near- 
ly 1,000 customers hooked onto 
the 73 miles of lines. 

Homes served by the authority 
are in Westover, Chelsea, along 
Hwy. 55 and up Hwy. 47 past 
Joseph Lumber Company. 

Since no water could be found 
in the Westover area when the 
authority first began looking for 
a well site, the first well was drill- 
ed in Harpersville. 

Now, in addition to the two 
wells and two tanks which can 
store 400,000 gallons of water, 
the authority also has a new 
headquarters. 

It is located on new Hwy. 280 a 
quarter of a mile east of the in- 
tersection with Hwy, 55. 

The brick building contains 
1,800 feet of office space plus a 
workshop area. 

It is about five miles from the 
new well which was drilled on a 
100x100 plot of land purchased 
from Kimberly Clark.

Camping out is one of the main 
attractions of Girl Scouting. 

And since a camp has been 
established in Shelby County, 
Girl Scouts here have been even 
more enthusiastic about the pro- 
ject which raises money to 
develop those facilities. 

Every January, girls gather up 
boxes of cookies and fan out 
through their communities in a 
gigantic sales campaign. 

In addition to providing money 
for the council’s camps, proceeds 


from the sale also benefit in-. 


dividual troops. 

Last year, $197,000 was raised 
by Girl Scouts in the Cahaba 
Council which includes Shelby 
and six other counties. 

Money from previous cookie 
sales has enabled the council to 


build a ranger’s house and two 
lodges at the Kanawahala Pro- 
gram Center off Hwy. 280. 

The camp also has several 
wooden decks with tents and an 
open pavillion with picnic tables 
and a place for cooking. 

Since development began at the 
camp site in 1978, a 43 acre lake 
has been put in, roads built, and 
power brought into the remote 


_area which is adjacent to Hargis 


Retreat. 

If adequate funds are raised 
this year, the council plans to 
make an access road, level steep 
-roads and install more poles and 
power lines. 

Toward the end of the year, a 
volleyball and basketball court 
may be constructed. 

Each individual troop gets $2 


for every case of cookies sold. If 
a troop sells more than 55 cases 
however, it will receive $2.90 per 
case. 

There are 490 individuals con- 
nected with Girl Scouting in 
Shelby County. Brownies 
number 240, juniors, 143 and 
adults, 107. 

The boxes they’ll be carrying 
from door to door will contain 
the following assortment: Thin 
Mints, Do-Si-Dos, Van’Chos, 
Tagalongs, Trefoils and Samoas. 

The new cookie in the pack this 
year is called chocolate chunk. 

In addition to being a money 
raising project, leaders say the 
cookie sale also teaches girls how 
to shoulder responsibility, 
manage money and to have self 
confidence.

Pirkey noted that the location 
of the store ‘‘makes it almost im- 
possible to police.’

A telling point was made by

us as we try to help people whose 
lives are torn up because of 
alcohol?” 

A letter from the county at- 
torney was read aloud, which 
stated the county might be liable 
for lawsuits if it did not approve 
the license, since it had approved 
other similar licenses in the coun- 
ty. 


But Commissioner J. Alpha 
Lowe, in whose district the store 
is located, moved to deny the 
license. He said he had been 
working for the last two weeks, 
checking out the routes in the 
area where the petitions came 
from. 

He said Mrs. Jean Arthur, 
manager of the store, had given 
him a petition with 800 names 
favoring the license. But Lowe 
said only 200 of those persons liv- 
ed within six miles of the store. 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port said he had planned to vote 
in favor of the license, .but his 
mind was changed after hearing 
appeals from the ministers. 

Commissioners Don Murphy 
and Jake Morris also voted to 
deny, making the vote 
unanimous. 


Litter charges fail in court 


The Shelby County Health 
Department and Commission 
had hoped to discourage littering 
when they charged three people 
with that act and brought them to 
court. 

However, District Judge Paiti 
Smith found all three defendants 
not guilty. 

One defendant, Dr. James 
Franks, insisted that the law was 
used to harass citizens rather than 
protect them. 

Franks had been arrested 
Thanksgiving morning because a 
sack of trash found on the road- 
side near his home contained 
material with his name on it. 

This constituted the prima 
facie evidence which is all that is 
needed under the law to charge 
an individual with littering. 

The two other men tried earlier 
this month were Cumberland 
Law School Dean Brad Bishop 
and photographer Sol Hargraves. 

Papers bearing their names had 
been found outside the gates at 
the Helena landfill. 

Both men testified that they 
had taken trash inside the landfill 
and unloaded it in the proper 
place. 

It was brought out during both 
trials, that scavengers are usually 
around the landfill and it was 
acknowledged that they go 
through the trash, taking what 
they want. 

Hargraves reported that some 
of these individuals even helped 
him unload his trash, transferring 


it from his truck to theirs. 

To prove that photographs 
with Hargrave’s name stamped 
on the back were found outside 
the landfill gates, prosecutor Bill 
Matthews put gatekeeper Zenith 
Buse on the stand. 

When he arrived at work on 
Nov. 16, Buse said that he found 
trash outside the gate which in- 
cluded photographs, some of 
which which were loose and 
others in boxes. 

However, the defense produc- 
ed an affadavit from gatekeeper 
John Leemon who had been on 
duty Saturday, when Hargraves 
said he brought his trash to the 
landfill. 

Leemon affirmed that when he 
left that day, there had been no 
trash outside the gate. 

On the same morning that he 
found the evidence which pointed 
a finger at Hargraves, Buse testif- 
ed he also came upon some mail 
bearing Bishop’s name, 

But the law school dean con- 
tended that his trash had been 
dumped inside the landfill. 

When Judge Smith tried to pin 
Buse down about the specific 
location of the items, Buse admit- 
ted he was not even certain if they 
had been in a bag or just lying on 
the ground. 


In finding these two not guilty, 
Judge Smith took into account 
their testimony that they had 
placed their trash in the proper 
place. She also cited testimony 


pertaining to the presence of 
‘‘numerous scavengers rummag- 
ing through the trash.”’ 

Acting as his own counsel, 
Franks, who practices dentistry 
in Birmingham, said that because 
of numerous dogs in his 
neighborhood, he took his trash 
to his office in Birmingham for 
pick-up. 

He said that the bag found 
near his home had probably been 
dragged there by a dog. 

Franks also told the court that 
the bags of trash were kept in- 
doors until he transported them. 
But he surmised one of his 
children had left the bag in ques- 
tion outside. 

**The court finds it illogical,’’ 
the judge wrote in her decision on 
Franks, ‘‘that one would inten- 
tionally dump his garbage within 
125 feet of his own back door.”’ 

The dentist had asked Solid 
Waste Supervisor Carlton Franks 
if he was aware that he lived in 
the neighborhood where Franks 
found the trash. 

Franks admitted that he did 
not since the paper with the den- 
tist’s name had the office address 
in Birmingham. 

Before a warrant was issued 
for his arrest, someone should 
have at least found out where he 
lived, Franks declared. 

In each case, the state stressed 
that evidence had been produced 
which contained the names of the 
defendants and which had been 
found in an illegal dumping area.

Jim Hollis, an environmen- 
talist with the Department, had 
the opportunity to put his CPR 
training into use last Thursday. 

Hollis was ‘traveling on 
highway 280 near the Jefferson 
County line, on his way to inspect 
a restaurant, when he ‘saw an 
automobile stopped along the 
road. A man, obviously in 
distress, was being helped out of 
the car by two women. 

Hollis stopped to offer help, 
and several other people soon 
gathered.. Hollis had immediately 
started CPR on the man, and 
another volunteer began mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation. 

Soon two physicians stopped 
by, and put ina call for the Car- 
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raway Methodist helicopter. 
Hollis continued the heart com- 
pression for 20 or 30 minutes, 
and .changed off with others 
trained in CPR. An ambulance, a 
rescue squad and _ sheriff’s 
deputies all gathered at the scene. 
The volunteers kept the victim 

alive until thehelicopterarrived, 
and a nurse took over the CPR. 

After the helicopter took off, 
the volunteers dispersed and went 
on to their respective jobs. Hollis 
says nobody even asked the name 
of the man they were helping, nor 
did they take time to introduce 
each other. But he was very im- 
pressed with how much of a team 
effort a group of strangers could 
provide when called upon by an 
emergency.

Personnel board juggles rules 


on snow time, transitions 


Snow and ice recently kept the 
mailman from making his ap- 
pointed rounds. It also kept a 
Shelby County Sheriff’s deputy 
from reporting to work. 

At their monthly meeting 
Thursday, the Law Enforcement 
Personnel Board was shown the 
unnamed deputy’s time sheet on 
which he had written ‘‘snow and 
ice’’ in place of his hours. 

Agreeing that the decision 
about his pay should be left up to 
his supervisors, the board noted, 
however, they thought it could be 
deducted from overtime. 

Although office personnel 
from the Sheriff’s Department 
did not work Wednesday or 
Thursday because of the weather, 
deputies were expected to be on 
duty. 

Snow and ice also presented a 
problem for another deputy in 
December. 

While on duty, Deputy Shelton 
Griffith fell and injured himself, 
causing him to be off from work 
four days. 

But rather than use his sick 
days for the time off, Griffith 
asked that the absence be listed as 
injury with pay leave. 

Learning that the workmen’s 
compensation check he had 
received had already been turned 
over to the Shelby County Com- 
mission, the board saw no reason 
not to approve Griffith’s request. 

Another situation that took a 
little longer to work out concern- 
ed the date of permanent employ- 
ment for two temporary workers 
and two CETA employees. 

Temporary workers can only 
be employed for a four month 
period. And when that length of 
time had elapsed for radio 

operators Isabel Burns and 
Beverly Clemmons, the board 
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had approved their rehiring on 
the same basis. 

The procedure for doing that is 
to drop the employee from the 
payroll one day and rehire them 
the following day 

However, in doing that, the 
board overlooked the rule con- 
cerning the establishment of an 
eligibility list. 

After the list is established, in 
this case on Aug. 20, the rules say 
that a temporary or provisional 
worker cannot be left on the job 
longer than 10 days. 

Burns was severed Aug. 21 and 
put back on the payroll Aug. 22. 
Clemmons was taken off on the 
29th and rehired Aug. 30. 

So, working another four mon- 
ths as temporary employees had 
been a violation of the rules. 

In order to correct the situation 
so the two women would not be 
working past the 10 day limit as 
temporary employees after an 


eligibility list was ready, the 
board set Aug. 30 as their date of 
permanent employment. 

However, the change in status 
also meant a change in pay. 

The increase actually went into 
effect in November. But now that 
the date of permanent employ- 
ment has been moved back two 
months, the radio operators have 
some back pay coming. 

It isn’t within the board’s 
authority though, Mickey 
Johnson pointed out, to make the 
commission come up with the dif- 
ference in salary. 

Since the section of the rules 
applying to A provisional 
employees has outlived its 
usefulness, the board voted to 
delete it. 

Section 4.11D now reads, ‘‘for 
each vacancy, the three ranking 
names of eligible from the open 
competitive list, if any, shall be 
used,”’

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Dump litterers, not the law 


The littered roadsides of 
Shelby County and the illegal 
garbage dumps throughout the 
county have inspired hundreds of 
heated arguments, and hundreds 
of inches of type in the Shelby 
County Reporter. 

Through the years all kinds of 
attempts have been made to get 
people to stop throwing out beer 
cans and bottles from their cars, 
and to stop people from dumping 


trucks full of trash along 
secluded country roads. 

Two different times, all the 
school children in the county 
were excused from classes to pick 
up trash. The hope there was that 
the youngsters would learn not to 
litter, and would also shame their 
elders into using proper trash 
disposal. That didn’t work. 

Various county officials have 
written letters to persons whose 


names were found on trash and 
asked them to do better next 
time. That worked with some, 
but not with others. 

The ‘Kitty Klean’ campaign 
was launched with cartoons by 
George Starcher. 

Laws were put on the books 
and not enforced. County 
deputies never wanted to sit by 
the illegal dumps and write 
tickets to those who dumped. 


The Alabama Scene

More often than not, constitu- 
tional amendment referendums 
attract very little attention, but 
this isn’t likely to be the case in 
regard to the election slated for 
March 2. A lot of politi- 
cians...especially some possible 
candidates for governor... will be 
keenly interested in the fate of the 
first three amendments on the 
ballot. 


If these amendments are ap- 
proved, they will in effect ‘nail 
down’”’ how the oil lease windfall 
millions will be spent. If they 
Should be rejected, then it’s a 
whole new ball game. To put it 
another way, the rejection of 
these proposals could result in the 
next administration---rather than 
the present---deciding how the 
money would be spent. 

Gov. James has proposed that 
the $449 million in windfal 
money (plus interest it has 
already earned) be invested in 
U.S, Treasury bonds, and the in- 
trest from these bonds be used to 
finance a $520 million bond 


issue. The bond money would 
then, be allocated for a variety of 
capital outlay pro- 
jects...highways, prisons, mental 
health, schools, etc. 

He points out that the beauty 
of his plan is that at the end of 20 
years the bonded debt will be 
paid off but the state will still 
have the original nest egg, While 
few have objected to this ap- 
proach of “‘having your cake and 
eating it too’, some opposition 
has developed on how the bond 
proceeds are to be allocated, and 
still others think the windfall 
money should be invested in 
Alabama banks rather than in 
U.S. Treasury notes. 

It is all very complex, and 
before March 2 rolls around it is 
also going to be very political. 

Odds and Ends -- Jim Folsom 
Jr., an associate member of the 
Public Service Commission, in- 
dicated a couple of weeks ago he 
might run for lieutenant governor 
this fall. However, he now says 
reaction to that announcement 
was such that he may instead run 
for governor. 


An Alabama polling firm has 
predicted that House Speaker Joe 
McCorquodale will win the 
Democratic nomination for 
governor -- even if both Gov. 
James and George Wallace are in 
the race — but that in the general 
election McCorquodale would 
lose to Republican Emory 
Folmar. 

Former Sate Sen, Crum Foshee 
of Red Level, who served four 
months in prison on conviction 
of a ‘‘check kiting’ charge, has 
announced he will very likely seek 
another term in the State senate 
in the fall elections, Foshee said 
to regain his old seat would have 
aa ‘‘cleansing”’ effect on his life. 
His full civil rights were restored 
in December, thus allowing him 
to seek public office again. 

Some Alabama Republicans 
say they are optimistic that they 
will be able to talk Congressman 
Jack Edwards into seeking 


another term in office. Edwards, 
one of three GOP congressmen 
from Alabama, had indicated a 
few weeks ago he would not run 
for reelection this year.

All along the County Com- 
mission was trying one thing after 
another, hoping to keep the 
county's roadsides clean and 
beautiful. After all, this county 
was the first in the state to have 
sanitary landfills, and is still used 
as an example to other counties. 

Thinking they had the answer 
at last, the commission backed 
the ‘prima facie’ law, which went 
on the books last year. Under 
that law, evidence found at dum- 
ps is supposed to be strong 
enough to convict the person 
whose name is on the trash. 

But in the first test cases of the 
law, last week, the district judge 
ruled in favor of the defendants, 
not the county. 

The county’s cases were, ap- 
parently, not very strong. The 
evidence and arguments presen- 
ted by the defendants convinced 
the judge, apparently, that the 
defendants had not been guilty of 
illegal dumping. 

Now, the question is, will the 
‘prima facie’ law stand op in 
court? We think it is worth 
another try, or several other tries. 
Just let the county solid waste 
supervisor get stronger evidence, 
and get it from the secluded 
country dumps, not from the en- 
trances to the landfills. 

It is ridiculous to let this let- 
tering go on and on. It’s way past 
time to get rough and stay 
though, The closing of the Calera 
and Helena landfills might en- 
courage extra illegal dumping, 
and we certainly don’t need any 
more of that. 

With cooperation and enfor- 
cement, we should be able to 
solve this problem.

Do you like clean air? 


Rep. Shelby holds key 


Alabama’s Congressman 
Richard Shelby is one of four un- 
committed members to cast 
decisive votes when the USS. 
House of Representatives Sub- 
committee on Health and En- 
vironment begins its study in late 
January of a new bill to overhaul 
the Clean Air Act. 

The Clean Air Act is the 
federal law that backstops state 
and local air quality programs. 
Although its authorization ex- 
pired on September 30, re- 
quriements will remain effective 
until a full Congressional review 
of the Act can be made. 

The new bill, H.R. 5252, in- 
troduced on December 17 by 
Congressman Tom Luken 
(D-Ohio), is expected to have the 
support of most business and in- 
dustrial lobbies, including the 
auto industry, as well as the 
Reagan Administration. Con- 
gressman Luken is calling the bill 
“fa moderate proposal that 
should appeal to environmen- 
talists”, but clean air advocates 
in Washington and in Alabama 
are rejecting his description. 

“ae Luken-Traxier bill is an 


insult to people in Alabama who 
have to breathe,’’ says Carroll 
Wilson, chairman of the 
Alabama Coalition for Clean air, 
made up of 14 health and en- 
vironmental organizations across 
the state. 

“The Bill ignores the recom- 
mendations of the Congress- 
ionally-authorized National 
Commission on Air quality study 
concerning the need to deal with 
acid rain and toxic air pollutants. 
It would double two major auto 
emissions without significantly 
aiding the auto industry, and 
would extend the deadlines for 
dirty air areas to comply with 
minimum standards another 
eleven years.’’ 

Wilson says the ACCA will 
work until the final vote in Con- 
gress to inform Alabama citizens 
about the changes proposed in 
H.R. 5252 and to win support for 
strengthening amendments. ‘‘We 
will be concentrating our efforts 
in Congressman Shelby’s district 
for a while, since he sits on the 
committee that will get the Bill 
first. We have already sent him 
our position statement.’’

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Home generator sales boom 


Cold, dead powerlines during 
the recent ice storm have made 
hot, moving items out of home 
generators. 

From chicken and dairy 
farmers to John Doe and family 
in Sunny Subdivision, many peo- 
ple have decided not to be caught 
powerless again. 

One Bessemer firm that 
handles portable generators 
opened during the temporary 
thaw late Wednesday morning on 
the week of the big storm. 


It came as no surprise to store 
worker Larry Tubb that by 4 
p.m. he had sold out of 
generators. His phone had 
started ringing at home the night 
before with orders and inquiries. 

Tubb said the store, D&M Air 
Cooled Engines, handles 
Homelite and McCulloch brand 
generators from portable sizes to 
permanent standby units which 
are mounted outside like central 
air conditioning. Prices ranging 
from $475 to $2,600 apparently 
did little to slow the rush. 

The small portables, starting 
with four horsepower engines 
and 1,200 watt production 
capacity, are generally enough to 
keep a refrigerator and heater 
blower running, Tubb explained. 
Permanent standby units, with 


up to 5,000 watts capacity, can 
handle much more. 

Tubb said that before investing 
in a generator, a person should 
first determine exactly what his 
or her needs are going to be, and 
how much amperage will be re- 
quired. 

Minimum running time for the 
small models with three quart gas 
tanks is 1.8 hours. Tubb said 
home units run about 4.5 hours 
on five gallons. 

Besides ice and snow problems, 
Tubb said many people are buy- 
ing generators in the event they 
lose their power to a tornado. 

‘We may not have another 
storm like this last one for 25 or 
50 years,’’ he added. ‘‘But folks 
say they’re going to be prepared 
next time.’’ 

The recent major electricity 
Outage, which caused problems 
for an estimated 21,000 power 
customers in Shelby County 
alone, also dealt fits to dairy and 
chicken farmers. 

Extension agent John Jones 
said it’s still too early to estimate 
storm losses in production and 
revenue for the farmers. 

The outages interrupted 
regular milking schedules at 
Shelby County’s many dairies. 
Not being milked on time can 
cause infections in cows, and can

chance at new loans 


cut the production of milk, Jones 
said. Sometimes, cows that go for 
40 hours or longer without being 
milked never regain their 
previous level of production. 

In an effort to prevent this, 
Jones said that during the outage, 
farmers without generators 
rented and borrowed them from 
those who did. Alabama Power 
Company’s rural engineer Rollan 
Oliver worked with farmers 
throughout the outage, assisting 
with generator hookups and 
other problems, Jones said. 

**I imagine our dairy farmers 
will be more prepared in the 
future,’’ Jones said. 

As for purchasing generators, 
Jones, like Tubb, said people 
should determine their emergency 
electrical needs before investing 
in a generator. He also suggested 
that people should shop around 
and compare prices, quality and 
ratings first. 

Both men _ noted that 
generators should be installed by 
qualified electricians, along with 
a transfer switch which prevents 
current from flowing back into 
the line. 

Alabama Power spokesman 
Horace Waugh at the Alabaster 
office said it’s important for the 
power company to know if a 
generator is hooked to a house, 
so linemen wouldn’t run the risk 
of eletrocution from the electrical 
feedback. 

Tubb said that transfer swit- 
ches cost about $200, plus in- 
stallation.

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Some like trees, some like power

You can have trees, and you 
can have electricity. And under 
normal circumstances, you can 
have both at the same time. 


But situations such as ice 
‘storms and tornados stir up ob- 
vious conflicts in having one’s 
Shade and electricity, too. 


If you want beautiful shade 
trees in your neighborhood or 
yard, don’t count heavily on hav- 
ing electricity when the big freeze 
or big winds hit. And don’t count 
on having many beautiful trees 
around if you want to be more 
certain powerlines stay where 
they’re supposed to. 


To trim, or not to trim isn’t the 
question here, according to 
several Alabama Power Com- 
pany spokesmen. During severe 
weather conditions such as two 
weeks ago, the only ways of 
preventing outages is, 1) to bury 
all power lines, or 2) to cut all the 
trees off at ground level. 


From viewpoints of aesthetics 
and utility, burying power lines is 
very attractive. You wouldn’t 
have ugly powerlines draped 
across the front of your house or 
business, and if trees or branches 


fell, they certainly wouldn’t bring 


powerlines down with them. 


However, the idea of 
underground powerlines quickly 
buries itself when one considers 
the cost and who eventually has 
to pick up the tab. The cost is 
high, and you pay for it. 


APC media relations manager 
Ed Crosby said that underground 
distribution lines are ‘‘several 
times more expensive’’ to install, 
and when they are put in, the 
consumer foots the bill. In the 
cases of subdivisions which do 
have buried utility lines, the 
developer pays the cost and 
passes it on the homeowner via a 
more expensive house, Crosby 
said. 

Furthermore, burying only 
distribution lines within a sub- 
division or neighborhood may 
decrease outages, but it cannot 
guarantee electricity if substa- 
tions or main lines to the area are 
exposed. 


For example, APC Montevallo 
district manager Nolin Hardin 
said the power to Indian 
Highlands went off several times 
during the ice storm, despite 
buried lines within the subdivi- 
sion. The outages, however, were 
only as long as four hours, he 
said. 


Crosby also said that when 
problems do arise with buried 
power lines, they take longer and 
cost more to repair. 


*‘At a time when people com- 
plain about rates being too high, 
it would not be practical to 
change over to underground 
lines,” he said. ‘‘We wouldn’t 
have much support for that.’’ 


On the other hand, tree trimm- 
ing also has its drawbacks, one of 
which is again money. 


In 1978, Crosby said APC had 
to curtail its regular tree trimm- 
ing program because of the ex- 
pense and because pending rate 
increases were tied up in court 
and with the Public Service Com- 
mission. When money finally 
became available, tree trimming 
programs were reinstated, 
although they had fallen behind 
schedule. 


Crosby made it clear that APC 
does not blame the recent 
outages, which affected some 
21,000 customers in Shelby 
County alone, on the lack of 
funds for proper tree trimming. 


A storm of that magnitude would 
have caused ‘‘severe’’ outages 
even if tree trimming had been on 
schedule, he said. 

Hardin explained that along 
high voltage transmission lines, 
the APC cuts down all ‘‘danger 
trees”’ along the right of way. But 
even if money were available, the 
public would not stand for such 
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clear cutting along the distribu- 
tion lines through towns, 
neighborhoods and yards. 

“They’d run us out of the 
county if we cut down all the 
danger trees along the distribu- 
tion lines,’’ Hardin said. ‘‘People 
wouldn’t live with that.’’ 

As it is, he said some major 
trimming done during the freeze 
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in areas of heavy damage, 
brought complaints from several 
residents. 

Crosby said one tree crew, 
prior to the freeze, ran into such 
threatening opposition from a 
passer-by that police had to be 
called to protect the crew while 
they finished their work. 

So what’s the answer? How do 
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you keep’ beautiful trees, often 
valued for sentimental reasons as 
much as beauty and shade, and 
ensure that electricity is there 
whenever it’s needed? 

There’s no ready answer to the 
conflict, unless one knows where 
a weatherman can be hired who 
can control the.occasional wrath

Changes in the past few mon- 
ths have disqualified some 100 
Shelby County families from Aid 
to Dependent Children. Further- 
more, another 35-40 families are 
expected to see reductions in their 
February welfare checks, accor- 
ding to a spokesman for the 
Department of Pensions and 
Security. 

The welfare system belt 
tightener is the Omnibus Recon- 
ciliation Act of 1981, passed by 
Congress in August. Most of the 
act’s reform points were im- 
plemented between October and 
January, but some of the effects 
will not be reflected in payments 
until February, said Columbiana 
DPS social worker Rosalyn 
Lucas. 

In October of 1981, welfare 
payments of $52,095 were made 
to 572 Shelby County families in 
the form of Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC). DPS records 
show that payments for January 
1982 are down to $45,030 for 470 
families, a decrease in $7,065 and 
102 recipient families. 

Lucas estimated that after the 
February payments are figured, 
the number of recipient families 
would drop to 425. But she stress- 
ed that all the people to be af- 
fected by the Omnibus Act, have 
already been notified. 

The change with the most 
widespread effect on Shelby 
County, is the law governing the 
assumption of step. parent in- 
come, Lucas said. No longer will 
a step parent’s income be 


disregarded when figuring DPS 
payments. 

Lucas said this one change 
alone affected 90 percent of all 
DPS cases in which a stepfather 
was involved, and disqualified 75 
families receiving a total of about 
$5,300 monthly. 


Other changes with major ef- 
fects on Shelby County are im- 
posed income caps and the new 
sequence of figuring the ‘‘30 and 
1/3 disregards,’’ Lucas explain- 
ed. 

In the first instance, no ADC 
payments are now made if the 
family’s income exceeds 150 per- 
cent of the basic needs standard, 
or if the payment is less than $10. 

As examples, Lucas said the 
basic needs standard for a family 
of two is $288, so the income cap 
would be $432; if less than that 
were earned, the family would be 
eligible for ADC payments of 
30.75 percent or $89 if the child is 
also deprived of parental support 
due to death, disability or the 
absence from home of one or 
more parents. The income cap 
for a family of three is $576, and 
the payment standard is $118, she 
said. 

The effects of the ‘‘30 and 1/3 
disregards” will not be fully 
reflected until the February 
payments are made, but Lucas 
said the new policy for figuring 
the payments would probably 
mean a cut for 35-40 families. 
Previously, the ‘30 and 1/3 
disregards’’ deduction was 
figured off the top of a person’s 


income, but under the new act 
child care and work expenses are 
first substracted from the in- 
come. 

Other changes in the welfare 
laws effect the consideration of 
‘ump sum income” from in- 
surance and other payments; 
resource limitations for savings. 

Other changes in the welfare 
laws include: 


eLump sum incomes from in- 
surance settlements, social securi- 
ty backpayments and other 
sources can now be a factor in 
eligibility. 

eResource limitations on sav- 
ings, second automobiles and 
other such real property were 
reduced from $1,750 to $1,000. 

eEarned income tax credit 
refunds are now figured in the 
budget as income available. 

®DPS’s recooping powers have 
been strengthened, and any over 
or under payments will be 
**recooped”’ or reflected in the 
next payments. 


eAnyone on strike is not eligi- . 


ble for payments. 

*ADC and medicaid age limits 
were dropped from 21 to 18 years 
old. 

eUnborn children are no 
longer eligible for medicaid. The 
expectant mother must be eligible 
for medicaid to have it pay for 
the delivery of the baby. 

eClients with irregular incomes 
will be required to report mon- 
thly earnings and their budgets 
are refigured each month instead 
of twice a year. 


Highways suffer *200,000 damage

position, the sheriff failed to 
mention it in his budget request.

because they have no control over 
those salaries unless the 
legislature would agree to cut the 
tie between the county sheriff’s 
department and the state 
troopers. 

The jump in salaries in October 
also meant that two lieutenants 
and the chief deputy each make 
more money than the sheriff.

possibly a ninth well to serve it 
will also be needed. Furthermore, 
Yeager said there is a need fora 
main line pressure regulator. 
(Though some residents have 
complained of low pressure,

Dunaway estimated the cost of 
these improvements to run about

rently pump about 2,000 gallons 
of water per minute, and 
Dunaway added that’s more 
water ‘per residential customer 
than Birmingham can provide. 
“If Birmingham’s usage was as 
much as ours, they’d have been in 
worse trouble than us last sum- 
mer.”” 

Yeager also said that similar 
sized cities average water usages 
between 40 and 100 gallons per 
capita per day.

During that time, the city im- 
posed water restrictions on its 
10,000 customers and set up cer- 
tain days each subdivision could 
water grass. Yeager said illegal 
night watering was evident from 
streams running down the gutters 
in the morning, overwash from 
heavy waterings.

‘*Every day we buy cars, both 
wrecked and in good condition, 
so we’ve got to be careful in to- 
day’s market that we don’t get 
caught by a car thief,’’ explains 
the Dothan salvage dealer, ‘‘Here 
are some of the things we watch 
for.’’ 

**First, see if the vin 
(identification) plate, located 
right in front of the driver on top 
of the dash board, has been 
tampered with. Next, check to see 
if the dashboard is loose, then see 


“Look at your keys and find 
out if they are the original keys 
issued by the manufacturer. 
Look for pull marks in the igni- 
tion switch, which look like scrat- 
ches. 

“‘Be cautious if the license 
plate bolts are new. Look at the 
engine identification numbers 
and see if they look like they’ve 
been tampered with. Note if the 
registration is recently issued. 
Finally, answer these questions to 
yourself honestly: 1. Is the seller 
too easy to deal with? 2. Is the 
asking price under the market? 3. 
Do they want cash payment? 4. 
Has the vehicle been purchased 
lately by the seller?

upon employment and that the 
account was tax deductible. 

It was Bailey’s suggestion that 
if an employee withdrew the ac- 
count for financial gain, the city 
would never participate again. 

However, if there was a valid 
reason for emptying the account, 
Bailey suggested a penalty of 2-5 
years before the city would again 
contribute. 

The mayor appointed Coun- 
cilmen Frank Owen, Lewis 
Walker and Harald McCord to 
draw up guidlines and present 
them at the next meeting. 

It was decided that the subject 
of advertising benches also be 
Studied further.

bonds for purpose of acquiring land 
and construction of race tracks; to 
prescribe certain qualifications for 
epplicants for licenses; to provide for 
and regulate the pari-mutue! method 
of wagering within the enciosure of 
licensed race tracks; to provide for 
the levying of a special gross receipt 
tax on items sold on premises and 
the distribution thereof; to prescribe 
certain rules and reg ulations in addi- 
tion to those that may be pro- 
muilgated by the Racing Commission;

BE {iT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. A municipal Racing 
Commission is hereby created and 
established and said Racing Commis- 
sion is vested with the powers and 
duties specified in this Act, and all 
other powers necessary and proper to 
enable it to execute fully and effec- 
tually the purposes of the Act. The of- 
ticlal name of said Commission shall 
be the PELHAM MUNICIPAL RACING 
COMMISSION, the same being 
sometimes referred to herein as the 
Racing Commission or the Commis- 
sion. Said Commission shail consist 
of three (3) persons who shall be ap- 
pointed by the governing body of the 
municipality in which the general 
legislative powers of such municipali- 
ty are vested. Each such member 
shail hold office for a term of three (3) 
years from the effective date of the 
appointment; provided, however, that 
the initial term of office on one (1) 
Commissioner shall expire after the 
end of the first year of appointment, 
the initial term of office of one (1) 
Commissioner shall expire after the 
end of the second year of appoint- 
ment, and the intitial term of office of 
the last Commissioner shall expire 
after the end of the third year of ap- 
pointment, and thereafter, all ap- 
pointments or reappointments shall 
be for the aforesaid term of three (3 
years, which said terms shall expire 
on the last day of the year three (3) 
years subsequent to the expiration of 
the prior term of appointment. Any 
vacancies created in the Commission 
shall be filled by appointment by the 
governing body of the municipality in 
which the legislative powers are 
vested and in the same manner as set 
out for the original appointment of 
tha Commissioners above. 

Section 2. All books, records, 
maps, documents, and papers shall 
constitute public records, and be 
available for copying, examination 
and inspection during ail normal 
business hours by any agency, of- 
ficial or persons. 

Section 3. The members of the 
Commission shall be qualified elec- 
tors not less than twenty-one years of 
age, who shall have resided in the Ci- 
ty for the period of thres (3) years next 
preceding their appointment Each 
Commissioner shail take the same 
constitutional oath of office as other 
municipal officers, and shall give 
bond payable to the municipality in 
the amount of $25,000.00, condition- 
ed that he will faithfully and properly 
perform the duties of his office. The 
premiums on such bonds shall be 
paid by the Commission. The Com- 
mission may employ such assistants 
and employees as may be necessary. 
The Commission may also employ ac- 
counting, investigative, publicity and 
Public relations, and architectural 
firms for assistance in implementing 
and enforcing its duties under this 
act 


A member of the Racing Commis- 
sion must not be @ member of any 
board of directors or an officer, part- 
ner Or associate or be financially in- 
terested In any race track, or race 
meeting licensed by the Commission, 
or any licensee hereunder, nor shall 
he race any dog or be financially in- 
terested in any dog in any race 
meeting licensed by the Commission. 

The Commission shall elect by ma- 
jority vote one (1) of its members to 
serve as Chairman with a one (1) year 
term, and, the Commission shall 
meet not less often than once each 
three (3) months for the conduct of its 
business, The Commission is em- 
powered to adopt rules and regula- 
tions for the govemance of its 
business and affairs. 

Section 4. The compensation of 
each member of the Comission shail 
be five hundred dollars ($500.00) par 
month. One (1) member of sald Com- 
mission-shall be required to be in at- 
tendance at each racing event and 
said designated member shall receive 
an additional Fifty Dollars ($50.00) per 
diem while engaged in the perfor- 
mance of his duties. The above sums 
shall be paid out of the funds in the 
municipal treesury deposited to the 
credit of the Racing Commission, and 
shall be paid to the Commissioners in 
the same manner as the 


compensa- 
_ tion of other municipal officers is 
paid. 


Section 5. The Finance Director or 
other chiel fiscal officer of the 
municipality shall be ex-officio 
treasurer of the Racing Commission, 
and shall collect all the license fees, 


audit the operation of the parimutuel 
wagering pools and the conduct and 
distribution thereof. 

Section 6. The Racing Commission 
shall have the authority to employ 
legal counsel of its selection to ad- 
vise the Commission and represent it 
in all proceedings. The compensation 
of such counsel shall be paid out of 
the general fund of the Municipality 
In which said track or tracks may be 
located. 

Section 7. it shail be the duty of the 
Racing Commission to carry out the 
provisions of this Act; and it shail 
have the following specific duties: 

(1) To fix and set dates upon which 
trace meetings may be held or 
operated. 


(2) To make an annual report to the 
goveming body of the Municipality of 
its operation, showing its own ac- 
tions and rulings, and receipts deriv- 
6d under the provisions of this Act, 
and such suggestions as it may deem 
proper for the more effective ac- 
complishment of the purpose of this 
Act. 


(3) To require each applicant to set 
forth on his application fora license 
to operate a race meeting the foliow- 
ing information: 

(a) The full name of the person, 
partnership, association, or corpora- 
tion, and if a corporation, the name of 
the State under which the same is in- 
corporated, and the name of the cor- 
poration’s agents for service of pro- 
cess within the State of Alabema. 

(>) The names of the partners or 
members, and, if an association or 
corporation, the names of the 
stockholders and officers and direc- 
tors of the corporation or the names 
of the members, officers and direc- 
tore of the association. 

(c) The exact location where it is 
desired to conduct or hold a race 
meeting and @ complete set of ar- 


chitect’s renderings and detailed 
construction plans, showing the site 
topography, the type of construction, 
the tract design and the concession 
plans, together with @ statement of 
the assets anc liabilities of the per- 
son, firm or corporation making such 
application. 

(¢) Whether the racing plant is own- 
od or leased, and if eased, the name 
end address of the owner, a if the 
owner Is a corporation, the names of 
the officers and directors thereot, 
provided, however, that nothing in 
this Act shall prevent any persons, 
association, of corporation trom ap- 
plying to the Commission for a permit 
to conduct races where the racing 
plant has not been constructed. 

(e) The kind of racing to be con- 
ducted and the dates requested. 

(f) To disctose any indictment for or 
conviction of any felony and any con- 
viction of a misdemeanor involving @ 
crime of moral turpitude on the part 
of the applicant, its officers, direc- 
tors, stockholders, partners, 
associates, or any person financially 
interested in said appiicani. 

(g) Such other information as the 
Commission may require. 

(4) To require an oath of every appli- 
cant, or by the president or excutive 
officer of the association or comora- 
tion, stating that the information con 
tained in the application ts true. 

6) To make uniform rules and 
reguiations governing the holdings, 
conducting, and operating of all rece 
tracks, race meetings, and races held 
in the City. 

(6) All books, records, maps, 
documents, and papers of the Com- 
mission, including those filed with 
the Commission as well as those 
Prepared by or for It, shail at ail times 
be open for the personal inspection 
of any officer of the State of Alabama, 
or of any county, municipality, or 
other subdivision of the State, or of 
any official investigative body or 
committee having authority to in- 
vestigate the affairs of the commis- 
sion, and no person having charge or 
custody thereof shail refuse this right 
to any officer or investigative body or 
committee, and it shail be the ex- 
press duty of such person to assist 
such officer or committee in locating 
records or information desired by 
them. Any member or employee of 
the Commission who violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be remov- 
@¢ from office and forfeit his bond. 

Section 8. Any person, association, 
or corporation desiring to operate a 
race track in the City shall have the 
right to apply to the Commission, 
subject to the provisions of this Act, 
to hold and conduct one or more race 
meetings at such track each year, 
provided that no such license shall be 
granted to any person, association, or 
corporation, or to any track, for a 
period longer than two hundred fifty 
250) racing days in any one (1) year. 

Section 9. The racing commission 
shall extend said limitations of time 
for greyhound racing not to exceed 
three (3) days at any one track beyond 
the period otherwise provided by law 
so that any such track shail conduct 6 
charity day or days of racing for any 
one or more recognized charities or 
churches which has a tax exempt 
status as provided for under the Inter- 
nai Revenue Code. The total of all pro- 
fits derived from the operation of 
such racing on such charity days in- 
cluding all monies which would 
otherwise be received by the Racing 
Commission as taxes for such day's 
operations shall be and become a 
part of the charity trust fund for 
which such racing on such days is 
conducted. The charity trust fund 
shall be administered as directed by 
the Racing Commission. 

In determining profits derived from 
such racing on such charity days, 
which profits shail include all taxes 
payable to the City or any agency 
thereof! for such days’ operations. 
Said tracks shall only be entitled to 
deduct trom the profits accruing from 
ail receipts on such charity days of 
racing their actual operating costs, 
which costs shall be those expenses 
incurred by the race track solely by 
reason of holding sald charity days of 
racing and shall not be deemed to in- 
clude such expenses constant from 
day to day and which would have 
been incurred had the race on that 
day not been held, including, but not 
limited to, such items as capital ex- 
penditures, interest on debts, real 
estate taxes and annual license fee, 
donations, bad debts, and such other 
items of daily or prorated expense as 

the Racing Commission may by rule 
prescribe. 

Section 10. it is the intent of this 
act to improve the economic well be- 
ing of the citizens of Pelham, by pro- 
viding an increased tax base, jobs for 
the citizens herein, and promotion of 
tourism, recreation and the overall 
well being of the citizens herein. itis 

“further the intent of this act to pro- 
vide for strict local control of the rac 
ing plant or plants and the operation 
of said plant by Pelham citizens soas 
to minimize the possibility of 
undesirable gambling elements from 
ever controlling this industry. 

Section 11. No race or racing shall 
be permitted on Sunday. No person 
under nineteen years of age shall be 
employed in many manner about said 
race track except as exercise boys, 
handlers, grooms, ushers and con- 
cessionaires; nor shall persons under 
eighteen years of age be permitted to 
attend any rece. 

Section 12. (a) On or before the 
15th day of October of each year, any 
person, association, or corporation 
possessing the qualifications 
prescribed in this Act shall have the 
right to apply to the Racing Commis- 
sion for a permit or license to con- 
duct race meetings and racing under 
this Act. On or before the first day of 
December of each year, after the 
receipt of any such application, the 
Commission shali convene to con- 
sider and act upon ail permits or 
licenses applied for. Approved per- 
mits or licenses shall be granted fora 
period of one year from the date of is- 
suance and shall set forth, inaddition 
to any other Information prescribed 
by the Commission, the name of the 
licensee, the location of the race 
track, the duration of the race 
meeting and the kind of racing to be 
conducted and shall show the receipt 
by the Commission of the license fee 
set by the Commission, the setting of 
which is hereby authorized. No such 
license shall be transferable, nor 
shall it apply to any other place, track, 
or enclosure except the one specified 
in this license. 

(b) The Commission shail not issue 
any licenses which would permit any 
two race tracks In the municipality to 
operate on the same racing days in 

the racing of animais of the same 
genus. Further, after the first license 
has been issued to the licensee, ail 
subsequent annual applications fora 
license by @ permit holder shall be ac- 


qualifications set out in this Act. 
Such applications for renewal of 
license shall not be denied except for 
due cause. 

Section 13. (a) The Commission 
may suspend or revoke the license of 
any licensee conducting @ race 
meeting, upon the willful violation of 
any of the provisions of the Act, or 
any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the Commission. 

(b) It 1s unlawful for eny member of 
said Racing or amy 
licensee under this chapter, directly 
Or indirectly, to make any contribu- 
tion whatsoever to any political party 
or © any candidate tor any State, 
County or Municipal office, and upon 
proof being presented of any such 
prohibited contribution having been 
made by any licenses, the Commis- 
sion shall immediately and per- 
manently revoke the license of such 
licenses. 

(c) If any member of said Racing 
Commission violates, consents to, or 
participates in, any violation of the 
provisions of this Act, in addition to 
such other civil and criminal 


Penalties otherwise applicable, euch 
member shall be subject to removal 


trom office, 

(d) No disciplinary action may be 
taken hereunder until the licenses 
has been presented with notice in 
writing specifying the time and place 
of a disciplinary hearing, said notice 
Setting cut in substance the nature of 
the accusation, end imiting the 
licensee to appear, with or without 
counsel. as the licensee may decide, 
the licenses being afforded an oppor. 
tunity to face and examine his ac- 
cusora, call witnesses, and testify if 
he chooses. 

Section 14. The Commission is em- 
powered to compe! the production of 
any and all books, memoranda, oF 
documents showing tne receipts and 
disbursements of any person, 
association of corporation licensed 
to conduct race meetings under the 
provisions of this Act. The Commis- 
sion may at any time require the 
removal of any employee or official 
employed by any licensee hereunder 
whereever It has reason to believe 
that such employee or official is guil- 
ty of any improper practice in connec- 
tion with racing, has tailed to comply 
with any condition of the license, or 
has violated any rule adopted by the 
Commission. The Commission shai! 
have the power to require thet the 
books and financial or other 
statements of any licensee be kept in 
8 Manner and method provided by the 
Commission; and the Commission 
shall be authorized to visit, in- 
vestigate, and place auditors and in- 
spectors in the offices, tracks, or 
place of business of any person, 
association or corporation licensed 
under this Act. The Commission shall 
have power fo summon witnesses 
before its meetings; to administer 
oaths to such witnesses, and to re- 
quire testimony on any issue before 
it. 

Section 15. The Commission shall 
have the power to grant, refuse, sus- 
pend, or withdraw licenses fo all per- 
sons connected with race tracks, in- 
cluding but not limited to, gate 
keepers, announcers, ushers, 
starters, officials, drivers, dog 
owners, agents, trainers, handiers, 
grooms, exercise boys, veterinarians, 
valets, sellers of racing forms or 
bulletins, and attendants in connec- 
tlon with the wagering machines, pur- 
suant to such rules and regulations 
as the Commission may adopt and 
upon the payment of a license fee as 
fixed and determined by the Commis- 
sion in accordance with the position 
and compensation of such person. 
Any license may be revoked by the 
Commission, at its discretion, and 
any person whose license is revoked 

shall be ineligible to participate in 
such occupation connected with rac- 
ing unless the license is returned by 
the Commission with permission to 
operate thereunder. The Commission 
may deny or revoke a license to any 
person who has been refused or 
denied a license by any other state 
racing commission or racing authori- 


ty. 

Section 16. The Commission shail 
make rules governing, permitting, 
and regulating the wagering on races. 
“Pari-Mutual Wagering” shall be legal 
to the extent that, and so long as, the 
same is carried on and conducted 
strictly in conformity with this Act, 
and not otherwise. Only the persons, 
associations, or corporations receiv- 
ing a license from the Commission 
shall have the right or privilege to 
conduct this type of wagering, and 
the licenses shail restrict and contine 
this form of wagering to a space 
within the race meeting grounds. All 
other forms of wagering on the result 
of races shall be I!legal, and any or all 
wagering outside of the enclosure of 
Such races, where such races shail 
have been licensed by the Commis- 
sion shall be illegal. 

No person of corporation shall 
directly or Indirectly purchase pari- 
mutuel tickets or participate in the 
purchase of any part of s pari-mutuel 
pod for another for hire or for any 
gratuity and no person shall purchase 
any part of a pari-mutuel pool through 
another, wherein he gives or pays 
directly or indirectly such other per- 
son anything of value. 

Section 17. Every licensee conduc- 
ting race meetings under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall pay to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis- 
sion, a tax in an amount equal to six 
percent (6%) of the total contribu- 
tions to all pari-mutuel pools con- 
ducted or made on any race track 
licensed under this Act. The commis- 
sion of a licensee on a pari-mutuel 
pool shall in no event exceed eigh- 
tean percent (18%) of the amount 
contributed to said pari-mutuel pool, 
which amount shali include the six 
percent (6%) tax heretofore provided. 
After the deduction of the six percent 
(6%) for the use of the commission 
and the percentage commission of 

1 the licensee, the remainder of the 
total contributions to each pool shall 
be divided among and redistributed 
to the contributors to such pools bet- 
ting on the winning dog in accor- 
dance with rules and regulations 
established by the Commission, 
which said rules and regulations shal! 
generally conform to practices now In 
effect at other race tracks in the 
United States. 

Each redistribution shall be made 
in a sum equal to the next lowest 
multiple of ten. The licensee is entiti- 
ed to retain one-half (V2) of the odd 
cents on all redistributions to be 
known as the “breaks to adime"’. The 
remaining one-half (¥%) of the 
“breaks” shall be paid to the Ex- 
officio Treasurer of the Racing Com- 
mission for the use of the Commis. 
sion as a breaks tax. Under the pair- 
mutue! system of wagering herein 
proviled, the licensee shall be per- 
mitveu to provide separate pools for 
bets to win, place, and show and also 
a dally double pool, a quiniela pool, 
and @ double quiniela pool, or such 
other pool as may be approved by the 
Commission. Each pool shali be 
fedistibuted separately as herein 
provided. Should there be no ticket 
bet on the winning dog, the entire 
poo! will be divided among the 
holders of tickets on the dog running 
next in line until the pool has been 
redistributed to the contributors. The 
licensee shall be required to use a 
totalizator machine to record the 
wagering and compute the odds. 
Rules and regulations governing the 
operation of each of the pools shall 
be set out in book form by the Racing 
Commission. The licensee shall col 
lect from each person attending the 
race meetings under the provisions 
of this Act fifteen percent (15%) of 
the established admission price or 
fen cents, whichever sum is the 
Qreater, as an admission tax. 
Licensees shail make payment of 
such taxes to the Ex-officio Treasurer 
of the Racing Commission every 
seventh calendar day of any and every 
race meeting, which payment shail be 
accompanied by areport on the races 
for the period covered by such report 
and such other Information as the 
Commission may require. 


Section 18 If any free passes or 
complimentary cards shall be issued 
to guests by any licensee, such 
licensee shali nevertheless by 

for payment of the ad- 
mission tax upon such complimen- 
tary admission cams or passes as 
though they had been sold at regular 
admission price. However, nothing 
herein contained shali be construed 
to prohibit the issuance of tax-free 
passes to officials and actual 
employees of the licensee, or other 
persons actually engaged in working 
at such tracks, including persons ac- 
tually employed and accredited by 
the press or other news service; pro- 
vided, that the issuance of all such 
tax-free passes shall be governed by 
the regulations and orders of the 
Commission and a list of all such of- 
ficers, employees, and news service 
representatives shall be filed with the 
Commission. 

Section 19. The license fees, com- 
missians, and excise taxes imposed 
herein shall be in lieu of all license, 
excise, and cocupational taxes to the 
State of Alabama, or any county, city, 
town, of other political subdivision 


thereo!. 

Section 20. All fees, commissions, 
taxes and other monies, inctuding 
fines and forfeitures, received under 
the provisions of this Act shall be 
paid to the Ex-officio Treasurer of the 
Racing Commission and shal! be tor- 
thwith deposited or caused to be 
deposited to the eccount of THE 
PELHAM MUNICIPAL RACING CON- 
MISSION. Deposits shail, to the ox 
tent practicable, be deposited in in- 
terest bearing accounts or securities. 
All such monies remaining after psy- 
ment of the expenses incurred in the 
administration of this Act, including 
the payment of the salaries and @x- 
penses of the members and 
employees of the Commission shail 
be distributed within forty-five (45) 
days of receipt by the Commission a 
follows:

is conducted by a licensee and upon 
the grounds or enclosure of said 
licensee. 

No person who 
engages in the practice of proles 
sional gambling on dog races, or In 
the practice of making gambling or 
wagering books on such races, or 
who knowingly takes any part in such 
practices, shall be eligible as an ap- 
plicant for any license or permit to 
Operate a race track or a race meeting 
under the provisions of this Act, orto 
be connected therewith in any 
capacity; and any associajion or cor- 
poration which has as an officer, 
director, stockholder, executive of 
any other person tinancially in- 
terested therein or employs any per- ~ 
son who engages in such practices 
shall likewise be ineligible as a 
licensee, and the Commission is 
hereby empowered to inquire into 
such matters in entertaining any such 
applications and otherwise ad- 
ministering this Act. 

Section 24. It shail be iliegal for any 
person to influence or have any 
understanding of connivance with 
any owner, groom, or other person 
associated with or interested in any 
kennel, dog, or race in which any dog 
participates, or to prearrange or 
predetermine the results of any such 
race, or any person to stimulate or 
depress a dog for the purpose of af- 
fecting the results of a race, 

Section 25. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to transmit or com- 
municate to another by any means 
whatsoever the results, changing 
odds, track conditions, or any other 
information relating to any race from 
any race track in the city, between the 
period of time beginning one (1) hour 
prior to the first race of any day and 
ending thirty (30) minutes after the 
posting of the official results of each 
face, as to that particular race, except 
that this pariod may be reduced to 
permit the transmitting of the results 
of the last race each day not sooner 
that fifteen (15) minutes after the of- 
ficial posting of such results. Provid- 
ed, Nowever, that the Commission 
may, by rule, permit the immediate 
transmission by radio, television, or 
press wires of any pertinent informa- 
tlon concerning feature races. . 

It shall be untawful for any person « 
to transmit by any means whatsoever 
racing information to any other per- 
son, or to relay the same to any other 
person by word of mouth, by signal, 
or by use of telephone, telegraph, 
radio, or any other means, when the 
information is knowingly used or in- 
tended to be used for illegal gambling 
purposes, or in furtherance of such 
gambling purposes.

‘stem are frustrated and 
angry that four employees in the 
central office are being given 
higher pay. 

They feel this way because they 
haven’t had a raise in two years. 

At last Tuesday’s Board of 
Education meeting, a crowd 
estimated at 350, heard the board 
unanimously approve the salary 
increases, which amount to a 
total of approximately $11,000. 

Superintendent of Education 
Charles Knowles pointed out that 
the higher pay was not a raise, but 
rather the salary that goes along 
with promotions the four receiv- 
ed. 

This did little to mollify the 
teachers, especially since one in- 
crease amounted to $5,600 a 
year. 

With that amount added to the 
salary she received as office 
manager, Wylodene Hill is now 
getting $27,420 per year. 

The duties she performs as ad- 
ministrative assistant and her 
educational qualifications (MA, 
AA certificate), entitle her to that

salary, Knowles says. 

Board chairman Barbara Whit- 
man explained that the additional 
pay accompanying the promo- 
tions was included in this year’s 
budget under salaries. 

She noted the board felt they 
had the money to increase the 
salaries of four individuals, but 
not 1,003 employees (656 
teachers, 347 support workers). 

And underlining that fact, 
Knowles mentioned that there 
will probably be a $100,000 
deficit at the end of the year in 
order to meet the last payroll. 

But UNISERV Director 
Wayne Sumners said that the 
figures he gathered from the Tax 
Assessor’s office tell a different 
story. 

He contends that the amount 
of sales tax and beer tax which 
the board will receive this year, is 
enough to at least give teachers a 
one time payment of $300 and 
support workers $150. 

Even though the projected 
figures for the tax revenue were 
called conservative by Sumners, 
Knowles contended that they 
were only ‘‘projections.”’ 


Referring to the one time hand- 
out as a “‘band-aid’’ approach, 
the superintendent contended 
that it wouldn’t help the school 
system. — 

A committee was formed last 
October to study the reorganiza- 
tion in the central office which 
resulted in setting up departments 
headed by Hill and the other 
three. 

Another committee is now at 
work studying salaries and fringe 
benefits for administrators and 
teachers. 

It was at the first meeting, at- 
tended only by administrators, 
that teacher representatives were 
added. The expanded group met 
Feb. 2. 

That committee, Knowles 
pointed out, was formed at his re- 
quest. By offering salaries and 
benefits comparable to other 
systems in the state, ‘‘we will be 
in an advantageous position to 
hold good employees,’’ he 
declared. 

And the pay raise the 
legislature is studying for 
teachers, is not tied in to what the 
committee is working on,

One teacher asked if Hill 
would get the same raise that the 
legislature gives teachers since she 
is certified, and Knowles replied 
that she would. 

Some of the teachers viewed 
that as a second raise, but 
Knowles pointed out again that 
her increase in salary was not a 
raise, but the pay that goes with 
the added responsibilities of her 
position.

But some of the city’s residents 
feel the latest dog ordinance is ac- 
tually creating more problems 
than it’s solving. More than a 
dozen people, most of whom live 
in Chandalar, attended Mon- 
day’s council meeting to protest 
the ordinance, and more par- 
ticularly the manner in which it’s 
enforced.

Park boss denies rumor

New park superintendent 
Phillip Easterwood denied Friday 
that politics or personalities 
played any part in the hiring of a 
shop worker at Oak Mountain 
golf course. 

Questions concerning the hir- 
ing of the ex-wife of a state 
senator surfaced last week after 
Shelby County Commissioners 
traveled to Montgomery to ques- 
tion state officals on the reassign- 
ment of former, long-time park 
superintendent John Meredith, 
and former chief engineer Henry 
Gould. 

“Seemingly, this entire issue 
isn’t over the park, but over per- 
sonalities,’’ Easterwood told the 
Reporter. ‘‘If the county com- 
mission was interested in the 
good of the park, it seems they’d 
come out here and see our 
positive and upward momen- 
tum.”’ 

Meredith was transferred in 
December to Chewacla State 
Park near Auburn, where he was 
superintendent before his ap- 
pointment to Oak Mountain in 
1572; Gould was transfered to 
Joe Wheeler State Park. 

A job at Chewacla was also 
found for Mrs. Meredith, who 
had worked in the Oak Mountain 
Pro-Shop with Mrs. Gould. Soon 
after the Merediths and Gould 
left, Easterwood reassigned 
Gould’s wife, Lillian, to the cash 
register at the grill across the hall 
from the pro-shop. 

Easterwood made Tommy 
Truss, a park employee since 
1974, manager of the pro-shop. 
Truss, in turn, interviewed four 
people, three of whom he recom- 
mended that Easterwood hire, 


which he did after approval from 
the state’s acting park director 
Gary Beers. 

Hired were course marshall 
Mike Bradley, Mrs. Mary 
Patricia Cook and Stephanie 
Stephanu, a park maintanance 
worker whose job under the 
federal Young Adult Conserva- 
tion Corps was about to expire. 

Mrs. Cook’s hiring raised a 
question of politics with at least 
one county commissioner 
because she is the ex-wife of 
Senator Doug Cook of Vestavia. 

Easterwood, however, said 
that Mrs. Cook went through the 
park’s normal hiring pro- 
ceedures. 

Truss told the Reporter he was 
neither pressured nor told whom 
to hire, but that Mrs. Cook was 
hired on the merits of her inter- 
view. 

Easterwood said Mrs. Gould 
had never indicated to him any 
negative feelings about her 
reassignment. Her shift, he said, 
would enable her to better benefit 
the park, while allowing the two 
new workers to be trained in the 
pro-shop during the off-season. 


Both women were hired at the 
state’s beginning salary for resort 
worker classifications, which 
Easterwood said was in the 
$4/hour range. Considering the 
responsibility of working in a 
pro-shop that last year netted 
$189,000 profit, and considering 
how much they could be making 
in the private sector, Easterwood 
said he thought the women were 
probably underpaid. 

He pointed out they were 
shown no special considerations 
as far as pay for their classifica-

For instance, he said he in- 
formed Cook and Stephanu last 
Wednesday that they would pro- 
bably be asked to plant shrubbery 
around the pro-shop. In the spr- 
ing, Gould, he said, would likely 
be moved again to the gift shop 
or snack bar near the main office. 

“‘Personnel changes are just 
that--changes in personnel,’’ 
Easterwood said. ‘‘Our main 
priority is to provide quality out- 
door recreation. That was John 
Meredith’s philosphy and _ it’s 
mine, too. Believe me, if I don’t 
uphold the standards of Oak 
Mountain, there’s people in 
Montgomery who’ll see to it that 
I don’t have a job at all.” 

“I’m not a politician,”’ Easter- 
wood stated. ‘‘Any expertise I 
have is in park management, and 
to me the main issue is the park 
and providing quality recreation. 
Politics can remain in--well the 
realm of politicians.’’ 

If backers of Meredith visited 
the park, Easterwood said he 
could show them the progress be- 
ing made there. 

Easterwood called Meredith a 
good man and a friend of his. 
From that viewpoint, he said he 
understood the commissioners’ 
feeling towards Meredith. 

But, he added, “‘if they want to 
continue to dwell on the fact that 
John Meredith is in Auburn and 
I’m here, that’s up to them.’’

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Alabaster hears garage sale objections 


City fathers in Alabaster 
agreed thai Councilman Jack 
Reagin had drawn up a good or- 
dinance governing garage sales. 

But at Monday night’s meeting 
they found that there are some 
citizens who disagree. 

Martin Blankenship pf Port 
South objected to the sales being 
limited to two per year and also 
to a fee being charged. 

**I don’t think you can pass 
such an ordinance unless it’s 
revised,’” the irate resident 
declared. 

The purpose of the ordinance, 
Reagin explained, is to exclude 
those who are making a business 
out of garage sales, yard sales 
and similar types of activity. 

But another person in the au- 
dience felt that it was hurting 
even those who were doing it 
legitimatly. 

“Why should everyone who 
needs to get rid of junk be 
punished?’’ Harvey McHan ask- 
ed. 

Both men felt that many 
families needed to hold sales 
throughout the yard. 

Jim Durrett, who also objected 
to the ordinance in its present 
form, mentioned the signs that 
must be obtained from city hall. 

If the signs announcing the sale 
aren’t returned, a $10 charge is to 
be made for each one missing. 


It was Durrett’s suggestion that 


individuals who wanted to hold 
sales put their names in a book at 
city hall rather than pay a fee for 
a permit. 

There was also opposition to 
charging churches and other 
charitable organizations. But 
Reagin pointed out that the or- 
dinance clearly states that chur- 
ches and non-profit organiza- 
tions are exempt. 

Blankenship said he was glad 
the city’s attorneys were studying 
the ordinance because he believed 
it was unconstitutional. 

After it was brought to the 
council’s attention that Alabaster 
resident, Laymon Roy, had been 
promised that 1.5 acres of land 
belonging to him would be taken 
out of the city’s boundaries, they 


voted unanimously to do so. 

Informing the council that a 
property swap had taken place 
under a previous administration, 
Mayor H.A. ‘‘Doc’’ Rubin said 
that the terms of the agreement 
had never been carried out. 


A piece of property had been 


purchased from Roy which 
became part of the city park. In 
exchange for that land, the city 
had given Roy another piece of 
property which was to have been 
removed from the city limits. 


In other business, bids were ac- 
cepted for paving the tennis court 


and a pickup truck for the street 
department. 

The paving contract went to 
the low bidders, Alabaster Pav- 
ing whose figure was $5,972.40 

Strickland Chevrolet was 
awarded the contract for the 
pickup truck. Their low bid bid 
was $7,880.89. 


County employee salaries listed 


Salaries of public servants are 
much in the news, with the 
legislature in session, and with 
the recent flap over raises given 
to certain board of education 
employees in Shelby County. 

Here are some of the other 
Salaries paid to employees of 
Shelby County: 

In the courthouse, persons 
paid by the Shelby County Com- 
mission, (excluding the sheriff's 
department) received no raise for 
the current fiscal year. 

The bi-weekly salary for a per- 
son beginning work with the 
county with no experience is 
$398.80 per week. A person with 
six months experience can start at 
$409.50. A person with “‘one year 
from six months’’ experience can 
qualify for a salary of $422.60 bi- 
weekly, or $10,987.60 per year. 

The top pay a secretary in the 
county employ can earn is 
$452.90 bi-weekly, or $11,775.40 
per year. The chief clerk in each

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‘Promotions’ disregard teacher morale 


School is supposed to be a 
family affair in Shelby County. 

But the promotions and ac- 
companying pay raises doled out 
last week by the board of educa- 
tion to four central office 
workers has stined serious 
marital problems among the se- 
cond most important element of 
the ‘‘family’’: the teachers, 

We have no arguments that the 
board's office in Columbiana 
needed reorganizing, that depart- 
ment heads were needed, and 
higher wages should accompany 
additional responsibilities. That’s 
not the issue. 


The issue is one of timing, and 
the seemingly toial disregard for 
the feelings and financial needs 
of the teachers and support per- 
sonnel in the school system. 

Teachers and other school 
workers have not had a raise in 
two years (quick: how much has 
inflation jumped since 19797) 
Did anyone ever stop to consider 
what effect these promotions will 
have on their morale? 

And doesn’t the board realize 
that across the entire country 
governments, schoo! systems, 
businesses and families are hav- 
ing to tighten their economic

Gov. Fob James will tell you 
without a moment’s hesitation 
what he considers to be the major 
achievement of his 
administration-—it is what he 
calls his ‘*War on Illiteracy.”’ 

It is a fact that when he came 
to Montgomery three years ago 
most Alabama school children 
who took competency tests in the 
basic subjects could not match 
the national average. It is also 
true that last year for the first 
time in history the Alabama 
students did indeed match or ex- 
ceed the national average in these 
tests. 

‘‘That was worth the trip to 
Montgomery, that alone,’”’ Gov. 
James said in a recent interview. 

But it is obvious that the ap- 
parent success of the program has 
not created similar enthusiasm in 
the Legislature. This past week, 
with leaders of the Alabama 
Education Association calling the 
shots, the legislative fiscal com- 
mittees performed radical and 
perhaps fatal surgery on the 
governor’s war effort. Funds for 
the ‘‘War on Illiteracy’’ program 
in the education appropriation 
bill were reduced drastically. In 
effect, the lawmakers ordered a 
cease-fire in the war. 

The AEA has consistently op- 
posed the program because it 
strikes at the very heart of what 


that organization stands for. The 
AEA believes the way to improve 
the quality of education in 
Alabama is to raise the salaries of 
teachers, and it further beheves 
that the pay raises should he bas- 
ed on but two standards--- 
seniority and the number of 
degrees earned by a teacher. The 
suggestion that teachers be 
rewarded financialiy because they 
are syperior, rather than on the 
age-old standards of 
seniority/degrees is totally unac- 
ceptable to the AEA 
* * ” > 

Odds and Ends---Obviously 
reacting to static from their con- 
stituents, a resolution has already 
been offered in the Legislature to 
reject the huge pay raise propos- 
ed by the Judicial Compensation 
Commission for state judges. The 
commission proposed raises for 
the judges ranging from 18 per- 
cent to 31 percent.

Low 
teacher morale has never been 
known to help the quality of 
education.

‘Create a chancellor’

We’re losing millions of dollars 
through waste and duplication on 
the college and university cam- 
puses in Alabama, simply 
because we don’t have the laws 
we need to stop it, We will, 
however, if the Legislature ap- 
proves the corrective measures I 
have recommended. 

I have proposed legislation to 
strengthen and rename the 
Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education in order to regain con- 
trol over our institutions of 
higher learning. 

I am advocating the creation of 
the office of Chancellor to serve 
under the State Board of Educa- 
tion in managing the junior col- 
leges and technical colleges. The 
Chancellor would be answerable 
to the state board, which now 
supervises the two-year institu- 
tions. 

One of the major weaknesses 
of the present Commission on 
Higher Education is the lack of 
effective control over the instruc- 
tional programs in the colleges 
and universities. It has the power 
to regulate and reject the addition 
of new subjects to the curriculum 
and does not affect those already 
being used. 

What we need is a commission 
with tough authority to review 
the old as well as the new 
teaching programs and get rid of 
them if necessary. That is what 
the bill we are recommending to 
the Legislature will do. 

Here’s an example of how it 
would work: 

Suppose the Commission 
found that too many colleges are 
offering identical or almost iden- 
tical courses ina particualr sub- 
ject. It could tell one or more of 
them to drop the course and, 
unless over-ruled by the 
Legislature, the course would be 
eliminated. 

The Commission cannot do 
that now if the courses are 
already in existence. It only has 
authority in courses being offered 
as new subjects. 

By court order, the Commis- 
sion also has only limited 
authority over the off-campus 
branches created by four-year 
and two-year colleges. The court 
said the Commission’s power to 
regulate or terminate off-campus 
branches applies only to those 


created after July 30, 1979. 

It is obvious that the Commis- 
sion as presently constituted has 
little more than advisory authori- 
ty in some of the most vital areas, 
far short of the power it must 
have to stop the waste of tax- 
payers’ money brought about by 
uncontrolled duplication of ser- 
vices. 

The 21 junior colleges and 28 
technical colleges are presently 
under the direct supervision of 
the State Board of Education. It 
is obvious that the State Board, 
too, needs help in managing the 
affairs of those 49 two-year 
schools. 

The burden of operating those 
institutions and‘at the same time 
sharing in the administration of 
127 city and county school 
systems is too heavy for any 
board, no matter how capable. 

I have recommended the office 
of Chancellor to work as an ex- 
ecutive officer for the State 
Board in charge of the junior col- 
lege/trade school program. 

Along with the other remedial 
measures, I have suggested 
changing the name of the 
Alabama Commission on Higher 
Education to the Alabama 
Higher Education Commission. 
The present agency is commonly 
known by its initials, ACHE, and 
that in itself has invited taunts of 
criticism and derision. 

We spoke of waste and 
duplicaiton in higher education. 
Here are just a few of the ex- 
amples we found: 

--Tax supported colleges and 
universities in Alabama offer 
doctoral degrees in 137 subjects. 
In 1979, only 267 doctoral 
degrees were awarded, less than 
two per subject. 

-Fourinstitutions have doc- 
toral programs in physics. In 
1979 the four schools awarded a 
total of 11 degrees in that field. 

--Since 1974, Alabama’s four- 
year colleges and universities 
have awarded twice as many 
master’s degrees than bachelor’s 
degrees in education. 

--In the past decade, ap- 
propriations for higher education 
in Alabama have increased 190% 
- twice as much as the national 
average. Why not use these 
resources to maximize advan- 
tages for the students and people 
of Alabama.

Board of Trustees of The Univer- 
sity of Alabama requested the 
Legislature to initiate an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of our 
State increasing the membership 
of the Board. 


Reduction in the number of 
Congressional Districts in past 
years has reduced the number of 
elected members on the Board to 
eight at a time when the Board is 


faced with increasingly complex, 
important, and time-consuming 
matters. Further, the population 
of the state has increased, and the 
number of students enrolled on 
the three campuses under the 
Board’s jurisdiction has con- 
tinued to grow. 

The University has statewide 
responsibilities. The Board of 
Trustees serves all the people of 
the State. The proposed increase 
in the number of Trustees will 
enable the Board to meet its 
obligations more effectively.

The Legislature has now 
adopted such a bill, and the 
amendment will be submitted to 
the people in a _ referendum 
scheduled for March 2, 1982. 
Elected membership will be in- 
creased from eight to fifteen, 
assuring increased representation 
from each Congressional 
District.

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Here’s local education salaries 


There is concern among 
teachers in the Shelby County 
School system that the Board of 
Education’s central office staff 
has more employees than are 
necessary. 

And over 300 teachers and sup- 
port workers turned out for the 
board meeting last week when 
four office employees were pro- 
moted and given higher pay. 

They were told that the in- 
crease in pay the four received, 
which totaled a little over $11,000 
would not have gone very far if 
divided among the 1,003 school 
system employees. 

But the feeling was expressed 
that less money should be spent 
on salaries in the central office. 

Although some of the teachers 
thought Superintendent of 
Education Charles Knowles had 
added quite a few employees to 
his staff since he took office, only 
six additional people wer e hired. 

Of the 29 employees, 13 are 
either in managerial or instruc- 
tional positions, 13 others are of- 
fice workers, including a custo- 
dian, and there are three resource 
teachers (one is a counselor). 

The seven coordinators are 
paid $600 above a high school 
principal’s salary depending on 
rank in certification. 

Although a high school prin- 
cipal with a doctorate and AA 
certificate can earn $28,380 an- 
nually if they are in step 10, no 
principal can be higher than step 
3 this year. 

So the highest salary a high 
school principal can earn now is 
$27,540. 

The deputy superintendent is 
paid $2,400 above other coor- 
dinator positions. 

Resource teachers are paid 
$600 above a teacher’s salary plus 
one extra month. A teacher at 
step 10 with a AA certificate is 
paid $16,752. 

Supervisors are paid the same 
way as resource teachers except 
the additional pay is $1,200 in- 
stead of $600. 

Until the promotions, there 
were four clerk-typists. In step 
10, an employee in this classifica- 
tion earns $11,868.

The custodian of school funds, 
in step 10, earns $17,904; the 
payroll clerk, $13,956. 

Until she was promoted, the 
secretary, who was in step 5, 
eamed $12,360. As chief ad- 
ministrative clerk, she now makes 
$13,656. 

The salary for office manager 
was figured according to the 
teacher’s salary schedule plus 


$900 above that rate. 

However, the employee who 
held that position was promoted 
to a new position called ad- 
ministrative assistant at an an- 
nual salary of $27,420. 

The board’s maintenance 
supervisor is paid an annual 
salary of $19,809. 

The superintendent of educa- 
tion makes $33,000 a year.

Physicians in Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi and Kentucky 
eared the highest average net in- 
comes of all physicians in the 
United States in 1978. 

The mean net income for doc- 
tors, after professional expenses, 
but before taxes, in the four-state 
area was $79,700. The average in 
the United States was $65,500. 
The area where physicians’ in- 
comes are lowest was New 
England, where the figure was 
$54,900. 

These figures are taken from a 
report by James Seldon in the 
January, 1982 edtion of 
‘“‘Alabama Business and 
Economic Reports,” published 
by Auburn University at Mon- 
tgomery. They reflect incomes 
for the calendar year 1978. 

Seldon is an associate pro- 
fessor of economics at AUM, and 
uses figures from the American 
Medical Association’s 
“Thirteenth Periodic Survey of 
Physicians. ”’ 

The four states are grouped for 
reporting purposes into the “‘East 
South Central Census District 
(ESC).’’ The figures show that 
ESC physicians earned 21.7 per- 
cent more than the national 
average net income. For general 


practitioners, the gap was even 
wider, at 32.6 percent above the 
national average. Net returns in 
all areas of specialization in the 
ESC also showed well above 
average net income levels. 

Seldon notes that the income 
differentials do not reflect higher 
fee levels. 

The fees charged by ESC 
physicians were at or below na- 
tional averages. But the number 
of patients they saw each week 
was much higher, aid ESC physi- 
cians worked a slightly longer 
average number of weeks per 
year than others. 

Weekly patient-visits per physi- 
cian in the ESC were some 29 per- 
cent higher than the national 
average. At the same time, the 
average time a physician spent 
per patient visit was over 27 per- 
cent less. 

In 1978 the number of physi- 
cians in Alabama was 122 for 
every 100,000 persons in the 
population. This was 35 percent 
below the U.S. mean of 187 per 
100,000. 

Seldon summarizes, ‘‘The 
picture which emerges from these 
figures is of ESC District physi- 
cians fewer in number per capita, 
facing higher demands per physi- 


cian as a result, adapting to that 
heavier demand by making and 
earning higher incomes. Since 
there is good evidence to support 
the claim that physicians tend té 
make too little use of auxiliaried 
as substitutes for scarce physiciag 
time, the ESC practice ‘“‘style? 
may in fact be desirable from the 
point of view of efficient resource 
use rather than an indication of & 
physician shortage. To patient§ 
who associate greater physiciag 
contact time with better quality 
care, of course, this will be little 
comfort.”’ E

Most turkey hunters won’t 
teach even their own brothers 
how to go after the wily gobbler. 
Although turkey populations are 
on the increase in most parts of 
the nation, turkey hunters are 
still a secret fraternity, a mystic 
order.

A single fee, $350 for the Wild 
Turkey Hunting School covers 
lodging, meals and personalized 
instruction. The cost is about 
what you would spend for three 
days at a fine golf resort. And 
you can prove your new expert 
skills by displaying a certificate 
attesting to your membership in 
the “Order of the Beard and 
Spur’’. Since this school fills up 
each year, bookings are on a first 
come basis. 

Westervelt offers some of the 
best wild turkey to be found. This 
year the season will run from 
March 20 to April 25.

mediately. if the majority are “No”, 
this Act shall have no further effect. 

Section 3. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of the act 
is declared invalid of unconstitu- 
tional, such declaration shail not af- 
fect the parts which remain. 

Section 4. This act shail take effect 
upon its passage and approval by the

(6) “Water Works Board"’ shall refer 
to the board or agency of each 
governmental unit or situated within 
the region which is empowered to 
Prescribe rates and collect charges 
for the furnishing of water to residen- 
tial, commercial, or industrial users, 
whether such rates are prescribed 
and collected pursuant to 
Ala. Code (1975) §11-50-351 (boards of 
water and sewer commissioners), 
Ala.

Section 5. Adjustment of charges. ff 


The annual charges authorized herein 
are the maximum amounts which 
may be required of the water works 
boards for the continued funding of 
water quality study and implementa- 
tion in the region. In the event such 
charges produce more revenue than 
is required for this purpose, the 
charges may be reduced by the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Commis- 
sion by notification by it to all water 
works boards of the amount of any 
such reduction in charges. 

Section 6. Costs of Collection. All 
water works boards shall be reim- 
bursed by the Birmingham Regiona! 
Planning Commission for the actual 
costs incurred by such water works 
boards in the collecting and remitting 
of the annual charges herein 
Prescribed. 

Section 7. Duration, This Act shail 
expire upon completion by the Birm- 
ingham Regional Planning Commis- 
sion of water quality study and im- 
plementation within the region, and 
upon notification to all affected water 
works boards by the Birmingham 
Regional Planning Commission that 
such water works boards may discon- 
tinue the collecting of the _— 
charges required hereby.

Recalling the turnout of ap- 
proximately 350. school 
employees at that meeting at 
Montevallo High School, 
Sumners observed, ‘‘At least the 
board knows teachers are alive 
now - I don’t think they knew 
that before.’’ 

And to keep the board aware 
of their existence and needs, a 
massive letter writing campaign 
to board members was suggested.

Pelham denies business license; 


slightly softens stand on dogs

The Pelham Council took a 
strong stand against a gold 
store’s license renewal in a special 
called meeting last week. At the 
same meeting the council also on- 
ly slightly softened its stand on a 
leash 1aw which has drawn flak 
recently as being too stringent 
and over-zealously enforced. 

Pelham Police Captain Allen 
Wade, armed with numerous 
dossiers, a 20-minute taped con- 
fession, and backed by seven law 
enforcers from Alabaster, Moun- 
tain Brook, Pelham, the Shelby 
County Sheriff’s Department and 
the Bureau of Alcohol and 
Firearms, had little trouble in 
persuading the council to deny 


Bama Gold and Silver a business 
license renewal. 

The highway 31 business was 
first denied a business license 
renewal by city clerk Willie Mae 
Dennis after its license expired at 
the end of 1981. According to 
law, any denied business has the 
right to a review of the action by 
the council, so Mayor Burk 
Dunaway called the special 
meeting for last Thursday even- 
ing. 

However, no one represneted 
Bama Gold and Silver at the 
meeting, although Dunaway said 
he had notified store personnel of 
their requested hearing more than 
24 hours in advance. 

Wade presented the council 


with copies of purchase forms 
from Bama, which are required 
by city ordinance to be filled out 
when such stores buy gold and 
silver from individuals. He 
pointed out what he called con- 
tradictions in identifying sellers, 
inconsistencies in information, 
and several alleged instances of 
store personnel illegally buying 
gold and silver from minors. 
The most damning evidence 
against the license renewal came 
when a Mountain Brook in- 
vestigator said warrants had been 
issued in Jefferson County 
against one of Bama’s alleged- 
owners for buying and melting 
down stolen silver.

The two are from Montevallo 
and both have birthdays this 
month. Kennedy turned 20 on 
Tuesday and Grayson will be 21 
on Feb. 26. 

The burglary case tried last 


week took place nine days prior 
to the Orr murder. 

Kennedy was found guilty of 
taking a stereo system from the 
Baptist Student Center located on 
Highland St. near the University 
of Montevallo campus. 

In closing arguments to the 
jury, District Attorney Billy Hill 
stressed to the jury that the case 
was important because it affected 
a person’s fundamental right to 
be secure. 

The stolen stereo, records, and 
tape recorder belonged to Univer- 
sity of Montevallo student De- 
wayne Curry, who lived at the 
center.

The unprecedented investment 
program the Legislature approv- 
ed for the oil lease windfall in- 
volves putting every penny of the 
original $449 million into a 
perpetual trust along with some 
$11 million in interest already ac- 
cumulated on the money. That 
makes a total of $460 million 
which will go into the trust fund 
and remain untouched for years: . 

Amendment No. 1 on the 
ballot creates the perpetual trust. 
Without nailing the trust fund 
down in the constitution, a future 
Legislature could withdraw the 
money and spend it for whatever 
use it saw fit. Under our plan, 
every cent of the windfall will be 
in the trust fund 20 years from 
now, drawing interest every day. 

Another vital part of our pro- 
gram is a $520 million bond issue 
which will provide funds to meet 
the state’s most urgent building 
needs and, at the same time, 
create jobs for thousands of the 
state’s unemployed. 

Amendment No. 2 authorizes 
the state to issue those bonds and 
spells out what the money can be 
used for - highways and bridges, 
schools, prisons, menta! health

jects. 

By telling you how the money 
can be used, the amendment 
assures you that you will get your 
money’s worth. It doesn’t list 
how much will be spent in each 
area. Those figures are spelled 
out in an appropriation bill 
already passed by the Legislature 
and waiting for the constitutional 
amendment to be approved. 

Actually, the bond issue will 
provide more than $650 million 
in building funds instead of just 
the original $520 million. As soon 
as it is available, the $520 million 
will be invested in lending institu- 
tions within the state and, before 
all of the bond issue money is 
spent, the interest will amount to 
an estimated $150 million. 

Besides the buildings of roads, 
bridges, schools and the other 
public works projects, the oil 
lease windfall program also sets 
aside seed money to finance some 
$600 million in low-cost mor- 
tgage loans to low and middle- 
income wage earners who want to 
own their own homes. 

Amendment No. 3 on the 
ballot permits the state to use its 
funds to pay the expenses of the 
Alabama Housing Finance 
Authority, which is administering 
the mortgage loan program. 

The amendment is essential 
because the consitution presently 
prohibits the state from lending 
its money or credit “‘to any in- 
dividual, association or corpora- 
tion.’’? Amendment No. 3 is only 
a temporary provision. It 
automatically expires December 
31, 1983, the same date the 
federal mortgage funds run out. 

I encourage each of you to go 
to the polls on March 2 and to 
vote ‘‘yes’’ on these first three 
amendments. Let’s get this one- 
time oil lease windfall money 
working to improve our state.

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As traffic patterns change 


Business returns to Highway 31

The completion of I-65’s miss- 
ing link through Shelby County 
last spring was a welcome event 
to motorists frustrated by 
bumper-to-bumper traffic on 
highway 31. 

But businessmen along the 31 
corridor in Alabaster and Pelham 
were not in a position to share 
such enthusiasm. By at least one 
estimate, some business im- 
mediately fell by 50 percent when 
the freeway opened. 

However, since the May 1981 
opening of I-65, business has 
recovered some of its lost traffic 
as local residents find that travel- 
ing highway 31 today is easy com- 
pared to the nightmare of the 
past. 

A general rule-of-thumb allows 
about three years for local 
businesses to recover from the 
shock of interstate bypass, but 
there are signs that it may pick up 
quicker than that in Shelby 
County. 

During the first few weeks, the 
freeway had a visible impact on 
traffic and business. Indeed, a 
long-time bookkeeper at an 
Alabaster Gulf station says 
highway 31 looked like a ‘‘ghost 
town.”’ 

**I could have worked (the ser- 
vice station) by myself,” says 
Eunice Tidmore, whose son 
Ricky has since bought out Tid- 
more’s Gulf. “I thought the 
business was really gone. Then it 
gradually started coming back, 
and it’s still coming back every 
day.”’ 

She says many people at first 
went out of their way to drive the 
interstate, and confesses she was 
one of them. Most of the tourist 
traffic and trucking still sticks to 
I-65, but as the newness con- 
tinues to wear off, more and 
more local traffic is returning. 

William Ulmer, owner of 
W.H. Ulmer Tobacco and Candy 
Wholesalers in Alabaster which 
services numerous stores along 
the 31 corridor, says his sales, 
and consequently those of local 
businesses, fell off 50 percent 
when the interstate opened. In 
the past eight months, however, 
Ulmer says 35 percent of his 
business has returned. 

Eunice Tidmore says her books 
probably reflect similar figures. 

Traffic flow estimates seem to 
agree with these figures. 

State highway department 
district engineer James Braden 
estimates that the interstate cut in 
half highway 31’s daily traffic 
flow which was as high as 35,000 
vehicles in north Shelby. 
Although the state has not yet 
tabulated flow patterns, Braden 
estimates traffic on 31 in north 
Shelby is back up to about 20,000 
vehicles per day. ; 

Braden also believes Shelby 
County may be ahead of the nor- 
mal pattern of returning traffic. 


Braden also says that a con- 
tract was let recently to Central 
Alabama Paving and Construc- 
tion for resurfacing highway 31 
from the Alabaster city limits to 
the Cahaba River. The project, 
set to start this month and be 
completed by early summer, is 
expected to further benefit traffic 
and business on 31. 


Joe Smith, store manager at 
Unpainted Furniture in Pelham, 
predicts the completion of 1-459 
should also benefit business 
along the 31 corridor by making 
the area more accessible to outly- 
ing areas such as Bessemer and 
the eastern side of Birmingham. 

Smith, who noticed the initial 
decline of business traffic when 
I-65 opened, believes the in- 
terstate will be a long-run benefit 
to business. “‘All the way down 
there to Pelham,’’ Smith says, 
‘is really only about five 
minutes, now.”’ 


Traffic patterns 


Two businessmen say the open- 
ing of I-65 actually increased the 
clanging of their cash registers. 

Ken Nason, owner of One 
Hour Martinizing in Pelham says 
that every month since the open- 
ing of the interstate, his business 
has increased. For one thing, he 
points out that on-off accessibili- 
ty to 31 has greatly increased. But 
since his biggest increase is in his 
morning store traffic, he thinks 
interstate travel allows com- 


muters more time for errands 
before they have to be at work in 
Birmingham. 


The opening of 1-65 last spring immediately changed local traffic pat- 
terns. More gradual has been the change in shopping habits of people 
who patronize stores along highway 31 in Alabaster and Pelham.

Country Grocery owner Jack 
Shelton says he used to have 
customers drive the back roads to 
his highway 52 location just to 
stay away from 31’s dangerous 
congestion. The freeway exit at 
highway 52, he says, has made a 
relatively important artery out of 
this road, thus increasing the 
traffic flow and consequently his 
yolume of walk-in customers. 

Susan Byars, manager of 
Strickland’s women’s shop in 
Pelham says she noticed an initial 
decline in business, but says it ap- 
pears to be recovering from the 
indications of January sales. 

A customer who drove up from 
Montevallo to buy shoes at 
Strickland’s offers some insight 
into the discussion. ‘‘Traveling 
up 31 sure is a lot nicer without 
all that traffic,’’ she says, trying 
on another pair of heels. 

Like many of the restaurants 
along the strip, the Triple J felt 
the blow of tourists and truckers 
taking to the interstate. ‘‘But as 
far as we’re concerned,’’ says 
founder and former owner Joe 
John Joseph, ‘‘business has 
already hit the bottom and is star- 
ting back up.”’ 

“‘We’re getting more local peo- 
ple now,”’ Joseph says. ‘‘Traffic 
is up over the last several months, 
and if you get traffic, you get 
people to stop.’’ 

The future is always uncertain, 
Joseph says, but adds with a 
smile, ‘‘If Krystal, Quincy’s, 
Wal-Mart and K-Mart are com- 
ing here, somebody must know 
something about business on 
a

Also, he said jewelry stolen in 
a December burglary had been 
bought the same day by Bama, 
and later recovered through the 
store by police. 

James Gustin, a Birmingham 
man charged with that Jefferson 
County burglary, was subse- 
quently charged with 13 addi- 
tional burglaries in north Shelby 
County, according to sheriff's in- 
vestigator John Pratt. Pratt said 
that Gustin said Bama was one of 
his primary fences, and it was 
common knowledge that the 
store bought and sold stolen 
goods. 

During the presentation of 
complaints against the store, 
councilman Ray Hamilton com- 
mented that such business was 
not wanted in Pelham, and asked 
if the hearing was necessary. 
Dunaway said it was. 

However, the council did deem 
it unnecessary to hear a 
20-minute taped confession of a 
juvenile who said he had sold 
stolen goods at Bama. 

Wade said at various times 
Albert Eichelberger, and his 
brother Scott, both of Birm- 
ingham, represented themselves 
as owners of the store. However, 
evidence brought to surface by 
State investigators revealed that 
the owner is Michael Renee Grif- 
fin, a convicted felon in North 
Carolina, Wade said.

forced, with only a few minor 
changes. 

Dunaway said it was unfor- 
tunate that friendly dogs get 
caught easier than problem dogs 
that often escape. But, he added, 
even a friendly dog that’s not 
confined is still guilty. 

Complaints against loose dogs 
still out-weigh complaints that 
the new law is causing problems, 
he added. 

However, Dunaway did sug- 
gest that picked up dogs be 
returned to their owners, if possi- 
ble, instead of being impounded 
and thus costing a boarding fee. 
In cases where the dog is return- 
ed, the owner will still be issued a 
citation and be required to go to 
municipal court. 

Furthermore, Councilman 
John Tanner suggested that in in- 
stances where suspected owners 
of nabbed dogs are not home, the 
dog catcher should leave notice 
of the dog’s description, and the 
fact that it had been impounded.

The annual interest rate charg- 
ed on tax underpayments and 
paid on overpayments, effective 
February 1, will rise from 12 to 
20 percent, the Internal Revenue 
Service said. 

The rate on the underpayment 
of individual and corporate 
estimated taxes and most other 
tax law provisions imposing in- 
terest also will be 20 percent, ac- 
cording to the IRS. 

This rate change stems from a 
provision of the Economic 
Recovery Act of 1981, requiring 
that the rate be set by each Oc- 
tober 15 and be based on 100 per- 
cent of the average prime interest 
rate for the preceding month. 

Previously, the rate was chang- 
ed every two years to equal 90 
percent of the prime.

Warren came to Montevallo in 
1978 from the University of Rich- 
mond, where he had been assis- 
tant to the president for academic 
affairs. He earned a doctorate in 
economics at Tulane University 
and his bachelor’s degree at Rich- 
mond. 

Warren is a member of a 
number of _ professional, 
honorary and other organizations 
including Omicron Delta Kappa 
and Alpha Tau Omega.

A fine print, says Payne, will 
not hold its original beauty or 
value unless properly mounted. 
They should be matted, 
separating the face of the print 
from the glass.

A trace of acid existing in the 
wood pulp of the regular mat 
board, used in traditional moun- 
ting, may in time cause a darken- 
ing of the paper. This is par- 
ticularly noticeable along the mat 
opening. Also, the art paper will 
become brittle. 

Conservation mounting uses 
only acid-free materials. The 
print is backed by two or three 
ply ragboard and underneath the 
matting another laycr of one ply 
ragboard is positioned, encasing 
the artwork in acid free 
materials.

tinued their walk to Our Lady of 
the Valley Catholic Church on 
Cahaba Valley Road. 

Churches of various 
denominations are assisting those 
who participate in peace mar- 
ches, and Monday, St. Andrews 
Episcopal Church in Birmingham 
hosted the group. 

They plan to_- reach 
New York City in June where 
disarmament talks are to be held.

More than seven years ago I 
predicted the recent violence and 
anger between landowners and 
deer hunters. 

For 20 years I have been wat- 
ching the pot come to a boil and 
now I see that the so-called solu- 
tion includes only stiffer fines 
and penalties for night hunting, 


poaching, threatening lan- 
downers, etc., by ‘‘deer’’ 
**hunters. 


<** However, I must ignore such 

so-called corrective legislation as 
the final word, obviously propos- 
ed by certain individuals selected 
to study the situation and come 
up with a plausible answer to 
woes of both landowners, 
dedicated non-dog hunters and 
ruthlessly driven white-tailed 
deer. 

The REAL solution is simple: 
outlaw deer hunting with dogs 
and rigidly enforce the law! 

In late 1974 when I was 
Alabama Extension Service fish 
and wildlife specialist, I research- 
ed and prepared material for a 
public meeting including Lee and 
Chambers counties on problems 
of deer hunting with dogs. 

Lee County courthouse was 
packed. Several wildlife conser- 
vation officers were asked to be 
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they knew would take place. 

In essence I, as wildlife 
= specialist, was representing 
= several landowners in both coun- 
= ties who had asked me to call the 
= meeting to help them stop 
= trespassing on their properties by 
= uninvited deer hunters who used 
=dlogs, shot from the highway and 
used spotlights around their 
homes and farms. However, the 
night of the meeting, none of 
these landowners was present. I 
recognized several landowners, 
but they were probably afraid to 
speak, because of the loud and 
profane declarations. 

I tried to give the audience the 
facts, but was continually 
shouted down. The only real sup- 
port I got was from Dr. Keith 
Causey, Auburn University 
Zoology-Entomology Dept. 
wildlife professor and researcher 
on deer biology and manage- 
ment, who knew the situation as 
well as I and many others pre- 
sent, including some of his game 
management students. He was 
also shouted down. 

Here are a few of the brief 
statements I made, attempting to 
prove why deer dogging is 
“detrimental: 

“In 1936...individuals con- 
vinced the Virginia General 
Assembly to enact a law pro- 
hibiting the hunting of deer with 
dogs west of the Blue Ridge 
mountains. Between 1937 and 
3944...1700 animals 
were,..released...Following the 


So 
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restocking the first hunting 
season was permitted in 1945 
with...200 animals...harvested in 
two days. Since that time the 
hunting period has been extended 
to 12...days and the 1973 kill was 
16,567 animals... 

“In eastern Virginia where 
dogs are used in deer hunting, 
trespass problems are con- 
siderably more numerous and the 
dangerous practice of road hun- 
ting is prevalent...I am convinced 
that the landowner is the only one 
capable of having laws enacted 
which will stop the running of 
deer hounds on private lands...’’ 
(Letter from R.H. Cross, Jr., 
Chief, Division of Virginia Game 
and Inland Fisheries, April 2, 
1974.) 

**...Numbers of deer limit the 
effectiveness of still hunting, and 
when hunting success decreases 
to a point no longer attractive to 
hunters, hunting pressure 
decreases, thereby becoming a 
built-in safeguard to the popula- 
tion. With dog hunting, suc- 
cessful hunts can be held on very 
low deer populations, keeping the 
population low and therefore in- 
capable of furnishing sizeable 
harvests. Under this situation it is 
possible for a minority group to 
monopolize what hunting is 
available in a given area. (Letter 
to Roy T. Johnston, Ft. Benning, 
Ga. Wildlife Dept. from Jack A. 
Crockford, assistant director, 
Georgia State Game & Fish Com- 
mission, Oct. 27, 1965.) 

**...There is considerable dif- 
ferences in the quality of meat 
that is obtained between stalk 
hunts and dog hunts. (sic). 

**The stalk hunter usually takes 
his animal with a well placed shot 
upon a still or slow moving 
animal. If he eviscerates the 
animal soon after the kill and 
then sees that it is chilled before 
skinning and cutting -- he has 
good quality and very good 
tasting meat. The so-called ‘‘wild 
taste”’ is almost non-existant.

Impossible for a child of 
Julia’s age to learn from studies 
in a college classroom? 

Well, according to Julia’s 
mother Cindy Austin, the tow- 
haired toddler has learned much 
from her visits in the 
developmental psychology 
classes. 

But, actually, it is for the 
benefit of the students that Julia 
has visited class sessions since she 
was five weeks old. 

*‘She comes to class with her 
mother — and her father has 
come some -- four to six times 
each semester,’’ said class in- 
structor Judy Rogers. 

Visits are scattered throughout 
the semester so class members 
may observe the young child’s 
growth and development over a 
three or four month period. 
Other children about Julia’s age 
are sometimes brought in so 
students may observe interaction 
between them, said Rogers. 

At the end of each semester 
students report on what they have 
observed about her development 
in such areas as language, per- 
sonality, motor ability, etc. 

Rogers said that at the end of 
last semester each student in the 
psychology class, in addition to 
class reports, wrote either a letter 
or report for Julia and her 
parents to keep. 

Julia’s mother said the 
students were very observant and 
their comments are a help to her 


little Julia had “‘getting into the 
world.” 

**She was not breathing when 
she was born,’’ said Cindy, ‘‘and 
the doctor watched her for awile 
to be sure she did not have brain 


Some of the students remarked 
on the way the youngster observ- 
ed them while she was being 
observed by them. She would 
walk down the aisles between the 
desks and “‘give each one the 
once over before going on to the 
next one,’’ someone commented. 
this seemed to be Julia’s way of 
getting to know them. 

Rogers said she hopes to spend 
some of Julia’s visits this 
semester letting class members 
observe the child out-of-doors. 

The setting for Julia’s visit to 
class last week was very informal 
with students seated in clusters 
around the room or on the floor 
at the child’s level. They played 
games with her, watched her play 
and scribble on the chalk board 
and note paper, and carried on 
*“‘conversations”’ with her.

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Montevallo cemetery ‘rediscovered 


Members of the Shelby County 
Historical Society have 
discovered a ‘“‘lost’’ cemetery in 
Montevallo. 

Actually, some of them have 
known of the cemetery’s ex- 
istence for several years. It just 
slipped their minds when they 
began taking census of all known 
cemeteries in the county. 

But according to Madine 
Evans of the Society, informa- 
tion from the grave markers has 
now been recorded and will be in- 
cluded in the next edition of the 
group’s ‘Shelby County 
Cemetery Census’. Census of 
some fifty county cemeteries has 
already been printed by the Socie- 
ty, and the upcoming volume will 


list data from more than 100 
others. 
H.G. McGaughy of 


Montevallo said his father told 
him that he remembered a 
cemetery on top of the hill 
overlooking Montevallo’s Orr 
Park, and he found overgrown 
graves there behind an old, 
deserted house. 

A chain link fence surrounds 
the graves but one corner has 
been torn down by a fallen tree 
and the lock on the gate has been 
broken. 

Calls to’ older residents and 
history buffs of the community 
failed to produce information on 
the property or living persons 
connected with the old burying 
plot. 

He said he talked with City Ad 
ministrator Don Hughes, who 
got Boy Scouts to clear away 
some of the overgrowth. 
However, it has since become 
overgrown again, and McGaughy 
said he recalls seeing some 
markers earlier which he can no 
longer find. He also said that 
some of the remaining stones 
have been broken since he first 
visited the graveyard. 

McGaughy also noticed that 
windows in the empty house 
nearby were being broken. 

Someone knew how to reach 
the owner, Richard Browne, at 
his present residence in 
Maryland, and he came to {he 
county to check on his property. 

Browne said last week that he 
does not know who owns the 
cemetery property adjoining his 
land which was purchased by his 
father in 1937. But, about fifteen 
years ago, he said, two elderly 
ladies from Birmingham, who 
identified themselves as descen- 
dants of people buried in the 
cemetery, came down and asked 
about having a fence erected 
around the graves. 

He corresponded with one of 
the ladies, a Mrs. Johnny Hall, 
after the fence was put up, he 
said, but has been unable to reach 
her in recent years. 

Eloise Meroney mentioned the 
cemetery in her book on the 
history of Montevallo, calling it 
the Powell family cemetery. 

Edward Powell, she said, was 
one of the earliest settlers -- 
following Jesse and Benjamin 
Wilson -- to secure title to land in 
the area after it was acquired 
from the Indians. Both he and 
Edmund King came from 
Georgia in 1817 and had impor- 
tant parts in shaping the early 
community. They were both 
wealthy, influential men, she 
wrote, and rivalry and an- 
tagonism existed between them. 

A stone in the old cemetery 
marks the grave of Edward W. 
Powell who died December 14, 
1837 at the age of 58.

Amendment No. 1 
STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, Act No. 81-1190 
of the Legislature of Alabama 
passed during the Third Special 
Session, 1981, provides that an 
election be held by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama 
upon certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution of 
Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, said Act further pro- 
vides that the election be held on 
March 2, 1962; and, 

WHEREAS, The Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901, requires that 
notice of such election, together 
with the proposed amendment, be 
given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor; and 


WHEREAS, such Proclamation 
is to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama for at least 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for 
such election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Fob 
James, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice 
that on Tuesday, the 2nd day of 
March, 1982, an election will be 
held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form prescribed by 
law upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901: 


“Section 1. Creation of 
Trust Fund. For the con-

Arson and robbery 


cleared with arrest

Sheriff’s investigators arrested 
a Vincent man last week on 
charges stemming from two east- 
county cases. The first case in- 
volved the arson of a car and the 
terrorizing of an elderly couple, 
while the second incident involv- 
ed a 72-year old woman robbed 
at knife-point in her house. 

Ricky Melvin Dates, 20, of 
Vincent was picked up Thursday, 
February 11, and later that day 
confessed to both crimes, accor- 
ding to Investigator Richard Fox. 
He is charged with arson and first 
degree robbery. 

Fox said the two apparently 
related incidents happened this 
way: 

It was Thursday, January 21, 
and Bill and Florance Florey were 
spending a quiet evening at their 
home on Railroad Avenue in Vin- 
cent. 

Shortly after 9 p.m. someone 
broke into their garage and 
started a fire with papers inside 
The elderly couple 
became aware something was up 
when they heard a person runn- 
ing around their house beating on 
the walls. 

Quickly, they called their son, 
Sam, who lived a few minutes 
away. When Sam arrived, no one 
was in sight, but shortly the car 
horn began blaring in the garage. 
When he opened the car door, the 
smoldering interior burst into 
flames. It was a mystery.

Fox said Dates previously had 
several minor brushes with the 
law. He is now being held on 
$100,000 bond for arson and rob-

Sheriff asks state 
for hefty pay hike 


by Marcia M. Sears 

Sheriff James F. ‘‘Buddy” 
Glasgow is going to the 
legislature for a raise. 

He is seeking a ‘salary adjust- 
ment’ that could boost his annual 
pay from $20,000 to $36,298. 

The sheriff was left behind 
when all the deputies on his staff 
received big raises last October 
first. His deputies are tied to the 
State trooper pay scale, and the 
state granted the troopers signifi- 


cant raises. The result was that. 


five men in his department are 
now making more money than 
the sheriff, whose salary is fixed 
by law. 

The bill that the sheriff hopes 
will be introduced and passed in 
the legislature would set his 
salary at ‘‘not less than 15 per- 
cent more than the chief deputy 
of Shelby County.” Chief Depu- 
ty James Jones is now drawing 


$31,564 per year. If passed by the 
legislature, the act would put the 
sheriff's salary on an escalator 
scale that could go up every time 
the troopers get raises. 

The money to pay the salaries 
for the sheriff and his department 
must come from the county 
treasury, not from the state 
treasury, and this has been a 
recurring irritant to the Shelby 
County Commission. 


The county must pay whatever 
salary is dictated by the trooper 
pay scale, and the result is that 
county deupties now receive far 
higher salaries than other county 
employees. The county has been 
in a tight financial condition for 
several years and this year other 
county employees received no 
raise at all. 

The law tying the Shelby Coun- 
ty sheriff’s department to the 


trooper pay scale was passed dur- 
ing the regime of former sheriff 
C.P. ‘*Red’’ Walker. Only one or 
two other counties in the state 
have a similar tie. 

Legal advertising of the pro- 
posed new act is beginning in this 
week’s issue of the Reporter. 
After four weeks, it could be in- 
troduced in the legislature. It pro- 
vides that the increased salary 
“shall become effective im- 
mediately upon (the act's) 
passage and approval by the 
Governor.”” 

The sheriff at present also 
receives $5,000 in expense 
money, but this is not part of the 
proposed new act, and would 
presumably not be changed. 

If passed, the sheriff would be 
the highest paid elected public of- 
ficial in Shelby County, out- 
distancing the superintendent of 
education and the probate judge.

Too little too late means Simm- 
sville residents have even longer 
to wait before water is piped into 
their community.

Last Thursday an estimated 45 
residents met at Simmsville 
Chapel to find out why they 
couldn’t hook on to Westover’s 
system, and to hear what 
Shelby’s spokesman had to say 
on the issue, But no one from the 
Westover Water Authority at- 
tended the meeting. 

Archer told the Reporter last 
weekend that he would have been 
glad to attend the meeting, but no 
one called him about it. 

He said although the board 
unanimously rejected Simm- 
sville’s latest petition for the ex-

tension, it had by no means ruled 
out the possibility. In fact, Ar- 
cher said the Authority’s newest 
well and tank will allow it to ex- 
tend service into other areas, and 
that Simmsville had top extension 
priority. 

Feasibility studies on the exten- 
sion, made three years ago, were 
based on at least 100 customers 
signing up for water, Archer said. 


Since then, interest rates on 
loans for such projects has 
skyrocketed from 5% to 11 
3/8%. According to Archer, this 
makes necessary minimum water 
rates of $13.25, based on 100 
meters. 

Only 67 signatures and 
deposits were presented to the 
Authority by the January 26 
quarterly deadline set by FHA 
for loan applications, Archer 
said. He was also told that some 
13 additional residents said they 
wanted the service, too, bringing 
the total to 80. 

Archer said Roger Traywick, 
FHA’s Columbiana _  ad- 


ministrator, told him that 80 
Signatures would up the 
minimum water rates to $15.75. 
For 6000 gallons, Archer figured 
monthly bills would run $33.75. 


“With the signatures we had, 
with the minimum billing so high, 
and the time element involved, 
(the board) didn’t think it would 
be wise to add Simmsville at this 
time,” Archer said. He said the 
board’s major concern was to not 
put itself into a position that 
might lead to higher rates for its 
present customers. ‘‘The board 
still has Simmsville in mind,’’ he 
added. ‘‘We’re looking for either 
more people, or lower interest 
rates. We could make the ap- 
plication by the end of the year, 
or it could be several years.’’ 

Archer said the FHA told him 
January 20 that the Authority 
could apply for the loan. That 
was the day the system’s new well 
went on the line. 

That day he said he called 
about 15 people in Simmsville 
who had signed a petition for

But 
these systems are not wholly ef- 
fective, and are expensive to keep 
up. 

According to Harris, about 20 
residents oppose the movement 
for Westover water because they 
have so much invested in filtering 
systems. 

As for her own feelings, she 
said, ‘‘I don’t care how much it 
costs. I want good water!”’ 

Richard Shelby’s district 
represenative Andy Dearman, 
who attended the Thursday 
meeting, pledged the con- 
gressman’s support in helping 
procure a FHA loan for the ex- 
tension work. 

“I believe they’ ll be able to get 
water from some nearby system if 
they can find some more 
customers,’’ Dearman told the 
Reporter. ‘‘It may take a little 
time, though, but Congressman 
Shelby will help if someone says 
they'll do it.”’

Pelham’s month old water rate 
hike may be in for revision. The 
city council voted Monday night 
to review the controversial new 
rates in 60 days. 

The motion for review was 
made by Councilman Ken 
Maynard, who two weeks ago 
presented for study to the coun- 
cil, a proposed rate revision 
which would slice in half the 
recently enacted 114% hike. 

In levying the current rates, 
Maynard said he believed the 
council’s intentions were good 
and its objective honorable. But, 
‘In my opinion we raised the 
rates too much,”’ he said. 

Maynard’s motion to review 
the rates actually died from lack 
of a second, only to be resur- 
rected by a woman in the au- 
dience and the late arrival of 
Councilman John Tanner. 

Tanner, unaware of the pro- 
ceedings, took his seat during the 
silent lull between Maynard mak- 
ing the motion and Mayor Burk 
Dunaway announcing it dead. It 
was as Dunaway moved on to 
other business that the woman 
pointed out that Tanner didn’t 
get to hear the motion. 

Tanner’s tardiness put him in 
the hot seat. Except for the tick- 
ing of an electrical timer on the 
back wall, which sounded like a 
Chinese water torture, total 
silence fell on the chamber. 

Finally, Tanner said, “‘If we 
have a councilman with questions 
(on this issue), I’ll second the mo- 
tion.”’ 

Ray Hamilton said he would 
vote to review the rates, but first 
asked for 60 days to see how 
much the new rates, only in their 
first billing cycle, would actually 
generate. 

“That’s fair,’’ said 
people in the audience. 

The vote passed then without 
any objections. 

Maynard is actually the one 
who moved at the January 4 
meeting that the council adopt 
the current rate hike. Now, he ex- 
plained to theReporter, he feels 
that was a mistake. 

‘The more questions people 
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Dr. A. Lynn Hall and friends 
announce opening of 


Hall Animal Hospital 
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asked me (about the rates and the 
proposed improvements to the 
water system), the more informa- 
tion I realized I didn’t have,”’ he 
said. ‘‘If we ever get to a point 
where we don’t acknowledge our 
mistakes, we need to be replac- 
ed.”’ 

“I feel like we’ve been ex- 
cessive and I’m glad to see the 
boys are going to reconsider (the 
matter),’’ Maynard said. 

However, the councilman did 
stress the need for capital im- 
provements to the Pelham water 
system, especially in light of the 
emergency rationing required last 
summer during peak usage. To 
meet all the needs of residents, he 
said the planned $250,000 im- 
provements could be made today, 
and $100,000 per year could still 
probably be spent over the next 
six Or seven years. 

Maynard said his proposal is 
meant more as a guideline than 
an actual substitute for the new 
rates. 
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Pelham may review water hike 


The proposed revision would 
not change the current 
$4.50/1000 for the first 3000 
gallons of water or the $1.50 
charge for the next 1000 gallons. 
However, everything from 
4000-20,000 gallons would cost 
$1.00/1000. 

Anything over 20,000 would 
jump back up to $1.50/1000. 
Maynard said this jump might 
help discourage high water con- 
sumption. 

However, Dunaway later told 
the Reporter that as for the cur- 
rent new rates generating 
revenue, ““They (the councilmen) 
won’t know much more in 60 
days than we know now. They 
might know something in six 
months, though.’’ 

Dunaway, standing behind his 
philosophy of operating the city 
in the black, said he would still 
rather generate the money to pay 
off, at the worst, a short-term 
loan to cover capital im- 
provements. 
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Dunaway also pointed out that 
the city needs some sort of col- 
lateral to get any sort of loan. 
The Water Board only made 
some $15,000 last year, he said, 
hardly enough to justify a 
$250,000 expenditure. 

Maynard said he estimated by 
summer usage figures that his 
revised rates would generate 
$167,000 per year. After 
operating costs, he said that 
would leave some $150,000 to go 
towards improvements. 

The current rates are expected 
to bring in $360,000.

Poll officials have chance to shape up 


Poll workers have a chance to 
get an education before the 
March 2 election, and we hope 
they get it. 

These people are dedicated to 
the public interest, and they have 
a fine attitude of public service, 
but as the last several elections 
have shown, they do not know 
how to handle the paper work 
correctly. 

Not all of them, of course, but 
somany of them fail to read the 
instructions and to fill out the 
forms properly, that the election 
results could easily be challenged. 

This newspaper has been at the 


courthouse on election night for 
years and years, and the situation 
is getting worse, rather than bet- 
ter. 

We assume that the March 2 
election will be one of the easier 
ones to report, because there are 
no party candidates. This should 
give the election officials a 
chance to learn their craft, so 
they will be prepared for the elec- 
tions that have Republican and 
Democratic primary ballots in 
late summer. 

Time after time, this 
newspaper has seen ballots come 
in from polling places incorrectly 


filled out. The official ballots are 
different from the ballots that are 
to be opened at once and counted 
for the early returns. Yet many of 
the officials do not see the dif- 
ference, put them in the wrong 
envelopes and create massive 
confusion with the officials at the 
courthouse. 

The officials at the courthouse 
are not blameless either, because 
they never seem to get areporting 
system figured out in advance. 

Last time, Shelby County was 
the last county in the state to 
report, and that was a presiden- 
tial election. 


The machines have been in use 
for years, but many of the poll 
officials have not learned how to 
take advantage of the quick way 
the machines tally the votes. 
Counties that still use the paper 
ballot reported much earlier than 
Shelby County last time. It’s a 
disgrace. 


The county is running three 
‘schools’ for poll workers this 
time, and- we hope all the 
workers, including those who 
have worked at the polls before, 
will attend.

Governor states case for amendments 


by Fob James 

The huge public works pro- 
gram growing out of Alabama’s 
oil lease windfall will pump more 
than $1 billion into the state’s 
economy in the next three to five 
years and creates an estimated 
20,000 new jobs in the construc- 
tion industry itself and in the 
plants which provide the building 
materials. 

That is just the beginning. 
Economists say the infusion of 
that much money into the 
economy will have a rippling im- 


pact for at least 10 years and 
ultimately will provide not 
20,000, but more like 134,000 
new jobs. 

Before that can happen, 
howéver, the program drafted by 
my administration and approved 
by the Legislature must be 
ratified by the people in the con- 
stitutional amendment election 
on March 2. The first three 


amendments on the ballot will 
crank up the legal machinery 
necessary to get the oil lease plan 
working. 


Amendment No. | establishes 
a perpetual trust fund for invest- 
ment of the oil lease money and 
preserves the entire principal for 
future generations. Amendment 
No. 2 authorizes a $520 million 
bond issue to meet the state’s 
urgent building needs, and 
because the bond money will be 
invested and will earn some $150 
million, the bond issue proceeds 
will eventually increase to more 
than $650 million. This amend- 
ment and the appropriation bill 
include the following appropria- 
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.. where it is compacted for recycling 


Benny Davis, who is under pressure from his 
church neighbors and the city council to close or 
move his recycling center from Highway 25 in Col- 
umbiana, illustrates the amount of waste materials 
he recycles as his staff loads a truck with scrap 
cardboard. Davis says every 15 tons of cardboard 
that is recycled saves 300 trees. He admits that 
during and after the January ice storm, he fell 
behind in moving scrap at his yard, but he has 
poured $2,000 worth of concrete since the storm, 


which allows trucks to get to the back of the yard 
and move scrap faster. He says his operation 
pumped $385,000 into the city’s economy last 
year. In addition he claims he has handled 11,000 
peunds of nylon and polyester scrap fiber, that the 
city formerly had to haul to a farm near Shelby to 
burn.

There is no pork barrel in any 
of these projects. Amendment 
No. 3 allows $600 million in state 
funds to be used for low-interest 
housing loans to low and middle- 
income homebuilders. 

Adding the $650 million from 
the bond issue and the $600 
million in housing, more than $1 
billion in new capital will be 
available to get the state’s 
economy moving at a faster pace. 

Economists estimate conser- 
vatively that building homes for 
people who have never before 
been able to afford them will 
mean perhaps 6,000 new jobs. 
Building material manufacturers 
also will have to increase their 
work force to supply the 
materials for new home construc- 
tion. 

The total construction and 
materials in new housing and the 
public works projects will ac- 
count for an estimated 20,000 
new jobs. It should be emphasiz- 
ed that all of these jobs will be 
created in private industry. The 
state will foot the bill, but the 
work will be done by contractors 
hired on competitive bids. 

Where then do we get the 
figure of 134,000? It comes from 
the rippling effect of infusing a 
large sum of money into the 
economy over a relatively short 
period of time. It’s like throwing 
a rock into the water. The ripples 
spread out from the point of im- 
pact again and again in an ever- 
widening circle. 

The same thing happens in the 
economy, says the Center for 
Business and Economic Research’ 
at the University of Alabama. the 
effect of the new money injected 
into the economy keeps on 
spreading farther and farther. 
The Research Center says the ef- 
fect of this oil lease money will be 
felt for at least the next decade. 

It works like this: People hired 
to fill the new jobs are going to 
spend the money they earn on 
food, clothing and perhaps a car. 
In turn, the merchants with 
whom they trade will feel an in- 
crease in their business, and they 
too will spend the additional 
money. The grocer, for instance, 
may have to hire an extra clerk. 

The new clerk now has money 
to spend, and he too spends it for 
the necessities and maybe a few 
luxuries. As the cycle goes 
around, it grows bigger with each 
turn. Similarly, some of the 
building projects will attract 
other industries when they are 
finished, putting still more people 
to work. Finally, in 10 years the 
economists say the $1 billion cash 
transfusion will produce approx- 
imately 134,000 jobs. 

This program is only possible 
through the ratification of 
Amendments No. 1, 2 and 3. I 
urge your total support in the 
passage of these important 
amendments. Vote ‘‘Yes.”’

Hospital lawsuit 
stalls hearing 


No hearing was held Tuesday, 
so no decision was reached on 
any of the five proposals for new 
hospital beds in the north-Shelby 
south-Jefferson area. 

The State Health Planning and 
Development Agency had 
scheduled a hearing on proposals 
from Shelby Medical Center, St. 
Vincent’s, Riverchase Medical 
Center, Baptist Medical Centers 
and Brookwood, who are com- 
peting to build 100 to 125 new 
hospital beds. 

But Riverchase MC had started 
a lawsuit last week against Allan 
Koch, the executive director of 
the agency, his staff and the en- 
tire agency board, and the court 
asked the board not to conduct 
the hearing until the judge could 
go over charges in the lawsuit. 

Riverchase claims in the suit 
that Koch solicited the other 
hospital applications in an at- 
tempt to defeat the RMC pro- 
posal, which was the first one fil- 
ed with the board. 

The case is in Montgomery 
County Circuit Court.

Next Wednesday, a public 
hearing will be held on 
Alabama’s two latest abortion 


- bills. 


These are bills which could 


- greatly affect the lives of many 


Shelby Countians. For, accor- 
ding to area counselors and doc- 
tors contacted by the Reporter, 
they see great numbers of women 
who are either seeking abortions 
or are seeking counseling to help 
them decide whether or not to 
have abortions. 

Ron Kendall of the Chilton- 
Shelby Mental Health Center in 
Calera said, ‘‘Quite a few females 
who have become pregnant come 
in to see us, seeking advice on 
whether to terminate the 
pregnancy. Many are unmarried 
and not sure if they want to have 
the baby or not.” 

Dr. Paul C. Perry, 
gynecologist and obstetrician at 
the Greater Shelby Women’s 
Clinic in Alabaster said he also 
sees a lot of women seeking abor- 
tions. 


Both married and single 
women seek abortions, they said. 
Some are older women. Many are 
girls in their early teens. 

Presently, fourteen is the legal

age of consent for an abortion in 
Alabama. 

If one of the bills in question, 
Bill No. H 421, is enacted, it will 
become ‘‘The Adolescent Abor- 
tion Act of 1982,” and will: 

**_..prevent the performance of 
abortions on any unmarried 
woman who is less than nineteen 
years of age without the consent 
of her parents to the extent con- 
Stitutionally permissible.”’ 

The bill provides for some ex- 
ceptions, 

Kendall said, concerning the 
bill, “I don’t think it’s going to 
help the problem if parents must 
consent.’’ 

He said that he does, however, 
try to get the parents involved. 

He does not think a girl’s 
parents should be told if she does 
not want to tell them, because 
this would be violating her rights, 
he said. 


A private family counselor, 
who does not wish to be iden- 
tified, said that he sees the 
pregnancy of a young, single girl 
as one for the whole family, not 
just for the individual. 

Alabama Women’s Agenda, a 
Montgomery based group which 
Opposes ‘‘The Adolescent 
Pregnancy Act’’ states, that at 
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Debate hits Shelby County 


present, roughly 60% of the 
young women between the ages 
of 13-15 years are accompanied 
by their mothers when they seek 
abortions. They add, however, 
that many mothers who accom- 
pany their daughters on trips to 
abortion clinics have not inform- 
ed the husband or father of the 
fact. 

Kendall said he thinks that 
abortion should be a choice made 
by the physician and the mother, 
and in some cases, the father. He 
added that he wished there was 
some way the males responsible 
for the pregnancies could be writ- 
ten into the bill. 


Kendall said counselors at the 
mental health center do not ad- 
vise women one way or the other 
about abortions, but provide in- 
formation and let them make 
their own decisions. 

““We give them alternatives (to 
abortion). If they want to get an 
abortion we can refer them (to an 
abortion clinic), and they can 
come back to us for counseling if 
need be,’’ he said. 

Perry said, ‘‘I don’t recom- 
mend abortions. I don’t do abor- 
tions. The reason I don’t is that I 
think it is taking a human life.’’ 

He added, “I think it is unfair, 
though, for anyone to say it is 
wrong to have an abortion unless 
they offer some alternatives. It 
would be hypocritical for us to 
Say we care about fetal life and 
not care about the mother and 
what happens to her.’’ 

He said he tries to find out why 
a girl wants an abortion--whether 
it is lack of shelter, support, 
etc.,--and tries to help her in that 
area. 

The bill in question states, in 
part, “In deciding whether to 
grant such consent (for an abor- 
tion, the woman’s parents or 
guardians shall consider only the 
best interests of the woman.” 

It further states that, if one or 
both of the woman’s parents or 
guardians refuse to consent to the 
performance of an abortion, or if 
she elects not to seek their con- 
sent she may seek judicial 
authority for an abortion. 

**_,.a judge of the district court 


in the county where the abortion 
is sought,’’ must then determine 
whether the woman is ‘‘mature 
and capable of understanding the 
consequ...ces of a decision to 
have an abortion...’’ 

“If such judge determines that 
she is not mature and capable of 
understanding the consequences 
of a decision to have an abortion, 
(then the petition must be denied, 
unless the judge determines) that 
the performance of an abortion 
would be in her best interests.” _ 


Alabama Women’s Agenda 
says, ‘*...this law is designed to 
punish the young women who 
would have been exercising 
responsibility by acquiring either 
abortifacient contraceptives or an 
abortion...’’ 

Perry said the bill is necessary 
because an adolescent who has 
already proven to be irresponsi- 
ble about her sexuality has no 
business making this decision 
concerning abortion, 

According to the proposed 
Adolescent Abortion Act a 
woman’s understanding of the 
consequences of a decision to 
have an abortion must include 
“ther awareness of the fact that 
abortion is inherently different 
from other medical procedures 
because it involves the purposeful 
termination of a potential human 
life,’’ and that ‘‘there are risks to 
her ability to bear a child in the 
future associated with the perfor- 
mance of abortion...” 

The Alabama Women’s Agen- 
da states in part ‘‘...physicians 
perform abortions on teen-age 
women because in their judg- 
ment, the young woman’s 
physical and/or mental health are 
jeopardized by the continuation 
of a pregnancy.’’ Not to mention 
the fact that most physicians are 
paid for their services. 

Kendall said if an abortion is 
performed in the first three mon- 
ths of pregnancy, it is safe. He 
added, “‘In the fourth month on, 
we are talking about the possibili- 
ty of the fetus living.’’ 


The bill says that when a 
woman seeks court approval for 
an abortion, “‘completion of

these proceedings shall be given 
precedence over other pending 
matters so that the court may 
reach a decision promptly and 
without delay so as to serve the 
best interests of the woman.’ 

Alabama Women’s Agenda 
States ‘“Teenagers are generally 
advanced in pregnancy (10 weeks 
and up) when reaching the deci- 
sion to confirm pregnancy. The 
inevitable delay, even with provi- 
sions for ‘precedence’ and 
‘priority’ could easily throw her 
into the next trimester and place 
abortion beyond her economic 
means.” 

Concerning a woman’s emo- 
tional health after having an 
abortion, Kendall said that some 
girls can handle (having an abor- 
tion) emotionally, but some can- 
not and must have counseling 
afterwards. He added that 
sometimes an abortion is 
therapeutic in itself because the 
woman feels that she has gotten 
rid of her problem. 

A private family counselor said 
that to some of the women he 
sees, abortion is a cold thing, but 
some have a lot of guilt over it. 

Perry said that he sees a lot of 
women who have had abortions 
and wish they never had, 
especially if the abortions were 
performed when they were very 
young. 

Perry also said he realizes that 
sometimes there are ‘‘crisis 
pregnancies,’’ and the bill pro- 
vides for adolescent abortion in a 
*‘medical emergency.”’ 

The bill defines ‘medical 
emergency,’’ as ‘‘a situation in 
which, in the best medical judg- 
ment of an attending physician 
based on the particular facts of 
the case before him, an unmar- 
ried woman is substantially likely 
to suffer death or grave perma- 
nent physical handicap unless an 
abortion is performed within the 
next 24 hours.” 


The second bill, if enacted, 
would establish ‘‘The Abortion 
Funding Policy Act.” 

In opposition to this bill, the 
Alabama Women’s Agenda says 
that if it is enacted, specific ef- 


fects would be felt in funding for

as abortion and abortion-related 
counseling by state employees. 
They also stated that it would ef- 
fect funds which provide for the 
use of contraceptive abortifa- 
cients such as I1.U.D.’s and 
possibly low dose estrogen birth 
control pills. 


The bill states that the Act 
would ‘“‘prohibit the use of tax 
monies, funds held in public 
treasuries and public funds to pay - 
for abortions except where the 
life of the mother would be en- 
dangered if the fetus were carried 
to term, and to prohibit use of 
the same for advertisements or 
counseling that encourage abor- 
tion.”’ 

**Abortion’’ as used in the bill 
is defined as ‘‘the use or ad- 
ministration of any instrument, 
medicine, drug, or any other 
substance or device for the pur- 
pose of terminating pregnancy 
and preventing the development 
of a fetus as alive human being.”’ 

At the hearing to be held 
February 24 in the House 
Chamber at Montgomery, the 
House Health Committee will 
hear public argument for and 
against the two bills. 


Groups supporting the bills 
and groups opposing the bills are 
urging their followers to be at the 
hearing and to write letters to 
their representatives expressing 
their wishes concerning passage 
of these bills. 

The Reporter contacted both 
J.T. (Jabo) Waggoner, Jr. and 
Otis H. “Sonny’’ Moore, in an 
effort to get information and 
their opinions on the proposed 
bills. However, both men stated 
that they are not on the Health 
Committee, but on other House 
Committees with which they have 
been busy. As a result, they were 
not even aware of the proposed 
abortion bills or the hearing to be 
held next Wednesday. 

Both Waggoner and Moore 
promised to call the Reporter of- 
fice from Montgomery on Tues- 
day of this week, if they learned 
something. At press time, neither 
had called.

Helena feels it’s ‘dumped on’

Helena’ City Council couldn’t 
say much when health officals 
closed the county landfill there 
last month. But they do plan to 
say something about garbage left 
uncovered after landfill workers 
had moved their equipment from 
the site. 

Ron Erwin brought the matter 
before his fellow councilmen 
Monday night, saying he had 
visited the closed landfill site and 
noticed piles of garbage un- 
covered. While in operation, 
landfill workers had covered 
dumped refuse daily. 

*7’ll_ guarantee you it’s a 
mess,”’ said Erwin, who also 
described the situation as a health 
hazard. 

HPD Chief Gary Carter ex- 
plained that landfill workers had 
moved their equipment out the 
week of the ice storm. But ap- 
parently conditions had been 
such that the dump could not of- 
ficially be closed until several 
days later, and the gate remained 
unlocked. In the meantime, 
Carter said several trucks had 
dumped there. 

The council agreed that the 
commission should pay to have 
the exposed refuse covered. 

Mayor protem Bill Harris in- 
structed city clerk Frances Par- 
rish to contact county commis- 
sioner Don Murphy about the 
situation, since he had spoken 
with the council before about the 
dump. 

In another matter, the council 
referred four representatives of 
the Evangelical Presbyterian 
Church to the Board of Ad- 
justments. In addition to an ex- 
tension to the two year limit 
levied on a trailer the church 
uses, the represenatives also 
sought permission to locate a se- 
cond trailer on the highway 95 
lot. 

Permission to use the first 
trailer had been granted two 
years ago to allow the new church 
to start a construction program. 
But as one of the representatives 
pointed out, while the church had 
grown and needed more space, 
high interest rates had prohibited 
the planned construction. 

Since outright trailer locations 
within city limits are prohibited, 
Harris said the council would 
have to look into the legality of 
another extension. The Board of 
Adjustments would have to meet 
to hear the requests, he said. 

The council assured the 
represenatives that the church 
itself had no problem with zon- 
ing, but that the trailer was the 
issue. In other action: 


eCouncilman James Kwater 
said the city needed to inspect a 
house in Fox Haven that ap- 
peared to be leaning. Kwater also 
said several driveways in the sub- 
division, and the spaces between 
some of the houses did not ap- 
pear to meet city requirements.

Amendment No. 1 
STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, Act No. 81-1190 
of the Legislature of Alabama 
passed during the Third Special 
Session, 1981, provides that an 
election be held by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama 
upon certain proposed amend- 
ments to the Constitution of 
Alabama; and 

WHEREAS, said Act further pro- 
vides that the election be held on 
March 2, 1982; and, 

WHEREAS, The Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901, requires that 
notice of such election, together 
with the proposed amendment, be 
given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor; and 


WHEREAS, such Proclamation 
is to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama for at least 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for 
such election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Fob 
James, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice 
that on Tuesday, the 2nd day of 
March, 1982, an election will be 
held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form prescribed by 
law upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901: 


“Section 1. Creation of 
Trust Fund. For the con- 
tinuing benefit of the State 
of Alabama and the citizens 
thereof, there is hereby 
created an irrevocable, per- 
manent trust fund named 
“The Alabama Heritage 
Trust Fund” which shall be 
funded and administered in 
accordance with the provi- 
sions of this amendment. 

“Section 2. Definitions. 
As used in this amendment, 
the following words and 
phrases shall have the 
following respective mean- 
ings: 


“Alabama Housing Fi- 
nance Authority" means (i) 
the public corporation and 
instrumentality of the State 
organized pursuant to the 
provisions of Act No. 
80-585 enacted at the 
1980 Regular Session of 
-the Legislature or (ii) any 
other public corporation 
and instrumentality of the 
State which performs 


organized pursuant to said 
Act No. 80-585 and which 
is declared by the 
Legislature to be a suc- 
cessor thereto or replace- 
ment thereof. 

“Amortized Premium”, 
when used with reference 
to any Eligible Investment

“Eligible Investments” 
means any of the following: 
(1) demand deposits

or not evidenced by cer- 
tificates of deposit) in 
Federally insured Banks, 
and banker's acceptances 
endorsed and guaranteed 
by Federally Insured 
Banks; provided that non- 
interest bearing deposits 
shall constitute an Eligible 
Investment for moneys in 
the Trust Fund for only so 
long as sound business 
practice shall require such 
moneys to be held in such 
deposits pending the in- 
vestment thereof in other 
Eligible Investments or the 
disbursement thereof in ac- 
cordance with the provi- 
sions of this amendment: 
provided further that the ag- 
gregate amount of deposits 
(including both demand and 
time deposits) of the Trust 
Fund in any one bank at any

Land Banks, the Federal 
National Mortgage Associa- 
tion, the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, the Governmen- 
tal National Mortgage 
Association, the Federal 
Financing Bank, the 
Farmers Home Administra- 
tion, or any agency or in- 
Strumentality of the United 
States of America which 
shall be established for the 
Purpose of acquiring the 
obligations of any of the 
foregoing or otherwise pro- 
viding financing therefor:

this definition; and

the principal office of which 
is located in the State; pro- 
vided further that the ag- 
gregate amount of deposits 
of the Trust Fund in any one 
savings and loan associa- 
tion at any time (i)shail not 
exceed ten percent (10%) 
of the total Trust Capital and 
{ii)shall not exceed ten per- 
cent (10%) of the net worth 
of such savings and loan 
association unless any ex- 
cess of the amount of 
deposits over ten percent 
(10%) of such net worth 
shall be secured by obliga- 
tions described in subdivi- 
sions {2) and (3) of this 
definition having at all times 
4 market value (exclusive of 
accrued interest) at least 
equal to such excess 
amount of deposits, in- 
cluding accrued interest 
thereon. 

“Federally Insured Bank” 
means any bank, whether 
organized under the laws of 
the United States of 
America or the laws of any 
state thereof, which is a 
member of the Federal 
Deposit insurance Corpora- 
tion or which obtains 
deposit insurance to the 
maximum .extent possible 
from any agency of the 
United States of America 
that may succeed to the 
functions of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion. 

“Fiscal Year" means the 
fiscal year of the State as 
may from time to time be 
provided by law. 

“Oil and Gas Capital Pay- 
ment” means any payment 
(except any royalty or other 
payment described in the 
last sentence of this defini- 
tion) received by the State 
or any agency or in- 
strumentality thereof as all 
or part of the consideration 
for the sale, leasing or other 
disposition by the State or 
any agency or instrumen- 
tality thereof of any right to 
explore and drill for or to 
produce oil, gas or other 
hydrocarbon minerals in 
any area on the water side 
of the high water mark of 
Mobile Bay or in any other 
offshore area. Any royalty 
or other payment that is 
based upon, or determined 
with respect to, the produc- 
tion of oil, gas or other 
hydrocarbon minerals and 
that is paid to the State or 
any agency or instrumen-

“Trust Capital’ means all 
assets of the Trust Fund 
other than Trust Income 
that is at the time subject to 
appropriation by the 
Legislature and has not 
become part of the Trust 
Capital. 

“Trust Fund" means “The 
Alabama Heritage Trust 
Fund" created by this 
amendment. 

“Trust Income”, wher 
used with reference to any 
period, means the net in- 
come received during such 
period from the investment 
and reinvestment of all 
assets of the Trust Fund, 
determined in accordance 
with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5(c) of this amend- 
ment. 

“Trustee’’ means a 
member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Trust Fund. 

“Section 3. Management 
of Trust Fund Vested in 
Board of Trustees. (a) The 
Trust Fund shall be under 
the management and con- 
trol of the Board, and ail

be made not earlier than 
thirty (30) days prior to the 
date on which such Trustee 
is to take office as such.

Trustees shall be eligible 
for reappointment without 
limit as to the number of 
terms previously served. 
(c) At the beginning of 
every regular session of the 
Legislature the Governor 
shall certify to the Senate 
the names of all who shall 
have been appointed as 
Trustees since the com- 
mencement of the last 
regular session of the 
Legislature, and the Senate 
shall confirm or reject each 
of them as it shall determine 
to be in the best interests of 
the State. If the Senate 
takes no action during such 
regular session with 
respect to any Trustee 


whose appointment was so- 
certified, such Trustee shall 
be deemed to have been 
confirmed by the Senate. If 
the Senate rejects the ap- 
pointment of any Trustee, 
such rejection shall im- 
mediately terminate the ser- 
vice of such Trustee and 
the resulting vacancy in the 
membership of the Board 
shall be filled by a subse- 
quent appointment made in 
accordance with the provi- 
sions of subsection (b) of 
this section. Trustees ap- 
pointed during a regular 
session of the Legislature 
shall not be subject to con- 
firmation or rejection by the 
Senate until the regular 
session of the Legislature 
next succeeding their ap- 
pointment. 

(d) Each appointed 
Trustee shall, at the time of 
his or her appointment and 
at all times during his or her 
term of office, be a qualified 
elector of the State, and a 
failure by any Trustee to re- 
main so qualified during 
such term shall cause 4 
vacancy of the office of 
such Trustee. Each ap- 
pointed Trustee shall have 
recognized competence 
and experience in the 
evaluation and manage- 
ment of investments. No 


person holding a full-time 
office or position of employ- 
ment with the United States 
of America, the State, any 


county or municipality in the 


State, or any instrumentaii- 
ty, agency or subdivision of 
any of the foregoing, shall 
be eligible for appointment 
as a Trustee. Any person 
who is an appointed 
Trustee shall be deemed to 
vacate his or her office as 
such Trustee by the accep- 
tance of any office or 
employment which, had 
such person held such of- 
fice or been so employed at 
the time of his or her ap- 
pointment as a Trustee, 
would have rendered such 
person ineligible for ap- 
pointment as a Trustee.

(e) The Governor, the 
State Treasurer and the 
Director of Finance shail 
perform the duties of 
Trustees, ex officio, 
without any compensation 
other than that to which 
they are respectively en- 
titled as Governor, State 
Treasurer and Director of 
Finance. Appointed 
Trustees shall be entitled to 
such compensation for 
their services as may from 
time to time be provided by 
law duly enacted by the 
Legislature, but the power

construed to confer upon 
such Trustees an absolute 
right to any compensation 
for their services.

(f) A majority of the 
Trustees shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction 
of business by the Board, 
and decisions shall be 
made on the basis of a ma- 
jority of the quorum then 
present and voting, with 
each Trustee to have a 
single vote. No vacancy in 
the membership of the 
Board or the voluntary dis- 
qualification or abstention 
of any Trustee shall impair 
the right of a quorum to ex- 
ercise all of the powers and 
duties of the Board.

investment income of the 


Trust Fund, but no ad- 
ministrative or other ex- 
penses not specifically re- 
quired to make or dispose 
of a particular investment 
shall be payable out of any 
assets of the Trust Fund. 
The Legislature shall pro- 
vide for the administrative 
and other necessary ex- 
penses of the Board in the 
same manner as it provides 
for the expenses of 
operating other depart- 
ments and agencies of the 
State. 

“Section 4. Sources of 
Trust Capital. (a) There 
shall be transferred from 
the general fund of the 
State into the Trust Fund, 


as the initial Trust Capital, 
moneys in an amount equal 
to the sum of (i) all pro- 
ceeds of any Oil and Gas 
Capital Payments received 
by the State at any time 
after January 1, 1981, and 
on or before November 1, 
1981, and (ii) all income or 
profit derived from the in- 
vestment and reinvestment 
of the proceeds of such Oil

STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION

WHEREAS, Act No. 81-1190 of 
the Legislature of Alabama passed 
during the Third Special Session, 
1981, provides that an election be 
held by the qualified electors of 
the State of Alabama upon certain 
proposed amendments to the 
Constitution of Alabama; and 
WHEREAS, said Act further pro- 
vides that the election be held on 
March 2, 1982; and, 
WHEREAS, The Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901, requires that

with the proposed amendment, be 
given by a Proclamation of the 
Governor; and, 

WHEREAS, such Proclamation 
is to be published in each county 
in the State of Alabama for at least 
four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed for 
such election: 

NOW, THEREFORE, |, Fob 
James, as Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do hereby give notice 
that on Tuesday, the 2nd day of 
March, 1982, an election will be 
held at the several polling places 
within the State of Alabama in the 
manner and form prescribed by 
law upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, 1901: 

"The State of Alabama is 
authorized to become in- 
debted and to sell and issue 
its interest bearing bonds, 
in addition to all other 
bonds of the State, in an 
aggregate principal amount 
not exceeding 
$520.000,000. The ex- 
penses incurred in the sale 

-and issuance of said bonds 
shall be paid out of the pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale 
thereof. The proceeds of 
said bonds shall be paid in- 
to the State Treasury, shall 
be kept continually in- 
vested pending the expen- 
diture thereof, and shall, 
together with the income 


‘derived from the invest- 


ment and reinvestment 
thereof (including income 
derived from the invest- 
ment and reinvestment of 
previously derived income), 
be retained in one or more 
separate accounts of the 
State Treasury until ex- 
pended for the purposes 
authorized in this amend- 
ment and in the manner 
provided by law. The pro- 
ceeds of said bonds re- 
maining after payment of 
the expenses of selling and 
issuing the same, together 
with the investment income 
derived from said pro- 
ceeds, shall be used solely 
for the purpose of paying 
the capital costs of public 
facilities and works of inter-

to county work force

Employees of Shelby County 
finally got a raise. 

The raise came about Monday, 
when the county commission 
voted in a revised budget for the 
last six months of the fiscal year, 
based on new income. 

The raise does not apply to any 
employees of the sheriff’s depart- 
ment or to part time workers. 
The sheriff's department has a 
separate pay scale which is higher 
than that of other county 
employees. 

The raise will amount to about 
8 percent, and will come out to 
$45 bi-weekly or $22.50 per week. 

The vote to revise the budget 
was not unanimous. Commis- 
sioner Don Murphy argued 
against the raise, saying, ‘I am 
opposed to anybody getting a 


raise right now. These are hard 
times. We have 3,000 
unemployed in Shelby County. 
The economy is just not there.” 

Commissioner Harold Daven- 
port argued, ‘‘We’ve got foremen 
and equipment operators that are 
only making $10,000 to $11,000 
per year.’’ Davenport felt the 
employees should be paid a living 
wage. 

Murphy countered, ‘‘They’re 
making a living, and not one of 
them has been laid off.”’ 

Murphy argued that the budget 
revision was based on one-time 
temporary funds of $332,432 
which will not be available next 
year. But the budget passed by a 
vote of 3 to 1. 

The county gained these funds 
from four sources that they could 
not predict when the budget was 


Contradictions surface 


Orr murder trial gets underway

' Three statements made by the 
defendant on trial for the murder 
of Annie Laurie Orr of 
Montevallo were read from the 
witness stand Tuesday afternoon. 

The statements, all dictated to 
policemen and signed by the 
defendant Victor Kennedy, were 
read by Sheriff’s Department 
Chief Investigator Reed Smith 
while the jury was out. 

The first statement, made at 
the Montevallo Police Depart- 
ment on December 24, 1980, con- 
tradicts the other two, given on 
26 and 29 December, respective- 
ly, at the Shelby County Sheriff’s 
Department. According to the 
first statement, Kennedy did not 
enter the Orr house, while the 
others state that he did. 

At press time, the judge had 
not yet determined whether the 
jury would be allowed to see and 
hear the statements. 

Smith’s recital of the 
Statements followed the 
testimony of Dr. Joseph Embry, 
a forensic pathologist from the 
State Department of Forensic 
Sciences. 

During two hours of 
testimony, Embry testifed that 
Mrs. Orr, who was found dead 
around 9 a.m. that Christmas 
Eve, died from suffocation. 

The 86 year old woman was 


State gets crack at Alabaster 


All the voters in the state get a 
chance to vote on a matter that 
affects only Alabaster next Tues- 
day.

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Car, train tangle on Hwy Il

Margaret Davis and and her 
daughter Jana left Harpersville 
Friday evening to visit family 
members in the hospital. They 
had no idea they’d arrive at 
Shelby Medical Center in an am- 
bulance. 

Mrs. Davis, driving a 1973 

Mercury, plowed into a freight 
train at the Seaboard Coast Lines 
crossing on highway 11 in Simm- 
sville. The accident occurred at 5 
p.m. 
**T didn’t see the train,’’ Mrs. 
Davis told the Reporter from her 
hospital bed Saturday. ‘‘The sun 
was blinding me, plus they don’t 
have any guard rails that come 
down. That’s a bad crossing, 
anyway.’”’ 

When she realized they would 
hit the train, Mrs. Davis said she 
tried to cut away from it as she 
jammed on the brakes. ‘‘I guess 
if I hadn’t locked up the brakes it 
would have been worse.”’ 

Her leg was pinned under the 
steering wheel and it took the 
Pelham rescue squad and Chelsea 
volunteer firemen 45 minutes to 
free her. She suffered three 
broken ribs, a broken nose, 
numerous abrasions and a cut to 


_the bone on her leg. 


“I was concerned more about 
my daughter than anything.’’ 
Mrs. Davis said her daughter was 
unconscious and covered with 
blood. 

At SMC 16-year old Jana was 
given 20 stitches in her forehead. 
Her nose was broken and her 
foot either fractured or sprained. 

Mrs. Davis said she was told 
her car caught on fire briefly, but 
the crew from the train ex- 
tinguished it.

Dumping out of control 


Columbiana residents are upset 
that the town is being used as a 
garbage dump. 

That’s what Mayor Buck 
Falkner told council members at 
Thursday night’s council 
meeting. 

He mentioned several sites 
along county roads where in- 
dustries have been dumping 
waste materials. 

To make matters worse, he ex- 
plained, some private citizens 
have also been using those spots 
to dump their trash.

But since the situation had got- 
ten out of hand, the mayor said 
industries had promised to 


discontinue dumping within the 
city. 

To discourage others, the 
council passed a resolution which 
imposes a fine of not less than 
$25 and not more than $100 for 
anyone caught dumping.

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Amendments mean $14 million to county

Meringue and all, Governor 
James’ windfall investment 
package ampunts to a $667.5 
million piece of pie. If the 
package passes Tuesday’s general 
vote, Shelby County’s piece of 
this pie will mean nearly $14 
million in capital improvements. 

Voters will be asked on March 
2 to cast a “*yes’’ or ‘‘no”’ ballot 
on 23 amendments to the state 
constitution. (The full text of the 


amendments can be read in the 
“B” section of this week's 
Reporter.) 

It is only the first three amend- 
ments, however, which form the 
nucleus of the governor’s invest- 
ment plan for the $449 million in 
profits the state realized from 
leasing oil and gas drilling rights 
in Mobile Bay. 


Some county commissioners 
think the sheriff pulled an 
underhanded trick on them last 
week. 

They had met to revise their 
budget, when new money came 
in, and the sheriff asked them to 
back his request for an additional 
expense allowance of $5,000 per 
year. They agreed, and factored 
it into the new budget. 

But he did not tell them he was 
planning to seek a big increase in 
salary through the legislature. 
Just a few days later, the commis- 
sioners learned of it, and feel he 
should have mentioned it to them 
during thebudget revision talks. 
All the money for the salary will 
have to come through the coun- 
ty’s treasury. The increase, if 
passed, would amount to 
$16,000, making his salary 
$36,298. 

The county budget has been 
tight for years, and the commis- 
sion has generally given the 
sheriff’s office everything it has 
asked for. Last fall, however, the 
budget was even tighter than 
usual, and some items had to be 
postponed. Then, when the state 
unexpectedly gave state troopers 
a raise, Shelby. County deputies 
automatically received the same 
raise. This threw the commis- 
sion’s budget out of balance by 
more than $110,000. 

The commissioners’ patience is 
wearing thin about the sheriff’s 
department not being candid with 
them about expenses. 


Ice damaged highways 
re-opened to trucks 


County highways that were 
damaged by the January ice 
storm have been re-opened to 
truck traffic. 

The change came Monday at 
the Commission meeting when 
Jack Wilson, Chief Executive Of- 


Basically: 

Passage of the first amend- 
ment would set up a perpetual 
trust fund with the windfall pro- 
fits. The money would be in- 
vested in 20-year, high return 
U.S. Treasury notes.

Furthermore, amendment two 
‘itemizes specific capital expen- 
ditures from the sale of the 
general bonds.

Alabama Housing Finance 


ficer of Allied Products, said his 
company needed to use seven 
miles of county highway 13 to 
transport coal from a new mine 
near Green Pond to their 
Alabaster and Montevallo opera- 
tions, 

Engineer Gary Ray told the 
commissioners that highway 13, 
in the western section of the 
county, was still in bad shape 
from the freezing and the subse- 
quent thawing following the 
storm. He said that if trucks used 
the highway, the county could ex- 
pect to perform major repairs on 
at least one lane of it by this sum- 
mer. He added if the county 
waited until after the spring rainy 
season to allow truck traffic on 
it, the repairs might not be 
necessary. 

But Wilson said that if he had 
to wait several weeks it would put 
several people out of work and 
‘cut a considerable payroll.’ 

“The coal is strictly for our 
own use, mainly for our lime 
operation; but some for a con- 
crete plant we’ve just bought. We 
need it to compete with Ten- 
nessee producers who can pro- 
duce lime cheaper and take 
business away from us,’” he add- 
ed. 

Ray mentioned that the slab 
road across the Cahaba at 
Booth’s Ford might be used as an 
alternate, but Wilson said it 
would take $20,000 to $25,000 to 
repair a bridge before that route 
could be used. 

Discussion on the matter 
brought out the concern the com- 
mission has for Allied Industries, 
which Commissioner Harold 
Davenport called a ‘‘big in- 
county industry.”’ 

Commissioner Jake Morris 
said that if the ban were lifted on 
one highway, he would insist it be 
lifted on all county highways, 
because several in his district 
have been closed to truckers. 


The Alabama Scene

Alabama voters in something 
less than record numbers will go 
to the polls next Tuesday to 
decide the fate of 23 proposed 
amendments to the State Con- 
stitution. Nine of the proposi- 
tions are statewide in application, 
but only the first four have stir- 
red up any interest. 


If past precedent means 
anything, no more than 10-to-15 
percent of the state’s registered 
voters will take the time to par- 
ticipate in this referendum. There 
has been only one instance in 
modern times when voters 
became excited about a constitu- 
tional referendum. In December, 
1955, they turned out in droves to 
overwhelmingly reject the so- 
called Goodwyn Amendment, < 
plan which would have imposed a 
stiff new income tax on the peo- 
ple. 

It has attracted scant attention, 
but one of the amendments on 
the ballot next week, No. 17, 
stems from the racially troubled 
days of the 1950s. Sam 
Engelhardt, then a member of the 
State Senate, secured the ratifica- 
tion of an aimendment which 
abolished his home county of 
Macon. He took this drastic step 
to prevent the black majority in 
that county from gaining political 
control. 


His plan to slice up Macon in 
pie-like fashion was declared in- 
valid by the U.S. Supreme Court, 
but the amendment still remains 


as a part of the State Constinu- 
tion. The amendment on the 
ballot next Tuesday, sponsored 
by Rep. Thomas Reed of Macon, 
a black, would simply repeal the 
Engelhardt amendment once and 
for all.

Fob James of being 
political when he appointed State 
Sen. Bishop Barron of Mon- 
tgomery to the State Court of 
Criminal Appeals. Sen. Barron 
has more often than not 
disagreed with the governor’s 
legislative programs. In fact, he is 
one of the few lawmakers who 
publicly has opposed the James 
plan for investing/spending the 
oil lease millions. Another twist--

sticks to its guns 


The Law Enforcement Person- 
nel Board is sticking to its guns. 

At Thursday’s meeting, the 
panel decided that the date of 
permanent employment for four 
employees of the Sheriff’s 
department would not be chang- 
ed. 

Those dates were determined at 
the January board meeting. But 
the decision involves back pay 
and benefits and the County 
Commission says they won’t ac- 
cept that date without bringing it 
up at another meeting. 

Nov. 6 is the date the commis- 
sion started paying the workers as 
fulltime employees, but the board 
set Aug. 30 as the date two 
employees should have become 
permanent and Oct, | as the star- 
ting date for two others. 

The confusion on the date 
revolved around.the four having 
been continued as provisional 
workers when an eligibility list 
was available. 

Since this was a violation of 
personnel board rules, the board 
changed the date in order to be in 
compliance. 

The rules state that a tem- 
porary worker cannot continue 
on the job 10 days after the 
establishment of an eligibility list. 
And the list for radio dispatchers 
was available Aug. 20. 

One of the dispatchers was 
rehired as a temporary employee 
Aug. 22, the other on Aug. 30.

The ‘‘we’’, Brasher was referr- 
ing to was the Sheriff’s depart- 
ment, the county commission and 
the board. 

In order to inform everyone of 
the board’s decison on the matter 
of permanent employment, a 
memo is being sent to the com- 
mission, sheriff and chief deputy 
and one copy will be posted for 
deputies to read. : 


In the event the commission 
refuses to change the date, it 
would be up to the four 
employees to institute legal action 
if they wanted to pursue the mat- 
ter of back pay. 


Since the board does not have 
the authority to enforce salary 
payments, the employees would 
have to institute legal action to 
get back pay in the event the com- 
mission refused to change the 
date.

But the city will not be able to 
take any action against the scrap 
dealer, the mayor reported, 
unless he is found to be in viola- 
tion of two state ordinances.

**Right now we’re in a state of 
limbo,’’ Falkner declared. 

He has plans for the type of 
fence that would obscure his 
operation, Davis told the council, 
and he’s waiting for state ap- 
proval to put it up. 

Relenting somewhat, the coun- 
cil lowered the fee they had in- 
tended to charge Davis for a 
business permit from $500 to 
$100. 

In other action, the council ap- 
proved a plan to initiate a merit 
system for city employees. 


Next, the council approved a 
recommendation made by Coun- 
cilwoman Jones that the city 
establish a merit system for city 
employees. 

The mayor appointed Jones to 
head the committee which will 
draw up the plan.

Federal farm program 


reduces crop acreage 


Acreage reduction programs 
for wheat, corn, grain sorghum, 
barley, oats and upland cotton 
have been annouced by Secretary 
of Agriculture John Block. 

Tommy Baker, chairperson of 
the Shelby County Agricultural 
Stabilizationand Conservation 
Committee said his group will 
accept applications for the 1982 
farm programs until April 16. 

“To be eligible for loans and 
target price protection farmers 
must sign up and comply with the 
acreage reduction program re- 
quirements,’’ Baker said. 

For reducing their wheat acres 
by 15 percent, farmers will be 
eligible for the $4.05 per bushel 
1982 target price for wheat, a 
regular loan rate of $3.55 per 
bushel, and a grain reserve loan 
rate of $4.00 a bushel. 

Farmers who reduce their feed 
grain acreage by 10 percent will

According to Baker, 1982 
wheat and feed grains will be 
eligible for immediate entry in the 
farmer-owned grain reserve. Feed 
grain reserve loan rates are $2.90 
a bushel for corn, $2.75 for 
sorghum, $2.37 for barley and 
$1.49 per bushel for oats. 

The upland cotton program of- 
fers farmers a target price of 71 
cents per pound and a loan rate 
of 57.08 cents per pound for 
reducing their cotton acres by 15 


percent. 
‘The acreage reductions and 
higher loan rates will help 


stregthen farm prices,’’ Baker 
said. 

The land taken from produc- 
tion and devoted to conservation 
uses must be eligible cropland 
and protected from wind and 
water erosion. 

Participation in the 1982 farm 
programs is voluntary. However, 
only those farmers who take part 
in the programs will be eligible 
for benefits according to the 
ASCS official.

This may sound like a joke, but 
the motel has been the livelihood 
of proprietor David Charlton for 
a quarter of a century. And 
although he appears to have a 
good time with the establishment, 
he doesn’t take it too lightly. 

**It’s a business, and you’ve 
got to run it like that,’’ Charlton 
insists. ‘‘You’re handling the 
most precious commodity there 
is--these little cotton-pickers right 
here! Now sit up straight!”’ he 
Says, struggling to give a haircut 
to the guest in his arms. 

Charlton can also give guests 
baths and blow-dries, not to men- 
tion fancy, private rooms. 

This particular guest, a white 
poodle, is one of many registered 
at Charlton’s Motel for Pets, a 
boarding kennel unique not only 
to Shelby County, but to the en- 
tire south. 

The phone rings, 
answers, dog in arms. 

**Yesm ’mam,”’ he says. ‘‘On 
highway 280, near the Cahaba 
River. You can’t miss us. We 
look more like a hotel than the 
Sheraton.’’ 

It’s true. The kennel, with its 
central lobby and 3/4-size wings 
looks for all the world like most 
any motel on the strip in Panama 
City. 

The two long wings house in- 
dividual, four-by-six, rooms, 
each with a fenced and 
**shade-conditioned”’ 20 foot run 
in the rear. No heated pool here, 
but the rooms do have heating 
elements inside the concrete 
floors to keep guests comfortable 
in the winter.

A special, indoor wing is 
available for cats and smaller 
house dogs. Charlton serves 


**delicious, a’ la carte’’ meals, 
prepared to the owner’s instruc- 
tion. 

The ‘‘resort’’ accomodates 
more than 100 guests, and as with 
any exclusive establishment, 
reservations are prefered. During 
human vacation season and 
holidays such as AEA, Charlton 
says the motel is usually booked 
solid. 

Some of his guests have come 
from as far as California, and 
Charlton says he has four or five 
regular clients who come from 
Atlanta. 

**You know, if I were 25 years 
younger, and interest rates were 
lower, I’d franchise this place,’’ 
says the 58 year old inn keeper. 

Originally, the motel was the 
brainchild of the late Dr. Jack 
Baker, a Birmingham vet who 
dreamed up the concept some 30 
years ago, Charlton explains. 

Baker, who lived near 280 in a 
large old house soon to be razed 
for an office building, had his eye 
on the then vacant motel site for 
some time. But the property was 


owned by renowned gambler Lit- 
tle Man Popwell, who didn’t 
want to sell. However, Little Man 
did quote Baker a price, and 
granted him first refusal should 
he decide to sell. 

Several years later, Little Man 
told Baker he’d sell. The proper- 
ty’s value, however, had greatly 
increased over the originally 
quoted price. 

‘Little Man was a gambler, 
but he was an honest man,” 
Charlton says. ‘‘He kept his word 
and offered Jack the land at the 
price they’d agreed on earlier.”’ 

“In 1956, Jack built the motel. 
As far as kennels go, I’d say he 
was 10 or 15 years ahead of his 
time.” 

But the following year Dr. 
Baker died, leaving the motel to 
his wife, Claire Baker of the 
Baker Dairy Company. 
Charlton, who as a young man 
worked in the Baker ice cream 
plant and later attended GM’s 
diesel engineering school in 
Michigan, in 1958 found himself 
working at the motel with Mrs. 
Baker. 

When she died 13 years ago, 
Charlton purchased the motel 
from the estate. He and his wife 
Amy now run it with two full- 
time workers and one part-time 
helper. 

“You know you’re getting old 
when you start getting dogs from 
young married couples who were 
babes in arm when their parents 
brought in dogs years ago,”’ 
Charlton says, strapping a dog 
into the blow-dry cage. “‘But I 
guess that’s only natural.’’ 

As one might figure, over the 
years Charlton has had several 
guests who stick in his mind, 

A doberman named Fritz holds 
the distinction of being the 
longest registered guest--seven 
years. When Fritz’s lady-owner 
died, her husband was unable to 
even touch the tempermental 
pooch, but at the same time, 
unable to put it to sleep. So he 
booked Fritz at the motel. 

Five years later the man 
became sick and his daughter

asked Charlton to put Fritz to 
sleep. Despite Fritz’s nasty 
attitude--he hadn’t let anyone 
touch him all this time--Charlton 
couldn’t bare to have him 
destroyed, so he kept him on at 
the motel. ‘‘What the heck,’’ he 
says. *‘Fritz didn’t eat much...’’ 


Then there was the boxer that 
had been there so many times, “‘if 
you didn’t tie his latch down, 
he’d be back up to the lobby 
before you would,’’ says 
Charlton. ‘‘He was a sharpie.” 


But it’s not always the pets that 
make for the stories. Owners 


sometimes put on a show, too. 
“Seeing a kid cry when they 


‘Stand still!’ 


The Motel for Pets is not a vet office, but owner David Chariton does 


leave their pet -- that’s no big 
deal,”” smiles Chariton. ‘‘And 
some of the ladies cry--that 
doesn’t bother me too much 
either. But to see grown men boo- 
hooing when they leave their dog- 
-that gets me!’’ 

As fitting an exclusive resort, 
life for the guest is generally 
quiet. But if a rabbit hops into 
the yard, or a visitor passes the 
fence, half the resort’s popula- 
tion explodes 
Charlton is often asked if all the 
barking bothers him. 

“T say, not nearly so much as 
the silence. If I don’t have any 
noise, I don’t have any 
business!’’

Mrs. Hubbard explained that 
depression not only brings misery 
to the person who has the condi- 
ition, it also carries over to the 
rest of the family.

you consider the suffering of 
those who live with the depressed 
person.” 


What symptoms would in- 
dicate that someone in the family 
has depression? ‘‘There are 
many, and different people have 
different symptoms. Some of the 
emotional symptoms are anxiety, 
loss of self-esteem, unwarranted 
fears, irritability, difficulty in 
concentrating, feelings of guilt, 
hopelessness and helplessness, in- 
decisiveness and a tendency to ex- 
aggerate minor problems and 
obstacles. Physical symptoms in- 
clude headache, fatigue, loss of 
appetite, sleep disturbances, 
chest pains, heart palpitations 
and general aches and pains.”’

whether or not becoming

misconduct or wrongdoing 
of such Trustee. 

“Section 8. Legislative 
Oversight Commission. (a)

Commission to consist of 
the Lieutenant Governor, 
the Speaker of the House, 
and five members each 
from the House of 


Representatives and the 
Senate to be appointed by 
the Speaker of the House 
and the Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, respectively. If the 
Legislature is in regular 
session at the time this 
amendment shall become 
effective, the original 
members of the Commis- 
sion shall be appointed at 
such regular session, and if 
the Legislature is not in 
regular session at the time 
this amendment shall 
become effective, the 
members of the Commis- 
sion shall be appointed at 
the next regular session of 
the Legislature.

‘*‘We heard them talking one 
day about how they were going to 
spend their money,’’ said Dr. 
Kirkland, adding ‘‘and they must 
have been telling each other jokes 
sometimes the way they would 
laugh.”’ 

When asked how she came to 
start a business as a_ sub- 
contractor, Weston said, she 
**just sort of fell into it.”’ 

It was ‘‘just the natural thing 
to do’’ when she decided to go to 
work while her family was away 
at school or work all day. 

‘I love people, I love the 
work,’’ she said, so one day she 
and her friend Barbara just took 
the plunge, had business cards 
printed and ‘‘hit the bushes”’ call- 
ing on builders, painters and con- 
tractors. 

“We didn’t know if people 
would want to hire women for 
this kind of work,’’ she said, 
‘But the first thing we knew we 
got a call -- and from there it has 
spread by word of mouth.”’ 

People seemingly get ‘‘a kick’’ 
out of seeing the lady painters at 
work, but Weston said, ‘‘I really 
don*t think we are getting jobs 
because we are females, but 
because we are good. We take 
pride in our work. We really, 
really do.”’

Fay Quick, Shelby County’s 
tax collector since 1967, an- 
nounced this week that she will 
resign on October 1. 

Mrs. Quick told the Reporter 
she had every intention of com- 
pleting her six-year term when 
she was re-elected to the post in 
1978, but that several factors 
have combined which led to her 
decision to retire early. 

One of them concerns the 
cramped quarters assigned to the 
tax collector’s office. Mrs. Quick 
and four clerks collect all of 
Shelby County’s millions of 
dollars in taxes in an office that 
measures 14 x 27 feet. A con- 
verted storage closet down the 
hall provides another small 
space. 


Covering the news since 1843 


Mrs. Quick has never had a 
private office, and says she sees 
no hope that the county will 
make more space available in the 
next few years. 

The continuing property tax re- 
appraisal programs have also 
created serious problems for the 
tax collector, over which she has 
no control. 

This has made for difficult 
work days and tremendous 
amounts of overtime. These fac- 
tors along with the fact that she 
can retire with supernumerary 
status on October 1, have in- 
fluenced her to take this step, she 
said. 

Mrs. Quick has been one of the 
most popular of all office holders 
in Shelby County. She was 
elected with an overwhelming 
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margin the first time she ran, and 


has had no opponents in her last 
two races. 


Prior to becoming tax collec- 
tor, she was chief clerk in the pro- 
bate office for 16 years. 


She says with pride, ‘‘Since 
1942, I have not been without a 
job.” During World War II, she 
worked for the Office of Price 
Administration in Columbiana 
and later with Gordon & White 
Insurance Company, before go- 
ing to the probate office. 

Her current term of office is 
not scheduled to end until 
September 30, 1985. It is assumed 
that the vacancy will be filled by 
appointment by Governor Fob 
James. Several persons are said

Death sentence given in Orr murder case 


by Bert Seaman 

A trail of playing cards led 
police to the Evansville home of 
Victor Kennedy on Christmas 
Eve day in 1980. 

And those cards were part of 
the evidence that last week con- 
vinced a Shelby County Circuit 
Court jury of Kennedy’s guilt in 
the murder of 86 year old Mrs. 
Annie Laurie Orr. 

After finding the 20 year old 
Kennedy guilty of capital 
murder, a sentencing hearing was 
held and the jury unanimously 
agreed on the death penalty. 

During the three days of 
testimony, District Attorney Billy 
Hill and Assistant DA’s Bob 
Williams and Jim Fuhrmeister 
presented a detailed chain of 
evidence which linked Kennedy 
to the murder. 


Mrs. Orr was a widow who liv- 


ed alone at 321 Nabors St., a few 
blocks from the college in 
Montevallo where her husband, 
Dr. M.L. Orr Sr., had been dean. 

When he found the body of his 
mother on the morning of Dec.

24, Dr. Milton L. Orr Jr. said 
that her head resembled a mum- 
my, 

Photographs that were in- 
troduced into evidence showed 
masking tape wound tightly and 
uniformly around a pillow case 
over the victim’s head. 

Although suffocation was 
given as the cause of death, there 
were bruises on almost every part 
of Mrs. Orr’s body. 

Ribs on both sides of her body 
were broken and there was a 
laceration on her forehead which 
an expert witness said could have 
been caused by a blow from a gun 
butt. 

The state contended that she 
had been tortured, and there was 
testimony that she had also been 
sexually assaulted. 

Fuhrmeister told the jury, 
‘*This is the most horrible, upset- 
ting, gruesome and hellacious 
crime that I’ve ever seen!’’ 

As the trial unfolded, the team 
of prosecutors pulled evidence 
from manila envelopes, . plastic 
bags and grocery sacks piled on,

under, and around their end of 
the table. 

One of the first items presented 
was the victim’s wallet, which 
had been found on Moody St., 
about a half block from her 
home. 

The playing cards which had 
been discovered scattered along a 
trail a short distance from Mrs. 
Orr’s home were also displayed. 

A half empty pack of Salem 
cigarettes found in the same area 
and a cigar found by the dead 
woman’s body were also in- 
troduced into evidence. 

One of the larger plastic sacks 
contained a bedsheet that was ly- 
ing on the bathroom floor. 

Mrs. Orr’s nightgown, the 
bloodstained pillow case that was 
over her head and the eight foot 
strip of masking tape that had 
been wound around it were other 
state exhibits. 

The blood splattered shirt Ken- 
nedy still wore during question- 
ing the afternoon of the murder 
was one of the strongest pieces of 
evidence against him. 


Although the gun the defen- 
dant said he threw away has 
never been recovered, two slugs 
that a ballistics expert said could 
have come from a 38 calibre 
Smith and Wesson were found in 
the bedroom floor and wall. 


Kennedy admitted owning that 
type of gun. 

It was the district attorney’s 
contention that the two shots 
were fired to frighten Mrs. Orr 
into telling where her money was 
hidden. 

And the bathtub, filled almost 
to the top, had probably been us- 
ed as a threat too, the DA’s told 
the jury. 

When he first talked to police, 
Kennedy said he hadn’t gone in 
the house. In later statements, he 
admitted accompanying Darrell 
Grayson inside. 

Grayson, 21, is a co-defendant 
in the case and the state expects 
his trial to be held in April. 

The prosecution called 19 
witnesses to the stand during the 
three days of testimony. 


There were no defense 
witnesses, but Kennedy and his 
mother both took the stand dur- 
ing the sentencing hearing. 


Saying he regretted the incident 
had happened, Kennedy claimed 
he had not taken part in the 
assault on Mrs. Orr and placed 
the blame for her death on 
Grayson. 

However, witnesses at the trial 
said evidence pointed to the in- 
volvement of two assailants. 

Testimony given by Kennedy’s 
mother, Mary Louise Rush, 
revealed that her son had been 
having financial problems. 

She told the court that he 
wanted to marry the mother of 

his two children but since he was 
unemployed, he could not afford 
to. 

Kennedy has one prior convic- 
tion. 

Earlier in the month he had 
been found guilty of the burglary 
of the Baptist Student Union 
building located near Mrs. Orr’s 

home. 


That crime had taken place 
nine days before her death. 

After closing arguments Fri- 
day, it took the jury only 40 
minutes to bring in their verdict. 


There was no question about 
Kennedy’s guilt in the jury’s 
mind, jury foreman Rodger Offet 
told the Reporter. 

“It was the only just verdict,’’ 
he said.

Kenney, Jackie P. Bradberry, 
William R. Echols, Clarence E. 
McMillan, Corbin White, Janie 
E. Johnston, Bertha L. Ross, Bil-

Judge Harold Walden set April 
2 as the date for the sentence to 
be imposed. On that date he will 
review the jury’s sentence and

Alabaster eligible for highway safety funds 


Members of: the governing 
body in Alabaster were surprised 
Monday evening to learn the city 
is eligible for federal highway 
money.

Although the council was 
unaware of the existence of the 
funds, Mayor Rubin said he had 
recently learned they were 
available and was making further 
inquiries. 

Telling the council what he 
knew about the matter, Blanken- 
ship said that it came through the 
Metropolitan Planning Organiza- 
tion (MPO). 

He stressed that attendance at 
their meetings was a necessity if 
the money was to be obtained. 

According to information 
from a recent news article, 
population figures from the 1980 
U.S. Census have made areas 
such as Alabaster, Pelham and 
Helena part of the metropolitan 
‘“urbanization area.”’ 

The total amount available to 
municipalities is $3.8 million. 

Once a city qualifies for back- 
ing from MPO and the highway 
department, 75% of the cost of 
their project will be paid for with 
federal money. 

The city and state split the re- 
maining cost. 

Blankenship pointed out that 
the money can only be used for 
safety projects which include 
such things as improvement of in- 
tersections and traffic signals, 
and providing turn lanes or one 


way designations. 

One of the drawbacks is the in- 
tense competition for the funds. 
There are also indications that 
they may be phased out by the 
federal government in the near 
future. 


A highway project the state is 
working on at the present time in

According to Mayor Rubin the 
road will be 24 feet in width with 
nine foot shoulders.

Helena sees new phones, FD gear 


Monday was demonstration 
night at Helena’s City council 
meeting. First it was fire equip- 
ment, then it was possible new 
telephones for the city offices. 

Fire Chief Doug Sprouse, with 
the help of several volunteer 
firefighters, showed the council a 
hydraulic rescue kit, military 
anti-shock pants and a scoop 
stretcher and folding backboard 
the department had recently ac- 
quired. He also displayed one of 
two complete EMS medical kits. 
The $2,500 of equipment was 
purchased with funds his 
volunteers had raised through 
various fund raising activities. 

He also discussed the training 
program he has started which will 
later qualify firefighters in the 
Emergency Medical Service pro- 
gram. 

Sprouse indicated that the city 
was getting more than its 
money’s worth out of the fire 
department, and several of the 
councilmen agreed. 

Dianne Rooker, a _ represen- 
tative of Executone, 
demonstrated a new telephone 
system to replace the ten phones 
the city now rents from South 
Central Bell. 

Noting that the cost would be 
about the same for the new phone 
system, Mayor Charles Penhale 
recommended the equipment. ‘“‘I 
looked at it, and I liked what I 
saw,” he said. 

The new phones would be leas- 
ed for $172 per month, and the 
city would own them after seven 
years. Among other 
municipalities Rooker said were 


happy with the phones are 
Pelham and Gadsden. 

The phones offered several 
features the city’s current system 
does not have, such as the ability 
for conference calls, three-way 
intercom systems, mike buttons 
to cut off the intercom for private 
conferences, speaker phones, and 
a reminder flasher that someone 
is holding on one of the lines. 

Rooker speculated that when 
the Bell system is decentralized, it 
will probably not offer phones 
for rent. Furthermore, she said 
the utility’s proposed rate hike 
would probably make Bell 
phones cost more than the Ex- 
ecutones, 

Although the council was ap- 
parently very interested in the 
demonstration and the new 
system, Councilman Jim Kwater 
suggested that the city first price 
similar phone systems from other 
companies. 

The council is expected to act 
on the matter at its next meeting. 

In other business, the council 
gladly agreed to pay several bills 
totaling only $520.84. That was

It has been interesting wat- 
ching the TV commercials and 
reading the full page adver- 
tisements in Our newspapers an- 
nouncing the plans for the 
Cahaba Shelby Medical Center. 
It is astounding to think that the 
doctors at SMC would advocate 
the extended use of the tax payers 
money at this time. 

We know how profitable 
hospitals have become in our area 
by the multi-million dollar fight 
that went on over Brookwood 
stock when it was sold, as well as 
the fact that four privately owned 
hosptials are competing for the 
opportunity to locate here. 

Shelby County could benefit 
from the opening of a privately 
owned hospital. It would bring 
new doctors, new jobs, and new 
capital into the county, On the 
other hand, if it is built with our 


tax dollars only our present. 
capital would be circulated, and _ 


much of this money would leave 
the county to pay for the multi- 
million dollar cost of hospital 
equipment. 

If it is staffed by doctors 
already established at SMC, 
medical service in north Shelby 
will decrease, while the cost will 
greatly increase, for these doctors 
will be required to spend far more 
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time on the road traveling back 
and forth across the county. This 
cost in both time and money will 
certainly be passed on'to the pa- 
tients. No doubt, most of the 
doctors who practice at SMC 
already make well over the 
$80,000 dollars a year average for 
Alabama physicians. How then, 
can they increase their patient 
load and still give the sick thejr 
due consideration? ‘ 
This hospital tax, which has 
long out-lived its purpose, has 
become only an added expense to 
the ridiculous cost of medicine. 
The Shelby County people could 
be better served if this tax was us- 
ed to educate our youth, offering 
scholarships to those who desire 
to enter the field of medicine.

Is it worth $5 for you to drive 
70 miles per hour on interstate 
highways in Alabama? That will 
be your option if a measure pass- 
ed by the Senate is enacted into 
law, 

State Sen. Doug Cook of Birm- 
ingham won approval of a 
measure in the upper chamber 
which would set a fine of $5 on 
drivers arrested for exceeding the 
55 mile per hour legal limit on in- 
terstates, provided they are not 
going in excess of 70 miles per 
hour. Under existing Alabama 
law, a motorist could be fined up 
to $47.50 if found guilty of driv- 
ing in excess of what the CBers 
call ‘‘Double Nickel.” 

Sen. Cook’s contention is that 
the 55 mph limit is unrealistic and 
that no traffic safety problem is 
created by allowing those drivers 
who wish to drive up to 70 miles 
per hour can do so, knowing in 
advance that if apprehended they 
will be fined only $5. 

Critics of the legislation have 
charged that Sen. Cook’s plan is 
self-serving--he is the president of 
a large trucking firm in Birm- 
ingham, and it has been truckers 
who have most vigorously ob- 
jected to the 55 limit.

‘Isolation’ decision 
for this session only 


by Fob James 

Last week the Alabama 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
budget isolation bill under which 
the Legislature is operating for 
the 1982 Regular Session is un- 
constitutional. 

In analyzing the Supreme 
Court decision on budget isola- 
tion, it is imperative to keep in 
mind that the ruling applies only 
to the present session of the 
Legislature. It has no effect on 
what may be done to isolate the 
budgets next year or in the years 
to come. 

The issue was not that budget 
isolation in itself is wrong, but 


resolved a question raised by the 
Legislature regarding a bill which 
imposed budget isolation only for 
the current legislative session. 
The decision in no way affects the 
budget isolation constitutional 
amendment which will be voted 
on this fall. That referendum will 
go on as scheduled, and if the 
voters ratify it, the principle of 
budget isolation will be written 
into the constitution to last in- 
definitely. : 

When we speak of budget 
isolation, we are referring to the 
necessity of putting the budgets

The council also decided to 
switch city employees’ health in- 
surance from Liberty National to 
Mutual of Omaha. 


Shelby County Health Depart- 
ments. 

After third grade teachers at- 
tended a workshop on dental 
hygiene put on by the Shelby 
County Health Department, they 
presented the information to 
their classes. 

They then decided that third 
grade classes would spearhead 
the program in their school. 

Students are not required to 
participate in the program, but 
TES Principal Leslie Harrison 
reported that 85% of the elemen- 
tary school’s student body is in- 
volved. 

There is no charge either tu the 
student or the school, Harrison 
said, since the mouthrinse is pro- 
vided by the State Department of 
Public Health. 

The weekly rinsing will con- 
sume very little classroom time 
since students only keep it in their 
mouths for 60 seconds. 


According to Sherry Wilson 
from the Shelby County Health 
Department, surveys indicate 
that dental decay is the number 
one health problem in Alabama 
schools. 

In areas that do not have 
fluoridated water, she said, rins- 
ing with a solution of 0.2% 
neutral sodium flouride reduces 
the incidence of decay by 
30-40%. 

Even if the solution is swallow- 
ed, Wilson noted, it is completely 
harmless. 

There are approximately 
60,000 students in the state par- 
ticipating in the program which is 
encouraged by dentists and 
health officials. 

Although the program is an ef- 
fective decay preventive pro- 
cedure, Wilson cautioned that 
brushing, flossing and regular 
dental checkups are still 
necessary.

Molesters seek lonely children 


Children who feel lonely and 
neglected are the children who 
most often become victims of sex 
molestation and abuse. 

This was the theme of the 
speech by Jill Haddad, director 
of the Foundation for America’s 
Sexually Exploited Children Inc., 
at a public meeting in Birm- 
ingham Sunday. 

Mrs. Haddad said that 
pedophiles (child lovers) go to 
any places where children con- 
gregate and seek out the ones 
who are lacking in affection, at- 
tention or love from their 
parents.

There are many ‘throwaway’ 
children in our society, she said, 
whose parents do not care where 
they are.

Will Furney first bought a 
clock-making kit for his son, then 
decided he would try making one, 
too. ‘‘That’s when I got clock- 
making in my blood,’’ laughed 
Furney. 

He has tried several different 
hobbies since retiring from U.S. 
Steel around five years ago, said 
the Chelsea resident. He has 
worked with ceramics, rug- 
hooking, string and wire art, but 
clock-making is his favorite. 

Furney said he had seen clocks 
made from slabs of cypress or 
cedar, so he has made some of 
those, plus some from slabs of 
pine. He leaves some of the pieces 
of wood the way they are when 
sliced from the tree trunk with 
the bark still intact. Sometimes, 
he highlights the grain of the 
wood with a burming torch.

Hammer sounds return, 


houses go up in Pelham 


Three years ago, 11 new houses 
going up in Pelham would hardly 
have been news. But in this day 
of hampering interest rates, fresh 
foundations and the sound of 
hammers are somewhat of a rari- 
ly.

Harbar owner Denny Barrow 
said if the speculation houses, all 
in the $58,000 range, move within 
the next month to six weeks, his 
firm plans to start 16 more new 
homes there by July. 


Barrow said the houses will be 
financed.through the Alabama 
Housing Finance Authority at 13 
7/8% fixed rate interést over 30 
years. 

He said that both his firm and 
money lenders have come down 
on prices to make them affor- 
dable. The same basic houses 
have sold before for $70-000, he 

said, 


But the other half, who said 
they had filled out the proper re- 
identification card were told 
there could be many reasons why 
their names were not onthe list, 
and the county computer was 
named as one of them. 


However, Ken Robinson, 
director of the county computer 
department, told the county com- 
mission Monday he did not want 
to take the blame for the errors of 
others. He showed the commis- 
sion several cards that were sent 
to his department with impr oper 
information. 


He also said that many women 
have been listing their husband’s 
social security number as their 
own. Then the husband turns ina 
card with the same number on it. 
The computer throws out the 
duplicate card, because the voter 
list is keyed in by social security 
numbers. 


Robinson said this may explain 
several errors, but that he has 
returned such information to the 
board of registrars. ‘‘I’m tired of 
hearing it’s the computer’s 
fault,’’ he said. 

Commissioners were alarmed 
at the number of voters who were 
turned away during the relatively 


Barrow indicated that the re- 
cent passage of amendment 
three, which authorizes the sale 
of bonds to back AHFA loans to 
first home builders, may help 
spur on the building business. 

He also said that more homes 
in the future will be sold through 
adjustable or variable rate mor- 
tgages, as opposed to the fixed 
rate. 

Harbar Homes is currently 
finishing a two-year, 60 house 
construction project in Old Mill 
Trace off Caldwell Mill Road.

Name missing at polls? Join the club 


small turnout on March 2. 

They shuddered to think what 
will happen at the primary elec- 
tions when large numbers of 
voters want to cast their ballots. 
Commissioner Harold Davenport 
said there were several very angry 
people in Alabaster, and ‘‘ten to 
fifteen percent of the poll 
workers themselves were not on 
the list.’” 

Conflicting advice to poll 
workers also created problems. 
They had been told at the poll 
workers’ school that no one 
could vote a challenge ballot 
unless he or she could swear to 
being a qualified elector. 

Because the re-identification 
process wiped the old voting list 
clean on February 1, if a person’s 
name was not on the new list, he 
was told he could not vote a 
challenge ballot. 

About noon on election day 
Secretary of State, Don 
Siegelman was asked for a ruling, 
and he said, yes, persons could 
vote a challenge ballot after all, if 
they thought their names should 
be on the list. 

The problem is being addressed 
this week by several officials and 
members of the Democrat and 
Republican parties. 


‘Worst bridge in county’ now on tap for replacement 


There’s good news for travelers 
who use State Highway 25 east of 
Wilsonville. The ‘double bridges’ 
over Yellowleaf Creek are going 
to be replaced. 

Jim Braden, state highway 
engineer for Shelby County, told 
the Reporter that money is now 
available from the federal bridge 
replacement fund to construct a 
new bridge at the site. He calls it 


‘*the worst bridge in the county.”’ 

Engineers are now deciding 
which route will be best for the 
new bridge. It will, however, be 
built very near the present struc- 
ture, he said. 

The new bridge will be modern 
and much safer, with flat slopes 
leading to it, Braden indicated. 

The present bridge has been the 
site of many accidents in recent 


years. Most motorists also believe 
it is too narrow for an 
automobile and a heavy truck to 
cross at the same time. 

During the extremely cold 
weather of January, the bridge 
slipped from its piers and 
highway traffic had to be re- 
routed for two weeks. Braden 
told the Reporter a new pro- 
cedure was used to put the bridge 


back in place, with jacks. If it 
had not worked the department 
would have had to put in new 
piers, he said. 

Other improvements to state 
highways in the county that are 
now underway include resurfac- 
ing Highway 25 from Bibb Coun- 
ty to Wilton, resurfacing 231 
north of Vincent, and im- 
provements to the Moore’s 


Crossroads intersection on 
Highway 119 north of 
Montevallo. 


Braden said that bids have 
already been awarded to resur- 
face highway 31 in the Pelham 
area. Improvements to Highways 
261 and to 275 both north of 
Helena, are also in the works. 
Barrier rails on the bridge next to 
Montevallo city hall are also 


planned. 

Braden commented that money 
for state highways will be getting 
‘‘tighter and tighter.”’ He said the 
state is now at the peak of its in- 
debtedness for highway bonds, 
with $41 million in debt >rvice. 
He added that without the four 
cent gasoline tax that was passed 
two years ago, “‘the situation 
would have been ridiculous.” 


Seam sealing 


A project spokesman for the new section of U.S. 
280, originally targeted to open last December, 
now says the four-lane will be from three weeks to 
two months more in completion. Weather will be 


the key factor in completing the project. Last 


week work crews took advantage of the few dry 
days to install guard rails and seal rock seams with 
gunite to prevent slides in the massive mountain 
cuts.

Jury finds Hope guilty 


It took an Elmore County Cir- 
cuit Court jury only 56 minutes 
Monday evening to render a guil- 
ty verdict against 59 year old 
Hubert Hope of Shelby. 

Arrested in June and charged 
with plotting the deaths of state 
Attorney General Charles Grad- 
dick and two Shelby County of- 
ficials, Hope was only tried for a 
murder conspiracy against Grad- 
dick. 

He still faces two counts of 
solicitation for the murders of 
Shelby County District Attorney 
Billy Hill and Circuit Court 
Judge Harold Walden. 


According to tape recorded 
conversations that were introduc- 
ed into evidence, Hope held the 
three men responsible for the 
convictions and life sentences of 
his sons Bobby Joe and Phillip 

The Hope boys were convicted 
of murder in the 1978 drowning 
of Louie Earl Jones. 


Staton Prison inmate Jesse Jett . 


testified that Hope had contacted 
him last spring and asked him to 
find a ‘‘hit man,”’ to kill the three 
men. 

But Jett told authorities about 
Hope’s intentions, And conversa- 
tions between the two men were 
recorded by means of a hidden 
microphone and transmitter con- 
cealed on Jett. 


Hope was arrested at the 


Holiday Inn in Clanton when he 
put a rifle and $500 in cash in the 
trunk of acar be assumed belong- 
ed to the “‘hit man.” 

Jett, known as a ‘‘jailhouse 
lawyer,”’ first met Hope when he 
offered to help with court cases 
to get Hope’s sons out of prison. 

The inmate was the main 
witness to be put on the stand by 
the state’s special prosecutor, 
Colbert County District Attorney 
James Patton. 

One of the last witnesses to 
testify for the state was Shelby 
County’s DA BIlly Hill. 

He was asked about a list 
found in Hope’s home containing 
the names of 14 individuals in- 
volved in the trials of Billy Joe 
and Phillip Hope, 

That list has been referred to as 
a ‘hit list,’’ but defense attorney 
Lawrence Sheffield said it 
amounted to nothing more than 
the names of people involved in 
the case. 

Other-evidence produced. was 
the gun with the serial number 
removed that Hope furnished for 
the assassination attempt, and 
the foil coated brown paper in 
which it had been wrapped. 

In the search of Hope’s home 
following his arrest, torn scraps 
of paper were also retrieved from 
a wastebasket. 

When pieced together, the 
writing said, ‘‘put 4 $100 bills 5 


Feds sentence Pelham man 


A Pelham man was re- 
sentenced last week in federal 
court to five and a half years in 
prison for the possession of 
firearms while involved in a drug 
deal. He still faces similar charges 
in Shelby County in connection 
with the case. 

Morris Davis, 54, who ran a 
tobacco shop on U.S. 31 in 
Pelham, was first sentenced in 
October of 1980, but filed for a 
hearing to reduce his sentence. 
However, last Thursday U.S. 
District Court Judge James Han- 
cock upheld Davis’ first sentence 
which also carries a $15,000 fine 
and 10 years parole after he 
serves his time, according to U.S. 
Marshall Tom Greene. 

Davis’ federal sentence stems 


from an arrest on March 12, 


1980, when he sold a quanity of 
marijuana to an _ undercover 
agent in Hoover. Davis had 
weapons in his possession at the 
time. 

The same day, Pelham police 
and county deputies raided 
Davis’ home on the Helena Road 
and found about 100 pounds of 
pot, Further charges were levied 
against him in October, 1981 for 
allegedly receiving property in the 
form of a gun. 


Pelham Captain Allan Wade 
said Davis still faces charges in 
circuit court on the stolen gun 
and the drugs recovered in the 
March raid. 

Greene said Davis was sent last 
Thursday to the federal correc- 
tional institute in Talladega.

Columbiana eyes grant 


When a representative of the 
Birmingham Regional Planning 
Commission mentioned the 
possibility of grant money, 
members of the Columbiana 
Council perked up their ears. 


Bob House told the council 
Thursday evening that $30 
million in community block 
grants are being given out in the 
State. 

The first thought that occurred 
to council members was the im- 
provement of the city’s sewer 
system. 

“We've been trying to get 
grant money for that purpose for 
eight or ten years,’’ Mayor Buck 
Falkner remarked, ‘‘and we’re no 
closer than we were when we 
started,’’ 

It was the sewer system project 
that prompted the passage of a 
One cent sales tax, the mayor 


noted. And he said that the 
necessary engineering studies 
have already been completed. 

House reported that communi- 
ty block grants were being limited 
to $350,000. That would help 
with connector lines if other state 
funding could be secured for a 
sewerage treatment plant. 

In the past, Councilwoman 
Jessie Jones pointed out, the city 
has not been eligible for grants 
since the population does not 
contain the correct proportion of 
ethnic groups. 

House told the council the 
guidelines are more flexible now 
with income being more of a con- 
sideration, 

According to the BRPC 
representative, the state is now 
administering the program of 
block grants which had been 
under the federal Housing and 
Urban Development agency. 


Wilsonville clean-up planned 


Wilsonville’s city council made 
plans Monday night to begin 
cleaning up the town. 

The council has declared the 
week of March 21-27 clean-up 
and beautification week. It will 
work with the Fine Arts Club and 
Civitans to plant trees along 
streets and clean up the town’s 
property. People will be en- 
couraged to clean up their own 
yards. 

In other business, Mayor Mc- 
Clure reported on the progress of 
work being done on the fire hall. 
A new suspended ceiling has been 
put up, he said, and the walls are 
now being painted.

Purged poll list causes problems 


How many voters are there in 
Shelby County? A lot fewer than 
there were a month ago. 

In February, those voters who 
failed to reidentify themselves in 
the last two years were dropped 
from the rolls. 

Some 14,722 names, or a little 


over 38 percent of the February |! 
voter total of 38,437, were scrat- 
ched off the list. 

But, 176 names were added in 
February (a normal monthly 
figure for new registrations) br- 
inging the new voter total to 
23,891. 


County officials found out on 
March 2nd that many of the 
14,722 were still alive, and loudly 
complaining about being denied 
the right to vote. Over 100 were 
reportedly reidentified on that 
election day, as the board of 
registrars went into a semi- 


Official election returns 


The official results of last 
weeks constitutional amendment 
election produced no surprises 
over the unofficial figures, that 
were listed in last week’s 
Reporter. 

Briefly, in Shelby County, the 
voters approved all the amend- 
ments except the controversial 
amendment four, and amend- 
ments 10, 11 and 13. Amendment

emergency procedure. 

Although the total number of 
voters who showed up for the 
March 2 election was not 
tabulated, a total of 6,652 voted 
for or against amendment 4, the 
"most voted-on of all the issues. 

This would mean a 27 percent 
turnout was achieved, somewhat 
high for the usually-ignored con- 
stitutional amendment elections. 
If the old voter total of 38,437 is 
used, the voter turnout was only 
17 percent of those registered. 
Voters as a percent of the coun- 
ty’s total population is roughly 
half that. 

Why would so many voters 
show up for a ho-hum election 
after lying low for the past two 
years? Many apparently had no 
idea that the reidentification pro- 
gram existed. 

Many others, however, had at- 
tempted to reidentify but had not 
succeeded. 

The Board of Registrars 
became the center of attention in 
answering questions about the 
process. 

How did Shelby County’s 
voter list get 38 percent too large 
in the first place? Well, the 38 


may be smaller. 

In addition, this is the first ma- 
jor purge of the list since passage 
of the 1965 Civil Rights Act re- 
quired preclearance of all voter 
list action with the Justice 
Department in Washington. 
Moreover, Shelby County has 
had many people move in and out 
in that period. It’s hard to keep 
track. 

Since several important elec- 
tions lie ahead in 1982, many are 
predicting that more errors will 
surface. If so many voters ran in- 
to trouble on such a small elec- 
tion, they say, what will happen 
when the offices of probate 
judge, sheriff, legislator, and 
governor are at stake, and the 
voter participation rate zooms 
past 50 percent?

Gov. Fob James had every 
right to be pleased at the over- 
whelming endorsement the voters 
of Alabama gave to his plan for 
investing and spending the $449 
million in oil lease revenue. 

While no visible opposition to 
the three amendments ever 
emerged, it was no particular 
secret that backers of at least two 
possbile candidates for governor 
this fall had put out the word to 
vote against the measures. Their 
motives were obvious -- had the 
James propositions been rejected 
all of that money would still be 
around next January for the next 
governor to spend. 

In the wake of the smashing 
victory for the three amendments 
there was immediate speculation 
that the returns might encourage 
Gov. James to run for a second 
term this fall. That isn’t likely to 
happen. While he still is playing it 
coy, the odds remain strong that 
he will be a one-term governor. 


By his own choice. 
The smashing defeat. of 
Amendment No. 4 was scarcely a 


surprise. Th old ‘‘when in doubt 
vote no”’ rule was applied in this 
instance by the voters. They were 
bombarded with TV commercials 
and ads telling them how good or 
how bad the amendment was, 
and the net result was total con- 
fusion, Hence the ‘‘no”’ votes. 
No doubt both Bill Baxley and 
Jere Beasley -- or at least their 
supporters -- will seek some sign 
from the Amendment 4 vote that 
their political stock is on the 
upswing. After all, they came out 
against the amendment and it was 


tried over the past two weeks to 
give away 10,000 pounds of the 
USDA surplus cheese to local 
food stamp recipients. Although 
a large crowd converged on the 
welfare offices the first day, since 
then the cheese business has ap- 
parently been going much slower 
than anyone anticipated.

Moore laments loss of 


Youth Services money

Sonny Moore, Representative 
of Shelby County does not agree 
with parts of the two budgets that 
the House has passed in the cur- 
rent legislature session. 

First, Moore told this reporter 
he was not pleased with the 
absence of the Youth Services 
program in the general budget. 
The general fund budget deals 
with the normal functions of 
Alabama state government, and 
noticeably missing was the ap- 
propriation for youth services. 
This was ping-ponged between 
the general fund and education 
budgets, and asa result been ex- 
cluded from both. 


‘*Now, the only way to ap- 
propriate money for youth ser- 
vices is to amend the state con- 
stitution,’’ Moore said. Youth 
services handles various youth 
programs, juvenile correction 
facilities, and job finding pro- 
grams for the youth of the state. 


The education budget passed 
Thursday, but through a 
technical error in its approval, 
the 16 percent pay raise for 
teachers came out of the House 
as only 14 percent. Rep. Moore 


was disturbed over the matter of 
getting the budget to the Senate 
for its approval. ‘‘As of now, we 
(the House) have not been able to 
provide ruling to transmit the 
budget to the Senate,’’ Moore 
said. 

The House had originally ap- 
proved a 16 percent teacher pay 
raise. This is not a 16 percent an- 
nual increase, but really a 5.33 
percent increase per year over the 
next three years. . 

However, poor definition of 
the pay raise portion of the 
Education Budget prevented the 
percentage from leaving the 
House as 16. The state teachers 
will receive as a result a 14 per- 
cent increase, or about 4.67 per- 
cent annually. This year would be 
the first time in three years that 
state teachers have received a 
raise in pay. 

Rep. Moore was pleased with 
the passage of the first three 
amendments by state voters o 
Tuesday. . 


“It’s the best thing to do to 
preserve the integrity of that 
money,’’ Moore said. ‘‘It would 
be scrambled for in the legislature 
if it wasn’t restricted.””

Postage stamp garden feeds family

Paul Gamble’s garden is only a 
30 x 60 foot plot in his backyard 
at Helena. But he grows enough 
food in it to feed his family year- 
round and to share with relatives 
and neighbors. 

“In a small, compact space, 
you can grow a lot of things,”’ 
said Gamble. 

He added that he can get at 
least three crops if he plants real 
early. 

He has spinach already putting 
out from last fall and has already 
set out onions and cabbage plants 
in rows, with radishes and turnip 
greens sown down the middles. 
He planted English peas in 
January and later will plant 
something else right beside them. 

Last year he used the same 
space for English peas and small 
running limas, and the same 
sticks for them to run on, he said. 
About the time the peas started 
blooming, he planted the beans. 
He had harvested the peas and 
was ready to pull up the drying 


vines by the time the bean vines 
were ready to start twining 
around the sticks. 

Gamble has ordered asparagus 
and strawberry plants, he said, 
and has beds ready to set them 
out as soon as they arrive. He 
prepared the asparagus bed with 
sand and barnyard fertilizer and 
the strawberry bed with compost 
and sand. He will mulch the ber- 
ries with pinestraw, giving them a

Helena postmaster retires 
after36 years on the job 


Helena Postmaster Lois 
McGlawn retired last week after 
36 years with the U.S. Postal Ser- 
vice. 

Saturday night, 48 people, 
many of whom were her co- 
workers over the years, gave Mrs. 
McGlawn a surprise farewell par- 
ty at an Alabaster restaurant. the 
party was organized by Helena 
mail clerks Linda Bristow and 
Peggy Wilson. 

“We all loved working with 
Lois,”’ Bristow said. ‘‘She is a 
wonderful person -- more than 
just a boss. She is a friend.”’ 

Mrs. McGlawn went to work 
as a postal clerk May 15, 1945, 
while in the tenth grade at 
Thompson High School. ‘‘l stop- 
ped by the post office one after- 
noon to get the mail and Virginia 
Tucker (the postmaster, then) 
asked me if I wanted a job.”’ 

Ever since, the Helena native 
said her life has centered around 
the post office. 

Indeed the Post Office is where 
she met her husband, Millard, 
when he came to work as rural 
route carrier, 32 years ago. Bet- 
ween the two of them, the 
McGlawns booked 60 years with 
the postal service. 

Mrs. McGlawn was named 


postmaster at Helena on April 
23, 1973. At that time, she was 
told the town would receive a new 
post office. But the Pelham, 
Maylene arid Saginaw post of- 
fices needed replacing first, so 
she had to wait eight years for the 
new building which stands at the 
intersection of highways 52 and 
17 -- exactly where she said she 
wanted it. 

When she first went to work 
for the post office, Helena had 
415 boxes, and that number 
changed little until the boom hit. 
Up until then, Mrs. McGlawn 
said she knew everybody’s name 
in Helena. But after that, it was 
impossible to keep up with all the 
newcomers as the number of 
boxes increased to 810. 

“*I don’t really feel like it’s my 
post office,’’ she said in answer 
to a question. ‘‘But when I drive 
by it now, I do miss it. Still, it’s a 
good feeling not to have so much 
responsibility.’’ 

McGlawn has been on leave 
since November. Her retirement 
went into effect March 1, 

“All my life I’ve had to get up 
and go to work,” she said. 
*‘Now, I’m going to do what I 
want to do!”’ 

One thing on that list includes 


visiting the McGlawns’ son and 
grandson Blane and Joseph in’ 
New Orleans. Their second son, 
Adrian, is an engineer for 
Harbert Construction.

They were shot at and bombed 
out in offices in Lebanon and 
played host to presidents and 
kings in countries around the 
world. Now, they have come 
back to settle down in Chelsea 
where they grew up. 

But retirement from govern- 
ment service hasn’t made Bernell 
and William Collis Holcombe 
stodgy and inactive. They stay 
busy sharing their knowledge and 
experiences with civic, church 
and school groups, as well as in- 
dividuals who visit the virtual in- 
ternational museum which is

their home. 


The Holcombes’ uniquely- 


‘ designed house reflects their life 


in countries where Mr. Holcombe 
served for 16 years in embassy 
posts as a representative of the 
US government. A tour of the 
house is almost like a tour around 
the world and through the lives of 
the Holcombe family. 

Trays on the wall tell stories 
from Egypt, Syria and other ex- 
otic places. A table in the study 
was made from a large serving 
tray from the Saudi Arabian 
desert.

County eating establishments 
received over all high ratings 
from the health department in 
February. 

According to inspector Harry 
Edwards, the average rating in- 
creased from 92 or 93, to 95.16. 
Commented Edwards, ‘‘We 
don’t give them the rating, it’s 
what they deserve.”’ 

Edwards said that 100 of the 
county’s 116 establishments were 
inspected,Of those not in- 


spected, he said several had clos- 
ed permanently, some had closed 
until the summer, one restaurant 
was new and still not in full swing 
and the cafeteria at the University 
of Montevallo was inadvertently 
skipped due to an inspector’s be- 
ing in the hospital. 

The health department is 
authorized to close any eating 
establishment with a rating of 70 
or lower. Edwards said that five 
establishments were put on legal 
notice for poor ratings, but pass- 
ed inspection when they were re- 
examined at a later time during 
the month. 

The ratings, as compiled by the 
Shelby County Health Depart- 
ment, show that Sandwich Shop 
of Columbiana was the only one 
to score 100,

A mirror at the head of the 
stairs reflects a picture of a 
snake-charmer from India. 
‘*They would drive up and 
unload those things (snakes) right 
in your front yard,” recalled 
Mrs. Holcombe. 

On the back of the painting is a 
message from the artist, “‘To 
Mrs. Holcombe, the master 
charmer.’ Near the picture hangs 
one of the flutes used by the 
snake charmer. 

One bathroom in the house is 
decorated in a sea-effect because 
of a fishing net bought in the city 
of Byblos in Lebanon, said Mrs. 
Holcombe, who has a degree in 
interior decorating. She recalled 
the morning she and her husband 
were eating out-of-doors in the 
ancient city and saw the 
beautiful, blue net glistening in 
the sun and rippling in the breeze 
as it hung by the sea to dry. 

Across window shades are 
written the Arabic words mean- 
ing, ‘‘You are very welcome.’’ A 
painting on the wall shows a 
house built high on stilts like the 
one the Holcombe family lived in 
while in Borneo. 

Mrs. Holcombe uses clothing 
she brought from overseas to give 
international fashion shows for 
clubs and other groups. 

Many of the Holcombes’ 
treasures are simple things such 
as rocks from beaches around the 
world and a small ceramic fish 
from their Chinese cook in 
Malaysia. Among Mrs. 
Holcombe’s fondest memories 
are people she helped while doing 
volunteer work at a Malaysian 
hospital, and her servants’ 
children who fondly called her 
**Memsahib”’ 

A shelf-lined display room in 
the basement catches the 
overflow of momentos. Here, are 
found empty gun shells and 
fragments of a Russian-made 
bomb picked up after an attack 
by terrorists on Holcombe’s of- 
fice building in Beirut. ‘*They

were always bombing and

ed Mrs. Holcombe. 

Once during open street war- 
fare, a squad of armed Palesti- 
nians, took refuge inside their 
apartment building. The 
Holcombes hid in their apart- 
ment behind a barricade of heavy 
furniture while Lebanese soldiers 
surrounded the building with 
machine guns and tanks until 
called away for a more serious 
engagment. ‘‘We never saw the 
tterrorists again,’’said Holcombe, 
‘““but sometimes we still look 
iunder our bed at night.”’ 

Holcombe retired in 1975 and 
came back to Chelsea. A few 
months later, his replacement in 
Beirut was kidnapped and tor- 
tured. 

Their son, Tom, married the 
daughter of the now-retired 
Commodore of the Philippine 
navy and they have two young 
daughters. He travels around the 
world as a chemical engineer. 

Older son Bill is a management 
analyst with the U.S. Agriculture 
Department. He and his wife 
have two sons. 

The Holcombes’ sons grew up 
in India and Malaysia, a far cry 
from the Shelby County coun- 
tryside where their parents spent 
their childhoods. 

From Vincent High School, 
Collis Holcombe went on to earn 
a bachelor of arts degree in 
political science, a masters in 
public and international affairs 
and a doctorate in law. He is a 
member of the bar in 
Washington, D.C. 

The Holcombes’ home is on 
land homesteaded by his great 
grandfather. He works from it to 
promote peace and understan- 
ding between people of the 
world, and worships in the little 
church down the road which was 
established by his ancestors. 

Although he and Mrs. 
Holcombe have traveled seven 
times around the world, they 
agree that it is really good to be 
back home again.

School, several teachers have 
been afflicted with the problem 
which is generally confined to 
their students. 

But the school is combating the 
problem in every way possible. 

The Shelby County Health 
Department has instructed 
teachers where and how to look 
for lice on the childrens’ heads, 
and also informed them on the 
treatment. 

Out of a student body of 1,300, 
TES Principal Leslie Harrison 
reports that to date there have 
been only 130 cases of lice. 

Letters to parents have explain- 
ed the situation, Harrison said, 
and asked that they check their 
children. 

If lice are found on a child at 
school, the student may not 
return to class again without a 
note saying he or she has been 
treated. 

According to the Health 
Department, a shampoo prescrip- 
tion may be obtained from them 
or the family physician. 

There is also an over the 
counter shampoo available at 
drug stores. 

According to the Health 
Department, head lice do not 
jump and can only be contracted 
by contact with an individual 
who has them or contact with in- 
fested clothing or other objects. 

As an extra measure to get rid 
of the lice at Thompson, the 
school was sprayed with a 
disinfectant every evening. 

Although Thompson was the 
only school where any alarm 
about the situation was express- 
ed, the Health Department says 
they have had reports of lice in 
every elementary school in the

The next day’s journey of 5.3 
miles was to take them to 
Tesnatee Gap, and the final 5.7 
mile leg of their hike will bring 
them to Neels Gap. 

According to Byron White, 
one of the leaders who has made 
the hike several times, weather 
conditions have never cancelled a 
trip. 

Last year, the troop hiked over 
ice, he said. 

Even though temperatures are 
unpredictable, the average 
daytime high for that area is 
around 50 degrees and it may go 
down as low as 10 degrees at 
night.

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Four county firemen become only ‘smoke divers’

Only four firemen in the state of 
Alabama are qualified as ‘‘smoke 
divers’” and all four are from 
Shelby County. 

Clarence Stone Jr. of the 
Montevallo Volunteer Fire 
Department is the only volunteer 


fireman in the stae who has com- 
pleted a 30-hour course in smoke 
diving at Florida State Fire Col- 
lege in Ocala. 

The others are David Mc- 
Curry, Joey Lovelady, and Mike 
Knight all of the Pelham Fire 
Department. 


Citizens aid home 


A three pound coffee can full 
of nickels won’t go very far 
toward keeping Shelby County’s 
Youth Attention Home running. 

However, every nickel is im- 
portant now that federal funding 
has been discontinued. 

The can filled with money was 
presented to Attention Home 
Director Brenda Lee Sunday by 
the adult Sunday School class 
from Riverchase United 
Methodist Church. 

“And they plan to do this 
every quarter,’’ Lee beamed. 

All federal funds were to have 
been discontinued last 
September, Lee noted. However, 
the government did provide 41% 
funding this year, she said. 

In order to make up the dif- 
ference, Lee has been soliciting 
contributions from communities, 
businesses and individuals, and 
holding money raising events. 

Referring to the young people 
who are helped by the home and 
youth services, Lee asked, ‘* What 
would they do if we weren’t 
here?’’ 

The facility near Alabaster is 
licensed to care for eight 
youngsters, and can house ten if 
necessary. And they’re usually 
full. 

In some cases, parents don’t 
want the child, Lee explained, 
and they have no place else to go. 

“It’s sad,”’ she said, shaking 
her head. 

Some residents remain at the 
facility until they’re 18 and can 
manage on their own. ‘‘We try to 
help them earn GED’s and find 
jobs,”’ she explained. 

Although the average age of 
residents is 14, Lee said that 
children as young as eight have 
been cared for at the home. 

In addition to providing a 
place for troubled young people 
to stay, Youth Services gives 
counseling help on an outpatient 
basis. 

**And we’re the only ones who 
don’t charge anything,’’ Lee

remarked. 
At the present time, the 
caseload stands at 350. And 


counselors deal with everything 
from truancy to drugs. 

Trying to nip in the bud 
anything that might turn 
teenagers in the wrong direction, 
Lee and her staff have embarked 
on a program called, ‘‘Pinpoint 
High Risk Youth.” 

This involves finding and 
working with elementary school 
students who are truants or who 
are making failing grades. 

When September rolls around 
this year, Lee says, there won’t be 
any more federal funds. But she 
noted with relief that a $10,000 
trust fund has been set up by 
former Attention Home Board 
Chairman, Ed Craig. 

That will at least give the facili- 
ty some breathing space until 
other funds can be secured. 

This year, Lee reported, the 
county contributed $15,000; 
Pelham, $3,000; Calera, $500 

and Alabaster has agreed to pro- 
vide services. 

Various service clubs have also 
pitched in to do painting and 
repair jobs, Lee said. 


Other communities are being 
asked for help, the director 
related, since every area of the 
county is served by the home and 
youth services. 

The Jatest fund raising effort is 
a talent show May 15 at Pelham 
High School. 


Members of the Indian Valley 
Womens’ Service Auxiliary are 
assisting with that event which is 
open to both young people and 
adults.

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Stone and McCurry have 
recently completed the course. 
Lovelady and Knight took it 
earlier. 

To prepare for their training, 
Stone says, he and McCurry 
began a fitness program in 
November, jogging three miles a 
day. When they reported to 
Ocala on February 21, they had 
to complete a 220 yard sprint in 
40 seconds, and walk a 20’ beam 
carrying a 25 pound object. 

Stone said the school told them 
that each individual would be 
pushed to his physical and mental 
limits. They each had to wear a 
fire protection suit weighing 25 
pounds for the entire 30 hour 
course. 

One of the exercises performed 
by the firemen, who were split in- 
to teams of 6 men, was to light 
fires on each floor of a 5-story 
smoke tower. After the building 
was completely filled with smoke, 
the men went to the top of the 
building, then had to find their 
way to the 4th floor crawling on 
their hands and knees, 

During this evolution water 
gates were opened on all floors. 
At this time course instructors 
tried to harass the men to the 
point of breaking down both 
mentally and physically. 

The men were pushed under 
the water, helmet and masks were 
knocked off, donned airpacks 
were bound with rope and the 
firefighters had to get loose from 
the tied airpacks feeling their way 


through the thick smoke. 

From the 4th floor maze of the 
smoke tower the firemen would 
make their way to the first floor 
exit only to double-time to the 
the burn- 


next exercise at 
building. 


Once there, the student would 
climb the 3-story building by an 
exterior stairwell, and once again 
enter the building on their knees. 
This time, however, the floor 
temperature was 460°-480° on 
the interior stairway. At this

point the men would make their 
way to the 2nd floor which was 
covered with water. 

“When I looked down the 
water on the floor was literally 
boiling,’’ Stone commented, 
“‘Later I found out that the ac- 
tual temperature of the water 16 
inches from the floor was 220°,” 
Stone and McCurry both ac- 
quired bad knee burns during the 
week. 

Completing that evolution the 
group broke for a one-hour lunch 
break consisting of gatorade and 
a peanut butter and honey sand- 
wich. 

After lunch it was back to the 
same type of exercises. 

Although 28 men started the 
course, only 21 finished it. 

‘‘In completing a smoke 
diver’s course it makes a fireman 
like me realize that it takes team- 
work in extinguishing fires that 
protect both property and lives.”’ 

“It also made me more aware 
of the high rates of death of 
firefighters due to stress and 
strain from both the firefighting 
and the heavy equipment that 
they carry.” 

“Being around professional 
firefighters in a school of this 
caliber has made me realize that 
you can be a professional 
whether you are on a paid depart- 
ment or a volunteer one,’’ Stone 
concluded. 

According to these men, there 
are only 560 men in the nation 
who have completed this school. 


Liquor license sought for Montevallo club 


Montevallo’s city council has 
postponed a decision on approv- 
ing an application for an on- 
premises liquor license until 
March 22. 

James Frazier, a Montevallo 
businessman, appeared before 
the governing body on February 
22 requesting approval of his ap- 
plication for such a license for a 
proposed private club. At that 
time Frazier indicated he has 
plans to establish a private club 
whose membership would be 
made up of University of 
Montevallo students, faculty and 
staff members and UM alumni. 


Frazier said he proposes to 
establish the club in the Basement 
of the former Smitherman Drug 
Store building which is located in 
the Whaley Shopping Center. 

During the February 22 


meeting a group of students led 
by the vice president of the stu- 
dent government association 
spoke in behalf of the proposal. 
The president of the Montevallo 
Chamber of Commerce, Don 
Lovelady, also spoke favorably 
of the proposed club. 

Last Wednesday a group of 
students met with Mayor Ralph 
Sears, asking him to postpone a 
decision on the application until 
after the spring holidays.

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Gobbler hunting tricks and tools 


by Earl Franklin Kennamer 

Tricks and tools for turkeys are 
important items in hunters’ 
thoughts since the season will 
begin booming March 20. 

Two items stand out as upper- 
most in paraphernalia of the 


turkey nimrod: good shotgun and 


a couple of reliable mechanical 
callers. 

I’m glad we in Alabma outlaw- 
ed the rifle as a turkey harvest 
tool several yeats ago. Anyone 
who has to collect his trophy with 
a scoped rifle bullet at 100 yards 
or farther cannot call himself a 
turkey hunter. Anybody with 
reasonable accuracy can hit a 
target as big as an 18-lb. turkey 
without having any knowledge of 
turkey habits, or without stalking 
skill and without a turkey caller 
to bring a reluctant strutting gob- 
bler within positive shotgun 
range. : 

All Alabama hunters can be 
proud of our seasonal legal bag 
limit of five turkey gobblers. It’s 
the most liberal in 30-odd states 
with turkey seasons and with a 
reported crop of 350,000 turkeys, 
we stand near the top. 

No shotgun for turkeys should 
be less than a 20-gauge with 
3-inch chambers to accommodate 
1% ounces of shot in a “thigh 
powered’”’ load. In my thinking, 
the regular 2 and 3/4inch 
chambered 20 doesn’t carry 


Safety rules 


for hunters 


In the spring of 1981 an 
estimated 36,000 hunters 
harvested 15,500 gobblers. This 
year the prospects for turkey 
hunters are bright. 

But hunters need a review of 
the Ten Commandments of Gun 
Safety, which are: 

®], Treat every gun with the 
respect due a loaded gun. 

e2. Control the muzzle of your 
firearm so it presents no unwar- 
ranted threat and always be 
cognizant Of what is in your line 
of fire. 

#3. Be sure the gun’s barrel and 
action are-clear of obstructions. 

e4. Be sure of your target 
before you squeeze the trigger. 

e5. Unload all guns when 
they’pe;not in use. 

e6. Always identify your target 
and point a gun only at an object 
you intend to shoot, avoid all 
horseplay with firearms. - 

e7. Never climb a fence or tree 
or jump a ditch with a loaded 
gun. 

°8. Never shoot a bullet at a 
flat, hard surface or water. 

e9. Store guns and ammunition 
separately, and 

©10. Avoid alcoholic beverages 
before or during shooting. 

Turkey hunters have to be 
especially alert to these 10 Com- 
mandments, because of the 
nature of turkey hunting. The 
turkeys’ keen eyesight enables 
them to easily detect movement 
and because of this, most hunters 
are reluctant to wear colors which 
do not blend in with the natural 
habitat. 

Most turkey hunters believe the 
ideal outfit is a camouflage jump 
suit and cap which feature sub- 
dued colors. This makes it im- 
perative that the hunter positively 
identify the gobbler and 
distinguish it from a man before 
firing. 

Wildlife Section Biologist Gary 
Moody in the Conservation 
Department’s Game and Fish 
Division said the hatch of turkey 
poults was good last year and 
with one of the best mast crops in 
several years, this should provide 
good hunting because the turkeys 
thrived in a comparatively mild 
winter.

**I’m with Thomas Jefferson in 
believeing in ‘the democracy of 
opportunity and the aristocracy 
of achievement,’ ’’ the UM presi- 
dent said. “And that, not in- 
cidentally, is why it remains 
essential that we make college a 
real option for those in our state 
who can benefit from it. 

‘*To do so, we must continue 
to provide more federal and state 
support for higher education in 
Alabama and America, not less.’’ 

Vickrey said he was disap- 
pointed that President Reagan 
has proposed what amounts to a 
“virtual revolution in natio.ual 
social policy.” 

President Reagan proposed 
eliminating three of five federal 
student financial aid programs, 
cutting the Pell Grant program 
by 40 percent and reducing the 
student work study program by 
28 percent. The Pell Grant pro- 
gram provides grants to low in- 
come students. In the work study 
program, students work in col- 
lege offices while they are in 
school, 

Reagan also proposes to raise 
interest rates on one of the loan 
programs and to change eligilibi- 
ty standards. 

The President’s proposed cuts 
would cost Alabama students 
some $32 million just from the 
grant programs, one loan pro- 
gram and work study. 

**All of that just to save about 


Vickrey said. ‘‘That’s less than 
the cost of some new bargain 
basement weapons system.”’ 

Vickrey said it is ironic that 
President Reagan was proposing 
the cuts when the nation needed 
more not fewer college graduates. 

*‘Where else will the profes- 
sional manpower come from re- 
quired to lead industry and 
manage the use of increasingly 
sophisticated military hard- 
ware?”’ he asked. 

Alabama, he said, can afford

Today, computers touch every 
life in Shelby County. Tomor- 
row, don’t be too surprised if you 
have one in your home. 

But 30 years ago--and to some 
extent, even today--the computer 
was the misunderstood child of 
technology, eyed with suspicion 
by the general public, 

The outer limits of science fic- 
tion can be credited with the 
public’s early notion that behind 
its mask of keys, dials, meters 
and transisitors, the ‘electronic 
brain” somehow harbored a-will 
and consciousness of its own. 
Often as not, the “‘brain’s’’ will 
was depicted as sinister in nature, 
and the fictionalized computer 
usually had something evil on its 
electronic mind. 

So much for science fiction. 

Mad computer stories even- 
tually gave way to the public’s 
more real fear that computers 
would soon ruin the job market. 
The ever faithful employee was 
pictured as an endangered 
species, threatened with replace- 
ment by the never tiring, cold 
calculations of a computer. 

But according to figures froma

recent teachers’ seminar, some 
3,200 new computer related jobs 
have been created statewide since 
1976. That comes to a total of 
19,041 jobs for keypunch/ data 
entry clerks, operators, program- 
mers, system analysts and techni- 
cians in Alabama alone. 

Nationwide, there were 
765,000 computer related jobs in 
1970. By the end of this decade, 
however, that figure is expected 
to jump to 2.1 million. 

In its brief history, the 
misunderstood child of yesterday 
has made great strides in general 
acceptance, utility and 
technology. 


Historically, the dawn of com- 
puters broke some 2,000 years 
ago when man learned to make 
simple calculations with beads 
strung across a wire frame. 
Known as the abacus, such 
primitive computers are still used 
in some countries today. 

In 1642, Pascal, a French 
philospher and scientist, inspired 
by the turning spokes of a wagon 
wheel, built the first adding 
machine. Others followed with 
various contraptions, but ll 


these visionaries proved too far 

The first American calculator 
was invented in 1872, and before 
the turn of the century William 
Burroughs and a partner were 
marketing practical adding 
machines which showed tabula- 
tions on paper. Next time you 
receive a Shelby County tax 
notice, you can thank Mr. Bur- 
roughs, because the notice was 
figured and printed on the Bur- 
roughs computer in the cour- 
thouse. 

When it was realized that the 
1890 U.S. census would take ten 
years to tabulate, Herman 
Hollerith was called on to find a 
shortcut. Based on an 1801 
automated rug weaver, Hollerith 
developed a system of processing 
Statistical information from 
punch cards, and built a machine 
to sort them. 

The machine blistered through 
the census data in record break- 
ing time--two and half years. 
Hollerith’s punch card company 
later became known as the Inter- 
national Business Machines Cor- 
poration, or IBM. (This com- 
pany, with buildings in major 
cities all over the world, is now 


building a four story office 
building on highway 280 at 
1-459.) 

The first electronic digital com- 
puter is credited to Dr. John V. 
Atanasoff, who struggled unsuc- 
cessfully with the idea at Iowa 
State College during the winter of 
1937-38. Frustrated, he drove 
across the Mississippi River one 
day to a roadside tavern where he 
finally formulated the concepts 
which had evaded him. 

In 1946, for the Army, 
Mauchly and Eckert built for 
$400,000, the 30 ton, 18,000 tube 
ENIAC computer which oc- 
cupied a 30 by 50 foot room. Said 
Admiral Lord Mountbatten, 
President of the British Institute 
of Radio Engineers, “‘The stage 
has now been set for the most 
(H.G.) Wellsian development of 
all--an electronic brain.” 

The two men, with support 
from Remington-Rand, built the 
Universal Automatic Computer 
(UNIVAC 1) for the U.S. Census 
Bureau in 1950. But it wasn’t un- 
til two years later that John Q. 
Public first became aware of the 
computer. 


On November 4, 1952, CBS us- 
ed a UNIVAC I to predict that 
Eisenhower would defeat Steven- 
son in the presidential elections. 
But the computer made. the 
prediction so quickly (with only 
5% of the votes tallied), that CBS 
was afraid it was wrong and 
withheld the information until all 
the votes were counted. 

The computer revolution was 


born. 
Computers soon became pro- 
grammable, that is they could be 
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World of computers is now touching every life 


preinstructed to perform par- 
ticular tasks. New ‘“‘machine 
languages’’ such as FORTRAN 
and COBOL were devised to 
write instructions for computers. 
‘*machine languages” such as 
FORTRAN and COBOL were 
devised to write instructions for 
computers. 

In 1954, Bell Laboratories 
developed ‘‘second generation”’ 
computers, replacing cumber- 
some vacuum tubes with tran- 
sistors, Transistors made com- 
puters faster, smaller and less ex- 
pensive, and the number of 
systems in the U.S. jumped from 
2,550 in 1958, to 18,200 in 1964. 

‘Third generation’? com- 
puters, which hit the market in 
1964, incorporated IBM 
developed Solid Logic 
Technology (SLT), giving com- 
puters the ability to perform 
375,000 computations per se- 
cond. Today, %-inch computer 
chips are capable of housing over 
70,000 transistors. 

A generation gap in technology 
caused problems with progamm- 
ing and operations, however. 
Hardware systems were out- 
distancing the software programs 
needed to run them. 

Trained computer personnel 
were hard to find and keep. Pro- 
grams were sometimes unreliable. 
Reports came out in the late ’60’s 
that perhaps two-thirds of 
businesses with computers were 
not utilizing them profitably. 
Papers carried stories of massive 
“‘computer errors.’’

ching,” led to the Privacy Act of 
1974, which gives you the right to 
inspect any personal data a com- 
puter may have stored on you. 

But as colleges and universities 
turned out more and more train- 
ed personnel, the still growing 
computer community got on 
more even keel. ; 

The early °’70’s saw the 
development of silicon micro 
processor chips the size of a 
fingernail. They had as much 
power as the old ENIAC com- 
puter with 18,000 vacuum tubes. 
Furthermore, data communica- 
tions were developed which 
allowed operators to work with 
computers at remote sites. 

Today, research continues, 
technology improves, and com- 
puters become more and more in- 
volved with your everyday life. 

In the U.S. alone, some 
500,000 computers are now being 
used, and sales are reported in ex- 
cess of $40 billion. 

Computers are being used in 
offices, banks, insurance com- 
panies, hospitals, and by the 
government, from Uncle Sam to 
Cousin Shelby. In fact, this story 
is being writen on a computerized 
word processor, so you know for 
a fact that at least one computer 
has affected your life today. 

Tomorrow, the general public 
may have a better understanding 
of life with computers. But 
despite the widespread use of the 
machines today, many people 
still donot feel comfortable with 
a computer buzzing around 
them.

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POW tags free, but priceless “||

Herman Strong has found a 
way to recieve a car tag for life, 
and not shell out a penny. The 
tag, however, cost him 66 
pounds, 38 months in captivity, 
andnearly his life, so one would 
hesitate to say the tag is ‘‘free.’’ 

Bob Barrett, James Edwards, 
Clyde Roberts and George 
**Pete’’ Vann don’t have to pay 
“money for their car tags again, 
either. They’re all former 
prisoners of war, and through a 
new state law are now eligible to 
obtain free, lifetime car tags cod- 
ed POW. 

Although they pay no money 
when they pick up their tags, each 
recipient paid for it in his own 
way. 

Strong, who retired from the 
IRS to live in Columbiana, was 
an accountant for a gold minifg 
company in Manila when he was 
captured in January, 1942, by 
Japanese forces, In the next three 
years, he watched the symptoms 
of hundreds of fellow prisoners 
as they literally starved to death 
on two bowls of rice per day. 

He figured he was 30 days 
from starvation when American 
troops liberated the prison on 


February 3, 1945. But since the 
Japanese had orders to kill all the 
prisoners on February 4, starva- 
tion probably wouldn’t have mat- 
tered. F 

James Edwards, now a lieute- 
nant in the sheriffs department, 
started paying for his free tag 
when the B-29 on which he was a 
crew member, was shot down 
near the Manchurian border by 
MIG fighters during the Korean 
War. He parachuted to safety 
and dodged Communist patrols 
for five days before being cap- 
tured. 

That was November, 1950. Un- 
til the war ended in July of °53, 
Edwards was passed around to 
Russian, Chinese, Mongolian 
and Korean prison camps. Only 
40% of his fellow prisoners sur- 
vived. Edwards lucked out and 
only lost 88 pounds. 


Bob Barrett, manager of 
Alabama Power’s Columbiana 
office, was captured in France by 
Germans in late 1944. He was 
shipped to several different 
stalags and finally ended up im- 
prisoned near Berlin. 

Finally, with the Allies closing 
in, he and two buddies slipped 


past an old guard and caught up 
with a group of Russian soldiers. 
In six months of captivity, Bar- 
rett lost 35 pounds. 


Clyde Roberts lives in Calera, 
paints for a living, and walks 
with a limp. The limp is from 
German 88 mm shrapnel, which 
ripped into his leg in June of 44 
while he was a private in Nor- 
mandy, France. 

The shell killed four of the last 
seven men in his company, and 
wounded the other three. ‘‘(The 
Germans) had me down with a 
broken leg, or they wouldn’t have 
caught me,’’ Roberts says. “‘l 
couldn’t get away.”’ 

Roberts was a POW four mon- 
ths and 19 days, during which 
time he lost 86 pounds. ‘‘! could 
tell you lots more, but it’s really 
not necessary...”’ 


George ‘‘Pete’’ Vann, who 
nows lives quietly in Montevallo, 
was a corporal in Korea in the fall 
of 1950 when he was picked as a 
‘‘volunteer’? to make an am- 
munition run. The ammunition 
never made it through, however. 
Vann was captured along with his 
comrades, and remained a POW 


until the war ended 32 months 
later. 

Vann says he tries not to think 
about those days anymore. But 
sometimes, in the middle of the 
night, the dreams still return. 

All the men indicated that the 
POW tags meant more to them 
than monetary savings. The tags 
are a token of honor, a bit of 
recognition for another price they 
once paid. 

As Barrett put it, “I’d have 
paid money to have one.’’ He ad- 
ded that if he saw someone witha 
POW tag on their car, he’d pull 
them over for a talk. 


From Shelby County, a total of 
eight POWs registered for the 
special tags. The other three, who 
have not yet picked up their 
recently arrived tags, could not 
be identified by either courthouse 
or Veterans Administration 
workers. 

Veterans Service Officer Jim 
Mayhew said any POW who 
wants a tag, however, can call his 
office (669-6246). Special tags are 
also available for Medal of 
Honor recipients, but Mayhew 
said he does not think any live in 
Shelby County.

Dismissal motion denied 


in second Orr case... 


| Shelby County Circuit Court 


Judge Harold Walden denied a. 


motion for the dismissal of the 
indictment against accused 
murderer Darrell Grayson at a 
pre-trial conference last week. 


The 21 year old Montevallo 
man is the alleged co-defendant 
in the Dec. 24, 1980 murder of 
Mrs. Annie Laurie Orr of 
Montevallo. 


Victor Kennedy, the other man 
charged with the crime, was con- 
victed of capital murder last 
month and given the death 
sentence. 

In asking for the dismissal of 
the indictment against Grayson, 
court appointed attorney Dick 
Bell contended that it was defec- 
tive. 

His reason for making that 
claim was because the act 
Grayson is accused under, has 
since been declared unconstitu- 
tional. 

Rebutting that argument, 
Deputy District Attorney Bob 
Williams argued that the act that 


governs, is the one in existence at 
the time of the crime. 


Bell also tried to get the trial 
moved to another county at Fri- 
day’s pre-trial conference. 


He claimed that media 
coverage of the case would not 
allow his client a fair trial in 
Shelby County. That motion was 
continued until Mar. 26. 

Other motions made by Bell 
were: to have any statements 
Grayson may have made supress- 
ed; to be allowed to hire expert 
witnesses, and to see any evidence 
obtained by the state. 

The motion to suppress 
statements was continued until 
the trial, which is set for April 2. 

Walden ordered the prosecu- 
tion to provide the defense with 
any statements Grayson may 
have made, discovery evidence, if 
any exists, and the state and 
defense will swap their lists of 
witnesses and scientific reports. 

Bell’s request for expert 
witnesses was also granted with a 
$500 payment limit set.

Zoning request turned down 


for Sweet Alice Industrial Park 


by Marcia M. Sears 

The Sweet Alice Industrial 
Park is not going any further 
than its present boundaries. 

That was the decision made 
Monday night by the Shelby 
County Planning Conimission, 
when it turned down a request to 
change the park’s zoning from 
R-3 (single family district) to M-1 
(light industrial district). 

The park is in Beat 12, the only 
beat in the county to have zoning. 
Before the beat had zoning, 
however, the Sweet Alice In- 
dustrial Park was established on 
two acres just off Cahaba Valley 
Road. Guardian IPCO Inc., con- 
ducts business at the location. 

Charles and Ileane Matthews, 
who own those two acres and 8.5 
additional acres next it it, asked 
for the zoning change so they 


could build  office-type 
warehouses on the remaining 
property. 


The hearing’ room Monday 
night was filled with residents of 
Meadowbrook and Old Virginia 
subdivisions who did not want 
the zoning change. 

The Matthews’ attorneys told 
the commission the proposed 
buildings would be a maximum 
height of 16 feet, would have a 
facade of stone and would not 
detract from the ncarby homes. 
‘‘There will be no production or

manufacturing of any type,’’ 
they added. 

Among those opposed to ex- 
panding the industrial park were 
the co-developers of 
Meadowbrook (Daniels Develop- 
ment) a planned community 
which will eventually have office 
buildings. 

The main argument the op- 
ponents advanced was that an ex- 
panded industrial park would 
devalue their property nearby. 

Mel Davis pointed out that lots 
in Meadowbrook cost upwards of 
$29,000 and homes there are 
worth $125,000 to $175,000. 

Robert Garner noted, ‘‘If you 
rezone it M-] there could be lots 
of uses other than warehouse 
space...”” 

Ham Perkins stated, “I bought 
into Daniels Development 
because J realize how junked up 
31 had become. We’ve all 
(indicating the partners in the 
Daniels enterprise) been residents 
of Dunnavant Road for 30 years. 
Shelby County is the most 
beautiful county in Alabama.’’ 

Bob Shaw of Meadowbrook 
contended, ‘‘There is no way they 
can control the types of trucks 
that would go in and out of a 
warehouse, It would be

Walker were flying maneuvers in 
the county helicopter at the south 
end of Shelby County Airport on 
March 5. 

According to reports, Glasgow 
and Walker were making a turn 
while hovering about five feet off 
the ground. The tail rotor guard 
and rotor -struck the muddy 
ground and the craft went out of 
control. 

The helicopter ‘‘started spinn- 
ing and I let it down on the 
ground,” Glasgow explained. ‘‘I 
knew what had happened. It 
made me mad.”’ 

An airport worker equated the 
accident with backing a car into a 
telephone post. 

Neither man was injured in the 
incident, but besides the tail sec- 
tion, the helicopter’s landing 
skids were also damaged. 

Glasgow said he is obtaining 
surplus parts at no cost from 
several other wrecked 
helicopters. An airport mechanic 
is working part time to put the 
craft back in action. 

Since last summer, Glasgow 


said some 100 hours have been 
logged on the craft. Most of that 
time was spent searching over 
wooded areas for stolen vehicles, 
although none were located, he 
said. The helicopter, however, 
has been used in locating several 
marijuana fields. 

Glasgow, the only member of 
the department licensed to fly the 
craft, has been assisting Walker 
in qualifying for a helicopter 
license. Glasgow said they had 
been doing manuevers for about 
one and half hours just prior to 
the crash, ; 

The government surplus 
helicopter was purchased last 
year with pistol fund money from 
the Sheriffs Boys Ranch for 
$2,000. 

The county budgeted $1,700 to 
insure the vehicle this year. Ac- 
cording to commission office 
records, gas and .oil purchase 
orders for the craft total about 
$500 per month. No purchase 
orders for major maintenance 
have been issued for the 
helicopter.

Even on Monday, there were 
still two counties whose votes 
were not in the secretary of 
state’s office. 

But a call to the probate office 
in Lowndes County revealed 
there were 334 votes against the 
amendment and 150 votes for it. 


In Geneva County, voters pulJ- 
ed the no lever 427 times with 328 
voters in favor of the change. 

So with all the votes accounted 
for, there were 87,290 for the 
amendment and 85,805 against.

Postal service records indicate 
that an average of four to five 
families move into the Meadow 
Brook area each month. During a 
three month period at the end of 
last year, twelve boxes were pick- 
ed up in Meadowbrook, said 
Dailey. In the twenty month 
period before that, around ninety 
boxes were added on the rural 
route. 

Mail delivery is made on 
Cahaba Heights city routes to In- 
verness, Altadena Forest and part 
of the Caldwell Mill Road area. 
‘‘Basically, we run from Caldwell 
Mill Road east to 280,”’ said G.C. 
Braswell of the Cahaba Heights 
post office. 

Twenty-six boxes were added 
to city routes during the past 
three months, he said, adding 
that several other numbers have 
been given out but are not yet in 


se. 

Some 760 stops are made in 
Shelby County by Cahaba 
Heights city mail carriers. Ap- 
proximately 850 stops are made 
by rural route carriers. All Shelby 
County mail coming though the 
Cahaba Heights post office is 
delivered by Birmingham zip 
code 35243. 

House numbers and street 
numbers or names are now used 
for mail delivery on both the city 
and rural routes. 

Dailey pointed out that this is 
important to rural mail carriers.

When an area is growing rapidly, 
boxes must be continually added 
and box numbers changed, he 
said, and this makes it difficult to 
locate a particular resident on a 
long, winding route.

Hope convicted,

Former cop loses slander case 


After waiting four years, a 
former Pelham policeman finally 
had his day in court. 

Johnny Bailey, who was fired 
from the Pelham Police Depart- 
ment in 1978, spent four days in 
Shelby County’s Circuit Court 
last week and Monday, trying to 
convince a jury he -had been 
slandered. 

But the jury had no say in the 
decision. 

Granting the defense’s motion 
for a directed verdict, Judge Ken- 
neth Ingram ruled in favor of 
Pelham Police Chief Dave Wat- 
son. 


When Bailey instituted the suit, ° 


it contained several counts and 
defendants besides Watson were 
Mayor Burk Dunaway and Police 
Commissioner Willard Payne. 
But when the case was tried, it 
had been boiled down to two 


charges, both against Watson. 

Plaintiff’s lawyer Lawrence 
Sheffield tried to show that Wat- 
son had slandered Bailey in a 
telephone conversation with 
former Montevallo Police Chief 
Troy Kirkland and also in a TV 
interview. 

The conversation with 
Kirkland concerned Bailey’s ap- 
plication for a position with the 
Montevallo Police Department. 

According to the former police 
chief’s statement, Watson had 
told him there was a lot of 
evidence that Bailey had 
assaulted a girl. 

The second charge of libel con- 
cerned the TV interview Watson 
gave following Bailey’s firing. 

Sheffield contended the police 
chief implied a crime had been 
committed. 

During the course of the trial, 


witnesses testified that Bailey and 
others dissatisfied with how the 
Pelham Police Department was 
being run had formed a 
*“*brotherhood.”’ 

The seven men had wanted 
Watson and Sgt. Jerry Payne 
dismissed, and a new police chief 
brought in from outside the area 
to correct problems they saw in 
the department. 

Statements made by several 
Pelham Police officers were read 
which revealed Bailey had made 
threats against Watson and Sgt. 
Payne. 

When he was on the stand, 
Bailey said his remarks had only 
been made in jest. 

The defense team consisted of 
Watson’s attorney, Sonny Con- 
will, the city’s insurance attorney 
Paul Smith, and Conrad Fowler, 
whose firm represents the city. 


After the judge gave his ver- 
dict, Sheffield told the Reporter 
he thought the jury would have 
decided in favor of his client. 

Although he did not reveal 
what amount the suit asked for, 
he said it was ‘‘big bucks.’’ 

When the suit was first filed, it 
had asked for $5 million in 
punitive damages. 

Bailey is now with the campus 
police at Birmingham Southern 
College. 

In rendering his decision, 
Judge Ingram said that the 
telephone conversation was 
privileged information and not 
published so it failed to constitute 
slander. 

He also noted that as a public 
figure, Bailey was obligated, 
more than a private citizen would 
have been, to show that he had 
been slandered with malice. 


Montevallo Chamber favors lounge 


The Montevallo Chamber of 
Commerce officially went on 
record Thursday as being in favor 
of the proposed lounge in the 
Whaley Shopping Center. 

Montevallo businessman Jim 
Frazier had approached the city 
council at their February 22 
meeting requesting a _ liquor 
license for a private club he plans 
to open. 

Membership would be limited 
to University of Montevallo 
students, alumni, faculty and 
staff. 

However, a vote on the ap- 
plication was postponed until 
March 22. 

Chamber President Don

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School ground problem areas 


surveyed for construction 


Survey work is presently being 
done to correct problem areas on 
the ground around four county 
schools, according to Robert E. 
Kelley of the USDA. 

Shelby County is one of five 
counties in the Department of 
Agriculture’s CAWACO 
Resource Conservation and 
Development Project area. Con- 
struction work has already been 
done on the Chilton County 
school grounds. 

Erosion control, beautification 
and safety are the key concerns of 
the federally funded project. 


Soil Conservation Service per- 
sonnel are presently doing survey 
work at Pelham, Riverchase, 
Montevalo and Chelsea, accor- 
ding to Kelley. Similar work is 
also being done in Walker, Jef- 
ferson and Blount Counties. 

Acontract is to be let in Jeffer- 
son County this spring. With the 


cut-backs in federal funds wie ac- 
tua! construction work on Shelby 
County’s project will be delayed 
until possibly 1983. As the situa- 
tion stands now, no new con- 
struction contracts wil be let in 
1982. 

According to Kelley,district 
conservationist, Judge Tommy 
Snowden, school principals and 
the County Board of Education 
are vitally interested in the pro- 
jects. The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice will continue survey work 
and planning of concrete struc- 
tures, waterways, seeding, 
mulching and other measures 
needed to correct problems 
around these schools,’’ he said. 

‘*Nationwide, these resource 
conservation and development 
projects are supported by all and 
represent tax dollrs well spent, 
but like all federally funded pro- 
jects must absorb their percen- 
tage of the ‘cuts’,’’ he added.

What price does the convicted 
burglar pay for breaking in to 
your home or your business? The 
Reporter checked through the 
records in the Shelby County 
courthouse to prepare this story. 


For the apprehended criminal, 
the Alabama Code prices 
burglary sentences at anywhere 
from one year and a day, to life. 
The price the book quotes and 
the final sentence dealt out, 
however, are often two different 
things. 

According to circuit court 
records, in nearly 40% of all 
Shelby County burglary cases 
disposed of in 1980, the person 
who was arrested walked away 
from the judge’s bench without 
serving any time. In these in- 
cidents, either the case was 
dismissed without prosecution, 
or the defendent was given pro- 
bation in lieu of time in jail. 

In 23% of the disposed cases, 


one to two year sentences were 
returned without probation, and 
sentences of more than two years 
were returned in 14.9% of the 
cases. 

Eighty-seven burglary cases 
were brought before Shelby 
County circuit judges in 1980. 
Records show that 11 of these 
cases are still pending and two 
were returned to the grand jury. 

(Burglary cases from 1980 cir- 
cuit court records were used for 
the basis of this article because a 
higher percent of cases had been 
disposed of or resolved than 
burglary cases from 1981.) 

Of the 74 disposed cases, the 
defendent walked away without 
serving time in 29 of them--or 
39.2%. 

In 14, or 18.9% of these cases, 
convicted burglars had their 
sentences suspended as long as 
they stayed out of trouble with 
the law during their probation 
period. Most of the suspension 
times ranged from one to three 
years, and the probation periods 
granted ranged generally from 
three to five years. 

In four cases, or 5.4%, fines of 
$100-$300 were levied as part of 
the probation agreement. 

Eleven cases (14.9%), were 


thrown out of court by the state 
and not prosecuted. 

In 28.3%, or 21 of the 74 
burglary cases, defendents chang- 
ed their original pleas of not guil- 
ty, and pled guilty to the lesser 
charge of attempted burglary (or 
in one case, criminal trespass). Of 
the 21 reduced charges, seven 
resulted in sentences of more 
than one year, eight resulted in 
sentences of less than one year, 
three paid fines only, and three 
were given probation. 

Eleven of the total cases 
disposed of resulted in sentences 
of two years or more. Three of 
these were less than five years; 
one was nine years; four were 10 
years; two were 15; and one 
20-year sentence was given. Most 
of these sentences were dealt to 
habitual offenders, (persons 
previously convicted of one or 
more felonies.) 

In 17, or 22.9% of the total 
cases disposed of, convicted 
burglars were sentenced to one tg 
two years. One 12 month 
sentence also carried with it a 
$300 fine. 

Sentences of less than one year 
were handed down to convicted 
burglars in 12, or 16.2% of the 
disposed burglary cases.

At the same time, I proposed 
legislation to provide a 10 percent 
pay increase for state employees. 
This is also fair and within the 
range of what can be afforded.

Under the Courthouse Dome 


Deeds now being microfilmed 


At last, you can research some 
of the courthouse records with 
the push of a couple of buttons. 

All mortgages back to 1971 
and deeds from™1971-74 have 
been refiled from cumbersome 
record books onto micro-film. 
Instead of poring through the 11 
bound indexes for these years, 
you can now read the indexes off 
a micro-computer screen in the 
records room that is hooked into 
the county’s mainframe com- 
puter. 

Jim Masone, now a senior in 
business at UA, and the nephew 
of commission attorney Frank 
Ellis Jr., began the massive 
undertaking in the summer of 
1980. Since last May, he has been 
assisted by Jan Nicholson of Col- 
umbiana, now a senior at UM in 
business management. Both are 
part time employees. 

In October, the county hired 


Margaret Fuller of Wilsonville as 
a fulltime employee to continue 
micro-filming vital records and 
keep the index current once the 
backlogging project is finished. 
She is currently being trained by 
Masone and Nicholson. 

Masone predicted that micro- 
filming of the deeds should be 
completed by this summer. Other 
probate records will also be data 
processed for the new system, he 
said. 

Nicholson said that several 
people who work with title com- 
panies have been eager to have 
the computerized indexes and 
auto-seeking micro-film viewer 
put into action because they 
recognize how much time they’ll 
be able to save on researching 
records. Others, she added, have 
been somewhat leary of working 
with the computer.

The Alabama Scene 


by Bob Ingram 

President Reagan’s whirlwind 
trip into Montgomery Monday 
was described by the press as an 
historic event, and indeed it was. 
It marked the first time in history 
that a President has addressed a 
joint session of the Alabama 
Legislature. 

His visit also underscored 
another fact...a political fact. 
Alabama has undergone some 
dramatic changes, politically, in 
the past 25 years, and because of 
those changes, presidential visits- 
--and visits by presidential 
candidates---have become : far 
more frequent. 

Prior to the 1950s it was rare 
indeed for either a President or a 
presidential candidate to visit 
Alabama. There was no reason 
to. Since Reconstruction, 
Alabama had been a Democratic 
Party stronghold, and it was a 
waste of time for the nominee of 
either party to campaign in 
Alabama. The Democrat knew he 
would carry Alabama no matter 
what, the Republican knew he 
didn’t have a chance, so both 
sides ignored the state. 

President Roosevelt made a 
couple of visits to Alabama dur- 
ing his long reign. In the late 
1930s, largely out of his friend- 
ship to Gov. Bibb Graves, he 
visited Auburn and Tuskegee; 
and during World War Il he 
made a secrecy-shrouded visit to 


Maxwell Field in Montgomery. 

It was Gen. Dwight 
Eisenhower who was the first 
modern day presidential can- 
didate to come to Alabama. He 
had a big rally in Birmingham in 
the 1952 campaign, ignoring the 
fact that the vice presidential 
nominee for the Democrats that 
year was Alabama’s own Sen. 
John Sparkman. 

From that day on, more often 
than not, presidential candidates 
have visited Alabama, and a few 
Presidents as well. President Ken- 
nedy visited the state twice during 
his tragically brief term, and 
President Nixon also came to the 
state at least two times during his 
term in office. As recently as 
1980, President Carter kicked off 
his campaign for a second term in 
Alabama. 

It all goes back to the politics 
of the state. Alabama remained 
in the Democratic fold in 
presidential elections through 
1960, but interestingly, the state 
has gone Democratic only once 
since then in a presidential elec- 
tion. Republican Goldwater 
swept the state in 1964; George 
Wallace won Alabama as a third 
party candidate in 1968; Nixon 
prevailed in 1972; Carter the 
Democrat won in 1976, but it was 
Reagan the Republican who won 
in 1980. Alabama is now an up- 
for-grabs state, and as long as it 
is, the candidates and the 
Presidents will come calling. 


tions have been attached to the 
computer terminal.

damage the pay raise proposals as 
I have suggested, but would 
seriously hamper .much needed 
appropriations to vital state agen- 
cies. 

In the current economic reces- 
sion, state government could be 
hard pressed to come up with the 
14 percent hike for teachers and 
the 10 percent hike for state 
employees. 

As all of us are keenly aware, 
Alabama is suffering from dou- 
ble digit unemployment. We are 
the second hardest hit state of the 
50 states. Only Michigan 
outranks us in high unemploy- 
ment. 

This unemployment situation 
is affecting government at all 
levels - city, county, state and 
federal - in revenue. In a chang- 
ing economy it is difficult to 
foresee all of the impact that will 
be felt in the months ahead in 
Alabama from high unemploy- 
ment and the recession. 

I am confident our economy in 
Alabama will be improved by the 
passage of Amendments 1, 2 and 
3 which will generate millions of 
dollars in new construction and 
create thousands of new jobs. 

Even with the impact of money 
from the oil windfall package in 
circulation, state government will 
be in a bind to fulfill all of its 
obligations from the General 
Fund in this recession period. 

The educational lobbyists are 
totally aware there are no funds 
available for the 16 percent pay 
hike for teachers from the SETF. 
State governemnt could be hard 
pressed to meet even a 14 percent 
pay increase. 

Now reports are surfacing on 
Capitol Hill that a full scale ef- 
fort will be made by the AEA 
lobbyists to switch $17 million in 
funds appropriated to various 
agencies from the SETF over to 
the General Fund. 

The impact of this switch could 
be widespread. The General Fund 
would then become overloaded 
by $17 million which could throw 
it into proration. 

These lobbyists know there 
isn’t enough money in the 
General Fund to handle a $17 
million overload or, for that mat- 
ter, an overload of any type. If 
our General Fund is thrown into 
proration, it would affect services 
to our people statewide. It will af- 
fect the departments of mental 
health, prisons, public safety, 
Alabama Development Office - 
all funded by the General Fund. 

One of the agencies targeted 
for this switch of funds is the 
Department of Youth Services, 
which would account for about 


‘ $10 million of the $17 million. 


I have carefully analyzed all 
parts of the state budget. There is 
no sensible or practical way for 
state governmetn to afford to pay 
more than a 14 percent pay raise 
to teachers without reducing ap- 
propriations for other. educa- 
tional items in the SETF. 

Any switch of funds from the 
SETF to the General Fund would 
not be in the best interests of state 
government or in the people’s in- 
terest. It would work a critical 
hardship on every part of state 
government in these confused 
economic times.

Pelham eyes pawn shop reins 


The city of Pelham is consider- 
ing an ordinante to regulate 
pawn brokers and second hand 
stores. The thrust of the or- 
dinance is aimed at making it 
tougher on crooks who might 
want to pass off stolen goods in 
the city. 


The ordinance, introduced 
Monday for action at the April 5 
meeting, would require pawn 
brokers and businesses who buy 
second hand articles from the 
public to keep records of such 
purchases. Identification of the 
sellers would be required, as well 
as daily reports on purchases to 
the police department. The or- 
dinance would also require 
dealers to hold pawned articles a 
certain number of days before 
reselling them. 

An ordinance passed last year 
set similar requirements for gold 
and silver buyers in the city. That 
law later resulted in Bama Gold 
and Silver’s being denied renewal 
of its business license because 
dealers there allegedly purchased 
stolen gold and silver. 

The council also voted to crank

Mayor Burk Dunaway said the 
area would bring some 20-25 
houses into the city.

in massive illegal sale of tons of deer meat 


From Alabama Dept. 
of Conservation and 
Natural Resources 

A massive illegal trade in wild 
deer and other wildlife was un- 
covered during an investigation 
concluded last week by State and 
Federal Wildlife officers. This 
long term effort carried out by 
undercover agents has resulted in 
the arrest of thirty individuals. 

The investigation revealed that 
hundreds of deer are being taken 
illegally and tons of deer meat are 
being sold illegally in Alabama 
and into other states. In 
Alabama, it is illegal to sell any 
part of a wild deer. The investiga- 
tion also disclosed the sale of deer 
antlers, mounted deer heads and 
deer hides. Federal law prohibits 
the interstate movement of any 
wildlife or their parts taken il- 
legally in the states. 

More than sixty state and 
federal wildlife officers par- 
ticipated in the early morning ar- 
rests. 

Federal Special Agent-in- 
Charge Charles Graham, said

Poison prevention week set 


National Poison Prevention 
Week will be observed March 
21-27. 

“This is an excellent time for 
parents to make a special effort 
to ‘‘poison-proof’’ their homes 
while doing their annual spring 
cleaning,’’said a spokesperson 
for the poison information center 
of Children’s Hospital. 

According to the center, an 
estimated five million poisonings 
occur each year in the United 
States. Ninety per cent of these 
involve children and occur in the 
child’s home. Poisoning is the 
number one pediatric medical 
emergency. 

The number of children being 
poisoned escalates sharply in the 
spring, according to pharmacists 
at the Center. The major reason 
is the easy accessibility children 
have at this time of the year to 
such potential child-killers as 
gasoline, weed killers and 
pesticides, they said. 

The Children’s Hospital en- 
courages parents to keep these 
items out of the reach of young 
children, 

The kitchen is potentially the 
most dangerous room in . the 
home. Drain cleaners, furniture 
polishes, detergents and bleaches 
are often stored under the kitchen 
sink and within a young child’s 
easy grasp. The Information 
Center recommends purchasing 
safety latches for cabinets or stor- 
ing these items on high hard-to- 
reach shelves. Items that will not 
harm children such as cookies 
and other edibles can be stored 
on the lower shelves.

Looking at the new Official 
Highway Map of Alabama, one 
can find a wealth of information. 
Some of this information in- 
cludes pictues of Alabama’s state 
bird, state flower, state fish, and 
State tree. Conspicuously absent 
is the ‘Eastern Wild Turkey.’ The 
omission, I suggest, hinges on 
sacrilege, for it deserves the title, 
‘Alabama State Hysteria.’ 

For some Alabamians this pro- 
bably comes as a shock. 
However, and in my relatively 
short time in Alabama I have 
found no two words comparable 
to ‘wild turkey,’ which can 
stimulate so much conversation, 
That is with the possible excep- 
tions of ‘‘Roll, tide!”’ or ‘War 
Eagle!’’ 

The furor raised and the excite- 
ment conjured at the mere men- 
tion of ‘wild turkey’ depends on 
the individual. The words create 
a level of intensity verging on 
near hysteria. 

To many women, especially the 
‘turkey hunter’s widow’, 
Alabama Hysteria is the scourge 
of the earth, a deterrent to nor- 
mal home life, a barrier against 
the completion of household 
chores, 

The uninitiated person might 
ask, “Is it really true? Do mature 
men and women really become so 
emotionally engrossed in hunting 
wild turkeys? How does it affect 
them and why? What causes 
Alabamians to become so involv- 
ed with the wild turkey?” 

The ‘hysteria’ indicates that 
the exciting aspects of the sport 
are not necessarily monopolized 
by men. Many women are also 
afflicted by the overpowering 
magnetism of wild turkey hun-

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As the spring turkey season ap- 
proaches, the turkey hunter’s im- 
agination becomes all encom- 
passing and often runs wild with 
uncontrollable exuberance. 
While many hunt during the fall 
season, most turkey hunters 
usually weather that season fairly 
well, but the advent of the spring 
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season is overpowering. 

During this breeding season the 
wild turkey’s behavior changes in 
both sexes. The gobbler is unob- 
trusive and generally silent the re- 
mainder of the year. But in the 
spring he gobbles, drums, clucks 
and even yelps in seeking 
feminine companionship. The 


gobblers strut, drum, wheel and 
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fight other gobblers for posses- 
sion of the females. The wild 
hens, normally prone to flock in 
relatively small areas, become 
restless, move about deliberately, 
and usually alone, seeking 
nesting areas. 

The gobbler’s behavior and its 
polygamist nature contribute to

Fleeing Hwy 31 speeder 
rams deputy roadblock

A Mountain Brook man plow- 
ed his pickup into a roadblock 
Saturday night after a high speed 
chase on U.S. 31. A reserve depu- 
ty was injured in the crash. 

Tuesday morning the sheriff’s 
department filed a warrant for at- 
tempted murder against John 
Goodall Yoe, 27, of Shook Hill 
Road. At the same time, Pelham 
police charged Yoe with 
felonious hit and run. 

According to scattered police 
reports, the chase started at 
Thompson Middle School when 


Alabaster police officer Brian 


Clark went in pursuit of a 
speeding truck that would not 
yield to his flashing lights. APD 
officer Frank Page joined the 
chase near the Pelham city limits, 
but the officers could not keep-up 
with the truck whose estimated 
speed was 90 mph. 

The officers radioed for 
assistance and reserve deputy 
sheriff Lt. Justin Molloy 
responded. 

Molloy parked his patrol car 
across thé right northbound lane 
of U.S. 31 in front of the Pelham 
bus stop. He flicked on his 
flashing red and blue lights and 
took a position outside and 
behind the car. ; 

In short order, he spotted 
lights racing up the highway. 

“I saw Alabaster’s blue lights 
coming and the truck was leaving

Yoe’s truck rammed the right 
front of Molloy’s car, spinning it 
around so that it struck the flee- 
ing reserve officer. 

Pelham accident reports show 
Yoe’s truck skidded some 260 
feet before hitting Molloy’s car, 
then continued on for another 
105 feet after impact. 

The Alabaster officers arrived 
on the scene seconds after the 
crash, but the driver of the truck 
had already fled into the woods 
behind Lee Trailer Park. 

Molloy was treated at the scene 
by Pelham rescue workers and 
taken to Shelby Medical Center 
for tests. He suffered a broken or 
chipped ankle bone, numerous 
lacerations and was given five 
stitches in the back of his head. 

Damage to the car, which was 
purchased -with funds raised by 
the deputy reserves, was 
estimated at $3000. 


‘Yoe was taken into custody an 
hour later when he reportedly 
jumped out of the woods a mile 
north of the wreck and flagged 
down a passing truck. The truck 
was driven by Pelham reserve of- 


ficer Luther Johnson. 

Yoe was taken to Alabaster’s 
police station and given an 
algohol test which registered two 
points over the level legally set 

intoxication. No charges were 
filed “at the time and Yoe was 


released. 

APD Chief Bull Carter told the 
Reporter investigations were con- 
tinuing, but it was doubtful that 
his department would press 
charges. Clark had been unable 
to get the tag number from the 
speeding truck. Furthermore, he 
was unable to say for certain that 
Yoe had been driving the vehicle, 
even though, Chief Carter said, 
Yoe later admitted to driving it. 

After piecing together the 
story, Chief Deputy James Jones 
and Pelham Capt. Allen Wade 
swore out warrants Thursday for 
attempted murder and hit and 
run. Said Wade: ‘‘We don’t take 
too kindly to anyone who nearly 
kills a policeman.’’ 

Ironically, Molloy, who is head 
of the sheriff’s reserves, had been 
called from his sleep that night to 
assist Pelham police in searching 
for a nine-year old who had been 
reported. missing from his home 
in Hunter’s Glen. He had just 
checked a gameroom on U.S. 31 


‘for the boy when he responded to 


the Alabaster call. (The missing 
boy was later found asleep on 
two chairs under his parents’ din-

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Montevallo city council 
gives nod to UM lounge

The Montevallo Council voted 
3-2 Monday night in favor of a 
downiown lounge for UM 
students. The lounge will be a 
first in the city’s history. 

A throng of supporters and op- 
ponents packed the council 
chamber, sitting on the floor and 
standing outside in the hall. 
Before the council voted, about a 
dozen of them spent more than 
an hour voicing points of view on 
the issue ranging from a 
“landmark decision’’ to ‘‘this 
unleashed problem on the city.’’ 

Bob Ford, director of a Baptist 
student group on the Montevallo 
campus said allowing the lounge 
to open would be ‘“‘a blot on the 
conscience’’ of the council. ‘‘Let 
(the students) go elsewhere to get 
this dangerous drug (alcohol),”’ 
he said. . 

Roger Smith, a Wilton resident 
with baby in arms, said that a 
personal decision on drinking can 
affect others. His child, he said, 
could be killed by a drunk driver 
coming from the lounge. 

At a meeting last week, the 
Chamber of Commerce had voic- 
ed support of the proposed 
lounge. But Monday night, Rev. 
Thomas Mansell of the First Bap- 
tist Church said only five 
members of the chamber had at- 
tended that meeting. He also 
pointed out various ways alcohol 
had ruined lives. 

On the other hand, UM stu- 
dent Jamie Achin pointed out 
that people need to make their 
own decisions on matters of

drinking, and they should have 
the freedom to decide for 
themselves. 

The lounge is planned as a 
private club for UM students, 
faculty and alumni, and will be 
located in the basement of the 
former Smitherman Drug loca- 
tion. The request was first made 
in February by Montevallo 
businessman James Frazier, but 
action on the issue has been 
postponed twice. 

Monday night Frazier told the 
council that approval of his re- 
quest would be a landmark deci- 
sion for the town, and he asked 
them to take ‘‘an objective view”’ 
on the question. 

Pointing out that the lounge 
would help the town’s economy, 
and noting that students had died 
in car accidents returning from 
nights on the town in Birm- 
ingham, Frazier said, ‘‘We need 
to keep our people here for safety 
and financial reasons.’’ 

Frazier also pointed out that 
Montevallo citizens voted 2-1 in 
favor of going wet in 1972, and 
their vote swung the decision for 
the entire county. 

UM student Duncan Draper 
said the decision on the lounge 
shouldn’t be one of ethics or 
morals because ‘‘that was decid- 
ed when the county voted wet.’’ 

Other proponents pointed to 
the town’s liquor store and beer 
stores, saying alcohol was already 
available, but there was no place 
to go to drink and socialize. 

Councilwoman Catherine 
Smitherman, who eventually cast 


the swing vote, asked if the coun- 
cil would be able to exercise 
strong control over the lounge. 
Mayor Ralph Sears told her 

The motion to accept Frazier’s 
proposal was made by Coun- 
cilman Johnnie Holsomback and 
J.A. Brown seconded it.

Senator laments economy

If laid head to foot, Alabama’s 
unemployed workers would 
stretch from the Gulf of Mexico 
to beyond the city limits of Birm- 
ingham 278 miles of 
unemployed. 

This, shocking illustration 
shows conclusively that Alabama 
is in the grips of a serious 
unemployment crisis. The latest 
unemployment figures show a 
jobless rate of a staggering 14.7 
percent. There are 245,000 people 
who are out of work in Alabama. 

Among the major Alabama in- 
dustries currently affected by 
staggering unemployment are 
manufacturing, construction and 
primary metals steel and 
aluminum specifically. These in- 
dustries all tie into areas of the 
economy which are extremely 
sensitive to high interest rates -- 
automobiles, housing and 
durable goods. 

Some parts of the state are suf- 
fering from an even more severe 


Under The Courthouse Dome 


Fourteen employees in the 
sheriff’s department were left out 
when deputies got a raise. 

They were omitted last month 
from the saise granted to other 
county employees. 

So those who are eligible for 
longevity payments want to make 
sure they aren’t left out in the 
cold this December when other 
county employees get the money 
in the form of a Christmas 
bonus. 

The matter was brought to the 
attention of the Law Enforce- 
ment Personnel Board at their 
meeting Wednesday evening. 

One of the four individuals 
eligible for longevity asked that 
the item be added to the person- 
nel board’s rules and regulations. 

It was included in the rules and 
regulations which were drawn up 
this year for other county 
employees. 

But the board tabled the mat- 
ter, feeling that the commission 
intends to pay eligible employees 
in the sheriff’s department 
without that item being put in the 
personnel board rules. 

Although the bi-weekly 
paychecks of county employees 
have reflected longevity 
payments since 1959, no one in 
the sheriff’s department, other 
than deputies, have received the 
extra pay. 

At least one commissioner was 
not even aware that any county 
employee received longevity, but 
commission records show that it 
is being paid to 63 people. 

Twenty five of those in- 
dividuals have worked for the 
county over ten years. 

The sheriff’s department 
employees, who fall heir to 
neither the benefits of deputies or 
county employees, were describ- 
ed by board member Mickey 
Johnson as being in ‘‘no man’s 
land.”’ 

They include clerical workers, 
radio dispatchers and corrections 
officers who are not deputies. 

In addition to changing the 
method of doling out the extra 
pay, the committee which drew 
up the rules and regulations for 
the commission also recommend- 
ed boosting the amount of the 
payments, 

Individuals who received $78 
for 5-10 years of service, will now 
get $300; the $156 for 10-15 years 
has risen to $400; 15-20 years 
merits $500 instead of $234 and 
for 20 years or more, there will be

a $600 bonus rather than the $312 
formerly paid. 


Another matter discussed by 
the board was presented by Jail 
Administrator Lt. Wayne Lucas. 

He related that Sheriff Buddy 
Glasgow wanted the eligibility 
lists for corrections officers and 
radio dispatchers divided by sex. 

The reason, Lucas explained, is 
due to the fact that only females 
can be hired as radio dispatchers 
and corrections officers must be 
males. 

If the list were divided, Lucas 
said, the sheriff would only get 
the names of three people who 
were qualified to fill the position. 

Noting that there wouldn’t be 
any discrimination involved, 
board member Mickey Johnson 
said that it would be a bona fide 
occupational qualification 
(BFOQ). 

Lucas told the board that 
females cannot be hired as cor- 
rections officers since one of their 
duties is to strip search male 
prisoners when they return from 
work details. 

And radio dispatchers have to 
be females, he said, because they 
look after the women prisoners. 

Comparing the ratio of male 
and female prisoners, Lucas said 
that there were generally no more 
than five females and between 
90-100 males. 

If the communications equip- 
ment is moved to the ad- 
ministrative section of the 
sheriff’s department at some 
future date, then, Lucas said, 
there would be a need for female 
corrections officers and a man 
could be a dispatcher. 

But with the present arrange- 
ment, the board agreed that 
separating the lists would be a 
sensible idea. 

Board secretary, Betty 
Rayfield, was asked to perform 
that task and to bring the lists to 
the next meeting. 


Lamenting that they couldn’t 
split their business between two 
local dealers, the Shelby County 
Commission awarded the con- 
tract for two cars to Strickland 
Chevrolet.

The city also asked the at- 
torney general a second questiou, 
“‘Can the City of Calera purchase 
railroad rails from federal 
surplus property and lease.or sell 
the rails to the Railroad Club?” 

Both questions were answered 
by assistant Attorney General 
Carol Jean Smith in the negative. 
She quoted section 94 of the 1901 
Constitution of Alabama as the 
source for her opinion.

Garbage collectors seek raise 


Garbage collectors told Shelby 
County Commissioners Monday 
that they were feeling the pinch 
of inflation. 

The three companies that have 
franchises in the county asked the 
commission to approve a $1.50 
rate increase. 

But no action was taken on the 
request. 

The $5 per month fee being 
charged now is for once a week 
curb service. 

Commissioner Don Murphy 
said the people in his district 
wanted twice a week pickup, but 
not at double the rate. 

He advised trying to get more 
business when Klean Kounty 
owner Wayne Archer said he only 
had 1,200 customers out of a 

potential 5,000. 


But he was told efforts in that 
direction had been largely unsuc- 
cessful. 


If the commission didn’t want 
to go along with the rate increase, 
the sanitation service owners sug- 
gested discontinuing the fees they 
have to pay at the landfill. 

According to Archer, his land- 
fill fees range between 
$1,700-$1,800 a month, making it 
necessary for him to tack an extra 
75 cents on to his customers’ 
bills. 

He made the point that it is un- 
fair for professionals to pay for 
landfill use while individuals can 
haul their own garbage there free 
of charge. 

Commission Chairman Tom- 
my Snowden mentioned that 
there might be a reduction in the 
fees that sanitation companies 
have to pay, but there was no 
response to that suggestion from 
any of the commissioners. 

The only rate increase the com- 
mission has approved for the 
companies with franchises in the 
county came three years ago. At 
that time the fee went from $3.90 
to $5. 

The other sanitation service 
represented at the meeting was 
BFI, who has offices in Birm- 
ingham. 

They have only been in the 
county three months, and agreed 
that the rate increase is needed 
since they have to drive a greater 
distance to reach the Columbiana 
landfill instead of going to 
Helena. 

While the commission in- 
dicated they will study the matter

‘Donut’ driver busted on drugs 


A car doing “‘donuts’’ led to a 
drug arrest Saturday afternoon in 
Montevallo. 

Patrick.Charles Childress, 20, 
of Jemison, was reportedly spin- 
ning his Volkswagen in circles in 
a gravel parking lot at Brown 
Molding Company, when flying 
gravel struck and cracked the 
windshield of a passing car. 

Kerry White of Montevallo, 
driver of the passing car, gave 
chase to Childress’s VW, but he 
gave up the chase and reported 
the incident to the police when 
the VW turned off County 73 


onto Rabbit Gulch Road. 

Deputy Lloyd Anderson, depu- 
ty Sgt. Wayne Lucus and 
Montevallo PD’ offiger O’Dell 
Caputo answered the call and 
found Childress on the gravel 
road, stuck with a flat tire. 

What would probably have 
been a criminal mischief charge 
took a different turn when 
Anderson said they spotted the 
remains of several partially burn- 
ed marijuana cigarettes in plain 
sight in Childress’s ash tray. 

A subsequent search of the car 
turned up five or six pills 


authorities believe to be valium, 
and two to three ounces of mari- 
juana. 


Childress was charged with 
violating the state’s drug laws. 
His bond was set at $2000.

On any given week in the spr- 
ing the Reporter’s classified page 
carries from a half dozen to 20 
yard sale advertisements. For the 
avid yard sale browser, the listing 
forms a weekend social itinerary. 

To see what makes for suc- 
cessful yard sales, the Reporter 
decided to follow up on some of 
the listings in a recent issue of the 
paper. 

As luck would have it, this 
reporter had to search no further 
than the first yard sale visited—er, 
make that basement sale. The 
answers were found in Deerings 
Downs, Helena. 

Twice a year Donna Weselius, 
Tommie Icard, Rita Ray, Nan 
McFarland, Patty Thorpe, Sherri 
Hughey, Racheal Falls, Susan 
Bagley, Jeanne Riddles and Terri 
Meier all get together for what 
has become known as the Se- 
miannual Whirlaway Garage 
Sale. 

Their sale on March 19 and 20 
raked in some $650. 

Their reputation has earned 
them repeat customers. One man 
even came prepared with a 
pickup truck which he backed to 
the basement door to load his 
$140 worth of small purchases. 

While several of the women hit 
me up to buy a $2 brief case, a 
portable rod and reel, an 
aquarium to practice casting, and 
a pair of $65 cowboy boots 
(“‘They’re a real steal at $12 even 
if they don’t fit!’’), I asked Don- 
na and Rita to explain their ap- 
parently successful tricks of the 
trade. This is what I got: 

1) Be organized. Plan ahead. 
Clear a space in the basement. 
Have all items clearly priced. Ask 
your husband before you sell his 
magazine collection or golf clubs. 

2) Make the prices reasonable. 
This helps build your reputation 
for bargains. Remember, people 
will buy anything that looks like a 
good deal. 

3) Advertise. Put up posters at 
schools and grocery stores. Take 
out a classified ad in the 
newspaper. Put signs up at 
strategic intersections to let peo- 
ple know you’re having the sale 
and how to get there. 

4) This is important--be a little 
crazy. 

Other ideas, especially if you 
plan to have sales again, is to of- 
fer coffee and provide a ‘‘free 
box.’’ The ‘‘free box’’ is for 
those items NO one would ever 
pay for. But don’t underestimate 
what another person might con- 
sider is worth a quarter. 

Rita, with great pride, recalled 
that she once sold a Service Mer- 
chandise catalogue for 25 cents. 

To help keep your neighbors 
from running you off, be sure 
and take down your signs after 
the sale, the women said. To keep 
from getting arrested, ask at your

city hall if a yard sale license is re- 
quired. (These can usually be ob- 
tained for 50 cents or so.) 

What are the hottest moving 
items ,these days in yard sale 
circles? 

“People come in looking for 
nothing but clothes--you 
wouldn’t believe it!’’ said Rita. 
“It’s unreal. It must be because 
of the economy.” She went on to 
say that children’s and baby’s 
clothes are the top sellers. 

Bear in mind that most yard 
sale browsers are women. When 
men come, the Whirlaway bunch 
said, they go mostly for tools. 
One man who wanted to buy 
something at their sale couldn’t, 
because his wife wouldn’t lend 
him 20 cents. 

If you hold a sale on Friday 
and Saturday, you can usually ex- 
pect a larger crowd on the first 
day because people want to get 
there before all the tables and 
racks are shopped over. People 
also tend to come fairly early, the 
women said. By mid-morning 
Friday, they had $0,people mill- 
ing about the basement. 

As for timing, Terri said that 
despite the good spring turnout, 
Séptember-November and 
January are the most profitable 
months. In the first case, people 
want to buy gifts for Christmas, 
in the second case they want to 
sell unwanted gifts they got. 

Many people, the women said, 
take on yard sales as a hobby. 
They’ve even seen some people 
buy things from them, then turn 
around and sell the articles at 
their own sale for a quarter more. 

When giving a sale with other 
people, be sure and get friends 
that you really like. The going 
may get hectic, even crazy, and 
you'll need to support each other. 
Then again, if no one shows up, 
you need to be with someone you 
like talking to. 

“*It’s a great oportunity to get 
together and be silly,’’ Terri said.

*“We’ve had a ball!’’ 

“The best part is dividing up 
the money,’’ said Donna. "*‘We’re 
greedy-we like the money! But 
we do have a charitable streak, 
too. We're donating a lot of the 
things we don’t sell to the Pelham 
PTO yard sale on April 17.’’ 

Soon it became apparent that 
I'd never escape with my 
paycheck intact. I had to turn 
down the size 7 cowboy boots. 
But what the heck, I thought, I 
can always use a $2 brief case. 

Bargains are irresistible.

The long-proposed highway 
linking the county seat with north 
Shelby County may finally 
become a reality, thanks to the 
new state windfall profits. 

*‘We are getting better reviews 
on the road now,’’ said Colum- 
biana Chamber of Commerce 
vice president Dr. Charles Thorn- 
burg. 

‘As it stands now, money that

Athletes injured in practice or 
games no longer have to travel to 
Birmingham for specialized care. 

Shelby Medical Center has 
established a Sports Medicine 
Clinic with three plans for help- 
ing athletes of teams from high 
schoo} to little leagues. 

The clinic will offer medical 


services for injured players, 


educational sessions for coaches, 


and rehabilitation care for in- 
juries. 

Vic Peterson, Director of 
Physical Therapy at SMC, say 
““We have the staff and the exper- 
tise to treat any type of sports in- 
jury.”’ 

Sessions are planned to help 
coaches identify and evaluate the 
seriousness of injuries.

Players who receive 
minor injuries during a game will

Tant care by a doctor or 
rehabilitation by his department, 
the hospital will work out those 
details on a referral basis. ‘ 


He explained the injuries his 
department is most likely to han- 
dle on a regular basis. These, he 
said, are those minor or nagging 
injuries which the coach wants an 
exact diagnosis on so that proper 
care and rehabilitation can be 
given to get the athlete back at 
full strength, 
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Peterson added that for serious 
injuries or those requiring im- 
mediate attention, the emergency 
room at Shelby Medical Center is 
open around the clock, seven 
days a week. 


“Our goal is preventing in- 
juries,"’ Peterson commented, 
He added that in the next 25 years 
the major advances in medicine 
will be in the area of injury 
prevention. The future education 
sessions for coaches and players 
will center around that topic and 
inspection and proper fit of 
equipment. 


As an example of improperly 
worn equipment, Peterson 
stated,‘‘A loose helmet can con- 
tribute to any injury by lacerating 
the head during a collision.’’ 

In explaining his department’s 
role in rehabilitation, Peterson 
observed that ‘‘All injuries need 
rehabilitation, and yet it’s been 
neglected. Injured athletes are 
normally given plenty of rest, but 
the exercises that prevent an in- 
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jured part of the body from los- 
ing strength and range of motion 
have been ignored. 


The emphasis ot the Sports 
Medicine Center will be on 
preserving the strength of the in- 
jured part of the body while 
hastening the healing process 
with medically supervised exer- 
cise. 


The planning for this program 
has been underway for several 
months.- The idea was first 
developed by Shelby County 
High School principal Don 
Bulger and Dr. Harry Phillips.

One of the busiest 
“employees”’ at Harbert Interna- 
tional’s Riverchase headquarters 
is named Henrietta. 

At least that’s what she’s called 
by a number of the engineers and 
other employees who from time 
to time have her do a job for 
them. 

But the operators and pro- 
grammers who work directly with 
Henrietta, don’t call her that. 
They call her ‘‘the computer,”’ 
because that’s what she is--a 
Honeywell 2030 computer. 

Harbert . computer manager 
Mary Ann Vann postulates that 
many people in numerous fields 
who deal indirectly with com- 
puters from fringe positions, 
have a tendency to try and per- 
sonify the machines. It seems to 
be a way of accepting something 
that’s less than human, yet at the 
same time performs humanistic 
functions, such as ‘‘thinking.”’. 


For example: 

The astronauts in the classic 
science fiction movie and book 
2001 - A Space Odyessy,’’ have 
an onboard computer called a 
HAL 3000 (a name derived by 
moving back one alphabetic 
character from the letters ‘I’ 
“B”’ and ‘‘M’’). The astronauts 
talk to the computer, call it Hal, 
and treat it as a member of the 
crew, 

Another example of computer 
personification can be noted with 
the automatic (the word 
“‘computerized’”’ is shunned 
here), outdoor bank tellers that 
came out in the mid-seventies. 
Because a computer-shy public 
was being asked to deal with 
these machines on a one-to-one 
basis, and to trust their money to 
them, banks hired advertising 
agencies to sell the idea of the 
tellers to their customers. 


As a result, these early 
automatic tellers wore brightly 
painted faces and were given 
endearing names such as ‘Tilly 
Teller’ in Atlanta, and ‘‘William 
Teller” in Birmingham,» .. . 

The Whole ided fs to make peo- 
ple feel comfortable -with com- 
puters. 

In 1967, the Reporter installed 
computerized IBM typesetting 
equipment. But in the fall of 
1979, when reporters began to 
compose stories diréctly onto 
Compugraphic MDT 350 word 
processors, this writer tasted first

hand the intimidation factor 
many people feel when first 
working with computers. 

A nice way to put it is that a 
certain reluctance was experienc- 
ed when it came to touching 
Strange buttons on the com- 
puter’s keyboard. After all, one 
can’t be too cautious when pun- 
ching buttons maked 
“EXECUTE.”’ However, once 
accustomed to writing on a high- 
tech machine, the same reporter 
now agrees with a statement 
made by Harbert computer 
operator Carol Ann Dunbar: 


“People tend to love com- 
puters once they get used to 
them.”’ 

As might be expected in a com- 
pany with over $500 million in 
revenues (in 1981), Harbert’s 
Honeywell performs a virtual 
phalanx of jobs. 

To keep employees of Harbert 
and its dozen or so subsidiaries 
happy, the computer runs 900 to 
1000 paychecks per week. Besides 
merely figuring and printing the 
checks, the computer also makes 
monthly pay reports and keeps 
running tabulations for W-2 pur- 
poses. 

Duntar says the computer’s 
repertoire also includes running 
monthly financial statements for 
22 companies; printing 150-200 
checks per week for accounts 
payable and keeping backfiles on 
them at least to 1975; printing 
monthly insurance reports; prin- 
ting excavation grids and other 
tasks for engineers; and 
calculating and printing 150-200 
page bid estimates for multi- 
million dollar projects around the 
world. 

Furthermore, the computer 
keeps equipment inventories. It 
cannot only tell if a certain 
bulldozer is currently in the Sinai 
or in South America, but if its oil 
needs changing, too. 

“*If a guy’s mind can do it, a 
computer can do--faster,’’ Dun- 
bar says. 

Although programmed to per- 
form other tasks, Harbert’s 
Honeywell was installed in 1974 
as an accounting computer. As 
such, manager Vann estimates 
that Henrietta does the work of 
perhaps 40 accountants. 


Shelby County currently uses a 
Burroughs 1726, located in the

Robinson, the Burroughs keeps 
land files, and produces abstracts

and assessment sheets; registers 
vehicle tags, prints receipts and 
keeps vehicle tax reports; prints 
privilege and business and boat 
licenses; maintains voter registra- 
tion files; produces poll listings; 
indexes deeds and mortages; and 
runs bi-weekly and monthly 
payrolls, 

Programs are currently in the 
making for a budgetary accoun- 


ting system that will computerize. 


the county budget. Furthermore, 
Robinson says an _ inventory 
system for vehicles, parts, labor 
and gasoline is being added for 
the highway department. 

The county’s third computer in 
about a decade,. the Burroughs 
went operational in May of 1980. 
It is leased for $7000 per month. 
Its one meg memory capacity 
(one million bytes, or characters 
of memory) is only about 60% 
full, Robinson says, so it should 
be good for several more years. 

Besides the director, the data 
center also employs one operator, 
two programmers and two data 
entry clerks, as well as a part time 
consultant. But with 21 remote 
terminals throughout the cour- 
thouse keyed in to the main com- 
puter, several county depart- 
ments have access to the 
machine. 


“To err is human..,.but to real- 
ly mess things up, you need a 
computer!’’ reads a card on the 
wall of at least one local com- 
puter room. 

Although this may be common 
thinking, Robinson says com- 
puters are usually unfairly blam- 
ed and made scapegoats for so- 
meone else’s mistake. 

Robinson won’t say computers 
are absolutely incapable of mak- 
ing mistakes. But he does say that 
99.99% of the time, chances are 
the mistake is of human origin. 

As Carol Ann Dunbar puts it: 
“Computers only do what you 
tell them. You tell them wrong, 
and they’ll do it wrong.”’ 

“The computer is only a dump 
piece of equipment,’’ Robinson 
adds. 

Which is maybe why com- 
puters don’t answer when you 
callthem,.even by first name. But 
don’t worry, electrical wizardry is 
working on that problem right 
now--and a lot of other things, as 
well, 

So stay tuned. The world of 
computers is just getting cranked 
up.

If a person moves, gets married 
or divorced, or goes to work, he 
should notify Social Security as 
soon as possible. In fact, any 
change in income or living ar- 
rangements must be reported, 
even if it does not affect the 
amount of the social security 
check. 

Persons applying for a social 
security card for the first time, 
need to show documentary proof 
of age, identity and citizenship, 
or proof of legal éntry to this 
country. A birth certificate is the 
best evidence of age and citizen- 
ship. Proof of identity should in- 
clude a picture, signature, date of 
birth, or other identifying infor- 
mation. If 18 or older, persons 
must apply in person at any social 
security office.

Chelsea gardeners 


plant in metal beds 


by Shelba Nivens 

E.D. ‘‘Deb’’ Dickerson and 
Roland Pugh put their heads 
together and came up with a 
vegetable bed that will last. 

A lot of people build such beds 
with crossties or planks which 
eventually rot. But the two 
Chelsea gardeners built their beds 
with metal. 

They each used two sheets of 
galvanized metal 45 feet long. 
Old used roofing tin will also do, 
they said. 

Pugh built his bed long and 
narrow so he can stand on the 
ground and reach across to 
gather vegetables. But, Dickerson 
built his 38 x 7 feet. 


“The wider it is, the more you 
can grow in it,’’ he pointed out, 
adding, “‘If I grow it, I can climb 
up in the bed to gather.”’ 

Dickerson said he filled the bed 
in layers, using first ten inches of 
leaf mold, then two dump truck 
loads of top soil, three pickup 
loads of rotten sawdust, one 
pickup load of barn yard fer- 


filizer and topped it off with 100 
pounds of ag lime. 

When it rains, the water seeps 
down through everything, mixing 
the nutrients, he noted. 

Dickerson built a top over his 
vegetable bed, using cedar posts 
and wire. With cornstalks or such 
laid across the wire, this makes a 
great shade for young tender 
plants which are easily blistered 
by the sun, he said. 

He also pointed out that shad- 
ed plants do. not have to be 
watered as often as those right 
out in the sun. 

Last summer, recalled Dicker- 
son, cucumber vines grew up the 
wiring and supplied needed shade 
for other plants. 

According to Dickerson, small, 
running plants-do much better in 
vegetable boxes because in the 
open field they get dirty and are 
hard to work. 

The two Chelsea gardeners 
agree that one of the best things 
about growing vegetables in 
boxes is that they do not have to 
be worked.
